in Lindsay, received many congratu- 
lations on her work for the people 
of the town during 1950, a report of 
which she gave at the annual meet- 
ing of the Victorian Order of Nurses, 
held in the town hall last evening. 
The Post is pleased to be able to 
give this report in full. 

Quoting throughout it reads: 

“Tt is my privilege to present the 
second annual report of the Lind- 
say Branch of the Victorian Order 
of Nurses. This branch has now 
been in operation sixteen months 
and during that time the branch 
has grown and the words V.O.N! 
have become almost household. It 
has become quite a familiar sight 
to see the Victorian Order nurse 
with her little black bag making 
her daily visits. 

As this branch is still fairly new 
here, a review of the objects of the 
service might be in order. The main 
objective is to supply skilled nurs- 
ing care with health teaching to the 
people in their own homes, as well 
as assisting nurses-in training in 
Public Health Nursing and estab- 
lishing and maintaining the high- 
est possible standard of efficiency 
in all nursing services. The primary 
function still remains unchanged. 

Skilled nursing care is available 
to nearly one-third the population 
of Canada, young and old, man, 
woman, or child, regardless of race, 
creed or financial status. Under 
the direction of a phyiscian, the pa- 
tient 1s cared for at home, at any 
time he or she needs nursing care, 
‘The nurse responds to all calls and 
care Js never refused due to inability 
to pay. Requests for service came 
from many sources, the doctor, the 
family, nelghbours, the hospital and 
other health and social agencies. 
Care is continued only if there is a 
doctor in attendance. The nurse 
has an entry into every type and 
quality of home, due to the bed- 
side care which she gives. While 
she performs her duties she is able 
to obserye the conditions under 
which the family live and the 
well being of each member of the 
family is her concern. The nurse 
Stays in the home long enough to 
carry out the doctor's orders and 
give needed care and instruction. 
During 1950, 114 families were ad- 
mitted and 174 persons were given 
care, Altogether a total of 1643 
visits were made. 

Nursing care Is given to all types 
of patients, the acutely ill, those 
with long term illnesses and mater- 
nity patients and newborn bavles. 
It is the variety that makes our 
work the more interesting. The care 
of the chronically ill 1s recognized as 
a major public health problem. In- 
stitutional care is not adequate to 
meet the need as hospital beds 
are needed for the more acutely 
ill patients, It is often a burden 
to the family and they haye to 
adjust themselves to caring for 


* the chronically ill patient at home 


The Victorian Order nurse does 
what she can to ease the burden. 
She is able to demonstrate the 
easiest way of caring for the pa- 
tlent so that he may be made as 
comfortable as possible between 
visits. The older members qf the 
community, alhough not actualty 
ill, benefit from the services of the 
nurse and the worry of caring for 
them is taken off the shoulders of 
the family, if they know that the 
nurse will call once, twice or three 
times a week. These patients and 
those suffering with long term 
illnesses are often happier in their 
own homes although the family 
cannot asume the entire respon- 
sibility for caring for them, 638 visits 
were made to patients In this group. 
These visits are the most time con- 
suming as treatments are given, 
affected muscles should be exer- 
cised, and patients sometimes have 
to be taught to walk and use thelr 
hands again. 

Nursing care is given to acutely 
ill, medical and surgical patients. 
This includes those who have re- 
turned i:om hospital and still re- 
quire nursing care and treatments, 
as well as those who have pneumo- 
nia, communicable diseases, fract-

From English Pioneer Settlement 
To Jewish Resort Pontypool’s Lot 


FABULOUS PRICES PAID FOR 
LAND LOCAL RESIDENTS SAY 


Every settlement has a bit of in-? 


teresting history attached to if if 
one but takes the trouble to enquire. 
Pontypool, a small community 20- 
odd miles to the south of Lindsay 
is no exception to the rule. 

It is disclosed by a local resident 
that this village got its start over 
a hundred years ago when three 
Englishmen, Messrs. Jennings, Ridge 
and Gibson first settled there. 
Bringing their families from the 
“old land” they decided to name 
their “new land” after the place they 
had left which was Pontypool, Eng- 
Jand, 

There were originally five ponds 
in the vicinity all being fed from 
Nearby streams, The “big pond” as 
it is called now, 1s situated only a 
stone's throw from the village and 
comprises five acres. Situated on the 
estate of the late M. J, Bernstein, it 
is about 15 feet deep at its deepest 
point. 

The GC. P. R. Railroad has been 
coming through Pontypool for 71 
years. It was started from Have- 
Jock, east of Pontypool and connect- 
ed with the main line through to 
Toronto, Before that folks had to 
travel by horse and buggy and oxen 
to Ballyduff and Bethany for their 
mail, a distance of several miles as 
for a long time there was no store 
nearer than Ballyduff or Bethany. 

The first store in Pontypool was 
built by Simon Jennings over 80 
years ago, but with the coming of 
the rallroad other stores were built. 
Messrs, Thos. Hill and Lou Will- 
jams operated a general store. Later 
the postal authorities used part of 
the store as a post office. Mr. 
Perrin was owner of a general store 
in early days. Today there are four 
general stores, a. bakery, a hardware 
and two garage shops. 

Robert Corbett Sr. was the first 
settler and that was over one hun- 
dred years ago, His son, Robert Jr. 
is allve in his 87th year and liying 
in the village. Lumber was of no 
value then. Trees were felled and 
useless timber was burned, Mr. 
Corbett bullt his own log cabin with 
the ald of his nelgbours. Oxen were 
used for transporting material. Far_ 
ming was a very primitive affair. 
A very few farms used horses, most- 
ly though it was oxen which did 
the work. Hay was cut by “cradle” 
and grain was threshed out in the 
fields as there were no barns. 

After the railroad came a grain 
elevator was built; also coal sheds. 
Tallow candles were the only illu- 
mination in the early days and these 
were made right in the homes, 

About 1875 g saw mill was operat- 
ed by a Mr. Harry Sandy and in 
1885 a second mill operated. Owner 
Was a man named Barnacott, who 
at that time cut lumber for the 
barns of Chas. McNeil, his being 
the first barn erected. 
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Beaverton Credit 
Union Reports 
Successful Year 


Beaverton Credit Union reported 
at its annual meeting that it has 
concluded a very successful year's 
operations. ‘The meeting was held 
in Beaverton Council Chamber and 
it was noted that since the union's 
formation in March, 1949, the unit 
has grown until now there were 30 
active members and indications of 
continued growth in “membership, 
Popularity and strength.” 

An announcement of interest was 
the declaration of dividends to be 
paid for the past six months and 
the ensuing 12 months, paying two 
per cent interest on savings. The 
treasurer's report showed current 
assets amounting to over $3,000. 

The meeting was opened with a 
film shown by Russell Morrison de- 
picting the progress of locomotive 
power from the first crude endeay- 
ours until the introduction of the 
modern aeroplane. 

Mr. Simpkins, of Barrie, a director 
of the Credit Union League, of On- 
tario, was guest speaker at the meet- 
ing. He spoke of the fine work Cred_ 
it Union groups can do to encourage 
and help young men in securing fin- 
ancial aid, to begin a career in life. 
One interesting example was that 
of a Dutch family, just out from 
Holland a short time, with little 
more than some furniture, unable to 
speak good English but with a de- 
sire to own a farm and a willing- 
ness to work. Thus, with the strong 
backing of a rural co-operative, this 
man now owns a farm and js mak- 
ing a success of his new life in Can- 
ada. He feels greatly indebted for 
‘the opportunity and start he was 
given, 

Mr. Simpkins stressed the fact 
that Credit Unions are not a selfish 
individual matter, but a friendly co- 
operative plan where one can can 
help his neighbour. 

“Credit Unions originated in Que- 
bec flfty-years ngo, The first Credit 
Union in Ontario was organized in 
1930. To-day almost 3000 Credit 
Unions have sprung up across Can- 
ada. A million Canadians are find- 
ing the answer to financial prob- 
lems in Credit Unions, as well as a 
loan protection insurance, on bor- 
rowed money,” it was explained.

‘The engineer of the “Brokers’ Spe_ 
cial” admits he wasn’t following or- 
ders when his train crashed at 
Woodbridge, New Jersey last night. 

The injured engineer said last 
night he was going the specified 25 
miles an hour over a new trestle. 
Today he admitted to investigators 
that he was travelling at twice the 
regulation speed. 

The Federal Bureau of investiga- 
tion has now stepped into the inves- 
tigation of the crash which took 81 
lives, 

Officials say that four G-men 
will look into the “possibility of sab- 
otage” in the wreck of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad's crack commuter. 

The li-car train cracked up at 
5.47 p.m. (EST) yesterday while go- 
ing oyer a temporary trestle in the 
center of Woodbridge, New Jersey. 
Eight cars fell over a 26-foot em- 
bankment. 

Attorney-General Theodore Par_ 
sons of New Jersey has opened an 
investigation into another possibil- 
ity—"criminal negligence.” Parsons 
and his staff haye arrived at the 
scene of the wreck from the State 
Capital at Trenton. And three other 
agencies also are planning investiga- 
tions. 

Rescue workers are still at their 
grim task—cutting into the twisted 
steel of the coaches in the search 
for more bodies. 

By midmorning, 78 bodies had 
been taken to morgues near the 
wreck. And state police say that 
“at least” three more bodies still 
are in the two cars that took the 
brunt of the crash. 

Police are questioning railroad 
workers and construction men who 
helped build the temporary trestle 
on which the accident took place: 

‘The engineer of the train— who 


was tossed from his cab and injured: 


—says the trestle was to blame. But 
other witness say that the train may 
have been going too fast.

“The Worm Turns” 


North Bay’s swank residential 
area fs all agog over a murder 
everyone calls a case of “the worm 
turns”, 

Retired executive E. B, Murphy, 
was indicted for the hammer- 
slaying of his wife, Bella, a meticu- 
lous housekeeper who made him 
take off his shoes everytime he 
entered their elaborate home 

Detectives say Murphy, who went 
to North Bay from Ottawa 12 years 
ago, told them he could no longer 
tolerate his wife's insistence on 
“spotless living.” 

The woman's body was found on 
the gleaming white and gray ceilar 
floor of the home Murphy buJlt eight. 
years ago. Police say h2 killed her 


upstairs, carried her to the base- 
ment and as his Just act before 
going to bed, cleaned up the house 
“the way she always had it,” 

That was Monday night. He arose 
Tuesday morning, made the bed and 
walked to the police station. The 
house was in perfect order when 
police went to get the body, 

Neighbors of Murphy, the retired 
manager of the Keyes Wholesale 
Company of Ottawa, said his wife's 
only interest in life appeared to be 
spotless housekeeping, 

They say, “She even had the re- 
frigerator moved to the basement 
because it made too much noise”. 

The couple were both 69 years 
old and had no children, (BUP) 
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and Forests.

Toronto -“The forest tent cater- 
pillar is expected to be more wide- 
spread In Ontarlo during 1951, ac- 
cording to the Forest Protection Di- 
vision of the Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests which bases its 
announcement on reports from en- 
tomologists of the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


The Federal workers, with whom 
the Lands and Forests staff co-oper- 
ate on insect control, report that 
egg clusters of the insect have been 
found on trees over a very much 
wider area in Ontario than last 
year. This would indicate, say the 
entomologists, that where there were 
only a few of the larvae or worms 
of this insect last summer they may 
be more numerous this coming sea- 
son. 

The Provincial Department 1s 
deeply concerned with the forest 
tent caterpillar situation in On- 
tario and is willing to co-operate 
with summer cottagers, tourist op- 
erators and other owners of forest 
land. It will consider proposals for 
insect control which may be made 
by municipal organizations repre- 
senting groups of these owners. 

TM line with this the Lands and 
Forests Department is preparing a 
bulletin to be issued by March 15th, 
1951, describing in grerater detail 
the life history of the forest tent 
caterpillar; the situation to be ex- 
pected in 1951 and possible means 
of control. The Division of Ento- 
mology of the Federal Department 
of Agriculture and the Department 
of Zoology of the University of Te: 
ronto will assist in preparation of 
the bulletin, 


“It is evident that any program 
of control, to be effective, must be 
developed well in advance of the 
first of next May when the cate:~ 
pillars will be again crawling abour, 
said Mr. T. E. Mackey, Chief, For- 
est Protection Division, Department 
of Lands and Forests. 

Past records reveal, he said, that 
outbreaks have lasted three or four 
years with the peak often in the 
third year. Consequently, 1951 may 
be the peak year of the present ouv- 
break in many areas. 

It is not expected by entomolo- 
gists that large areas of forest will

Along the back there is a row of 
conspicuous diamond or keyhole- 
shaped white spots. Mature cater- 
pillars measure about an inch and 
a half in length. When the cater- 
pillars are fully grown, in the lat= 
ter part of June, they seek out shelt. 
ered places among foliage and bran- 
ches or often in the crevices of fenc- 
es and buildings, and spin yellowish 
cocoons in which they Spend the 
pupal stage. The inconspicuous rusty 
brown moths emerge in late July or 
early August and lay their eggs in 
the twigs of trees, thus completing 
the life cycle.”

ALL TOGETHER NOW... 

Bread prices in Ontarlo have advanced by another 
cent per loaf. An announcement originating in Tor- 
onto yesterday stated that “all bakeries in Ontario 
today fell in line with major firms and increased bread 
prices by one cent.’ The report goes on to say that 
all blamed higher operating costs and increased prices 
for ingredients. 

Two things stand out about this announcement: (a) 
Only Ontario seems to be affected by the higher opera- 
ting costs and increased prices for ingredients since 
no other province has announced bread price increases 
and (b) It seems rather unusual that all Ontario bak- 
eries should suddenly. become aware of these two 
factors and advance their prices almost simultaneously. 

Many people have been heard to complain that 
there is something a little “cut and dried” about the 
whole thing. They contend that it is most unusual 
that all production costs, regardless of where a bakery 
happens to be located, should be so much the same. 
Such is not generally the case in other businesses, 
they reason, Taxes vary with each municipality, labor 
factors are different and distribution costs are not the 
How, then, they ask, can the sales price be 
uniform? 

Perhaps someone can throw some light on this 
matter so that dny doubt as to the fairness of the 
recent bread price increase can be cleared up.

Everybody Needs Some Table Salt 
Daily 


Since it is known that all liquids 


--water, milk, tea, coffee, soft and 
hard drinks -definitely maintain 
overweight, because fat tissue holds 
water, most overweights now take 
less fluid or liquid daily. In addit- 
fon, as table salt holds: 70 times its 
own weight of liquids in the tissues, 
many overweights are cutting down 
on their table satt in and on foods. 
or are using salt substitutes, 


Besides overweight, there are 
other diseases in which liquids and 
table salt must be reduced, because 
too much liquid in the tissues brings 
on attacks: such conditions as 
ejilepsy and Menlere’s disease In 
high blood pressure most physicians 
advise reduction of liquids and 
table salt., 

Both liquids and table salt are 
needed foods; everybody requires a 
certain amount of them every day, 
However, because too much of them 
maintains overweight and causes 
the attacks mentioned above, there 
are many who do not have these di- 
seases, who are not getting enough 
liquids and table salt. And just as 
too much causes symptoms, so also 
does not enough cause symptoms. 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Henry A, 
Schroeder (Washington Univer- 
sity), states that lack of table salt 
makes the kidneys unable to do their 
work properly, This causes various 
symptoms --symptoms that are of- 
ten not recognized as being caused 
by inadequate functioning of the 
kidneys, This inability of the kid- 
neys means less volume or urine 
to remove body wastes, rapid gain 
In weight, and sometimes an in- 
crease in the heart rate. 

‘The symptoms complained of are: 
1, drowsiness, weakness and leth- 
argy (often wrongfully attributed to 
quieting or pain-killing drugs); 2, 
loss of appetite, sometimes with 
thirst; 3. nausea and sometinies 
vomiting; 4, occasionally abdominal 
and muscular cramps, and 5. an in- 
crease in oedema (swelling with 
fluid) where oedema is already pre- 
sent. 

The treatment in these cases, once 
the condition !s recognized, is the 
use of more table galt and inject- 
fon of salt solution into the veins, 

Remember, we all need table salt 
and should use 1 daily in the usual 
quantities unless overweight, eo'lep- 
sy, high blood presure or symptorns 
of Mentere's disease are prevent,

ures, cancer and acute heart di- 
sease. 480 visits were made to pa- 
tients in this group, not inciuding 
39 visits that were made to cancer 
patients. In caring for the person 
who is ill the nurse's influence rea- 
ches out to other members of the 
family. A frequent visitor to the 
home, she sees the family under all 
circumstances and she is able to 
observe their way of life. Nursing 
care of the sick cannot be separated 
from the other health needs of the 
family. 

Care to mothers and babies is of 
major importance in any Victorian 
Order of Nurses programme. She 
helps the young mother prepare {or 
the new baby, the nurse will assist 
the doctor at the time of delivery at 
home and will supervise the health 
of both mother and baby during 
the first weeks of the infenl’s life 
The trend towards hospitalization 
has lessened the number of homs 
deliveries and three home confine- 
ments were attended during the 
year. The demonstratic: baby bath 
is one of the most popular features 
of the V.O.N. service across Canada. 
Often new parsits are unable to 
cope with tiie propicms jmescr ted 
by a new chill, The © -forisn Or- 
der nurse will demonstrate the 
care of the baby and the maxing 
of the formula. 343 visits wers made 
to mothers and babies for demon- 
stration baths, nursing care and 
health supervision. 38 visits were 
made for pre-natal counselling. This 
is to help the mother-to-be to carry 
out her doctor's orders in regard to 
diet, exercise, clothing and rest. 


Although most of our werk is a- 


mongst the very young and the very 
old, we are able to observe during 
our visits the conditions which 
affect the health of the school child. 
Especially 1s this true !n regards 
to the need for dental care, care 
of the eyes and immunization. We 
are able to advise the parents where 
and by whom they are able to have 
thees conditions corrected. 
Patients are changed on the av- 
erage cost per visit, when necessary 
a reduction in fees is arranged so 
that the financial burden ‘s not 
too great. ‘The fees for the year 
totalled $847.75 of this $45.75 was 
received from an insurance comp- 
any for service to policy holders. 
36.3 per cent of the visits were fully 
paid 

26.2 per cent of the visits were part 
paid 

34.1 per cent of the visits were free 

3.4 per cent of the visits were paid 

by insurance. 

One of the functions of the Vic- 
torian Order of Nurses as latd down 
in the National Charter is to aid 
and further all aims of the nursing 
profession and to improve nursing 
practices. As a result of this a post- 
graduate student of Public Health 
Nursing spent one month field work 
with this branch. The object of 
such field work is to integrate the 
| theory obtained in the lecture room 
with the practical experience with 
social agencies in the field, so that 
the nurse is better able to carry 
out her duties. 


During the year the services of 
rellef nurses have been necessary, 
Miss N. Curtin relieved during July 
and has helped many times since. 
Mrs, ‘J, Abbott and Mrs, E, Ruther- 
ford have also relieved when !t has 
been necessary.

Concerned

Tim Buck, the nation’s No. 1 Red, 
showed his concern today in a press 
release from his office as leader 
of the Labor-Progressive Party. 

He said the legislation Ispeee 
threat to all Canadians” ...a step 
toward establishment of “the police 
state” .... “a power to rob.” 

The legislation was forecast in the 
speech from the throne, read by 
Governor-General Viscount Alex- 
ander on January 30th, when par- 
liament was conyened. 

It didn’t mention Communism but 
{t said it would remove citizenship 
from persons “who have renounced 
their allegiance or have shown by 
their conduct that they are not 
loyal to Canada.” It is believed the 
law would affect only non-natives. 

Tim Buck isn't a native of Canada 
and’ today he launched a Commu- 
nist propaganda campaign ageinst 
the proposed legislation. 

He said it’s “another attempt to 
gage any Canadian who does not 
slavishly follow the government's 
pro-Truman, pro-MacArthur lins.” 

Urging all Canadians to protest 
the legislation, Buck said “Citizen- 
ship is an inalienable right --nov 
to be bestowed at the whim of = 
political party.”

January Was 
Generous With 
Her Sun Ration 


With a range of temperatures from 
62.00 degrees down to minus 15.3 
degrees, January 1951 seems to have 
provided variety, if nothing else. 
There was snow; there was rain; 
there was fog; there were overcast 
days when there was no sun at all, 
and there were days when the sin 
shone for nearly eight hours. 

The average maximum temper- 
ature for the month was 28.7 de- 
grees, and the average minimum 9.9 
degrees. January 1950 was somewhat 
warmer, with average miximum of 
37.6 degrees, and average minimum 
174 degrees. Last month's highest, 
was on January 20th, when the 
thermometer went up to 62 degrees; 
in 1950, the 25th of the month had 
the highest reading, 57.00 degrees. 
The lowest for last month was 
minus 15.3 degrees recorded on the 
30th; January 1950's lowest was 
minus 14.00 degrees, recorded on 
the 8th of that month. 

On 17 days of January 1951 the 
maximum for the 24 hours was 32.00 
degrees, or less, whereas January 
1950 had only 11 days on which 
the thermometer did not register 
more than 32,00 degrees. 

In addition to being warmer, 
January 1950 was also wetter than 
the same month this year; total 
precipitation last year being 4.35 
inches, as against 2.92 inches this 
year. 

However, in spite of these fi- 
Sures, January 1951 was way ahead 
when it came to sunshine, over 61 
hours of sunshine being registered 
gn the sun gauge, as against only 
42,5 hours in January 1950.

To Outflank Besieged 


Cheers, Boos 
Greet New 
Defense Plan 


(British United Press) 

First. reactions from the govern- 
ment’s new defense program con- 
tain some cheers and some boos, 

The administration got its hart- 
Jest slap on the back from an in- 
dustrial magnate who recently ad- 
vised the government to speed up 
rearmament. 

Ford of Canada President Rhys 
M. Sale calls the five-billion dollar 
Program “most gratifying .... A 
program, says Sale, much more in 
keeping with the dangers facing 
this country,” 

The Ford of Canada Presideat 
predicts that the majority of Can- 
adians will give wholehearted appro- 
val to the program. 

The criticism comes from Cana- 
dian Legion, The President of the 
Legion’s Ontarlo Branch — G. M. 
Fitzgerald—attacks the manpower 
angle. Says Fitzgerald: “It's a waste 
of time planning for this large force 
if we have insufficient trained men 
to man it and back it up in the ev- 
ent of war,” Fitzgerald says his 
group will continue to press for 
compulsory training in the reserve 
forces. 

And in Vancouver the nation’s 
Legion President, Alfred Watts, said 
the Government “still to a consid- 
erable extent retains an attitude of 
business as usual hoping that ev- 
erything will work out all right on 
the international scene. And ven- 
tured Watts: “It will be interest- 
ing to see how the men are recruit- 
ed for the expansion.” 


Living Allowance 
Not Deductible 


Ottawa, Feb, 6 (BUP) — The In- 
come Tax Appeal Board has ruled 
that living allowances are not de- 
ductible from income tax returns. 

‘The board dismissed the appeal of 
J. R. Scanlan of Montreal who 
claimed an exemption of $750 he re- 
celved in 1948 from his employer 
while living away from home for 
eight months to supervise a job. 

The board ruled that only travel- 
ling expenses and daily allowances 
while travelling are deductable. 


Seoul 


(British United Press) 

The blazing new Allied offensive 
in Korea has brought U-N forces 
to within 28 miles of the 38th par- 
allel and threatens to outflank Seoul. 

The stepped-up drive roared into 
its second day with the dawn of a 
new year for the Chinese. And the 
Allles gave them plenty of “fire- 
crackers” — big ones that hurled 
death and destruction into their 
ranks, 

One Allied officer summed it up 
grimly. “This is one Chinese New 
Year's day these guys won't forget.” 
He added: “They clobbered up on 
Christmas Eve . . . Let them cele- 
brate this one.” 

The Allied drive is claiming all 
along an 80-mile front with tanks 
leading the way and ships and plan. 
es pouring it on from the sides and 
the alr. 


Two powerful 10th corps task 
forces are rumbling up Central Kor- 
en's Mountain spinal column and 
are now eight miles north of Hoeng- 
son. The drive has gained eight mil_ 
es In two days and jput the Yanks 
within 28 miles of the old border 
between North and South Korea. 

It also threatens to outflank Seoul, 
the abandoned South Korean cap- 
ital 50 miles to the west. 

There the Reds are taking an even 
worse beating. Thousands of them 
dug in seven miles below the city 
are caught In a trap by two armored 
columns of the Eighth army. An of- 
ficer says the tanks are killing the 
enemy “wholesale.” 

All along the front, the enemy fs 
fighting back savagely. But Red 
lines are sagging before the weight 
and fury of the Allied attack. An 
eighth army spokesman says the 
enemy suffered nearly 17-thousand 
casulalties in two days from the 
Killed raids below Seoul. 

Lieutenant - General Matthew 
Ridgway sums up the Allied state- 
by this way: Kill the most Commu- 
nists at the least cost; Geography 
no objective.

Council Is Split 4-4 In Vote, 
Mayor’s Vote Tips The Scales 


Lindsay's 1951 Council has ended 
the dual position experiment in 
Lindsay one-and-one-half years 
after it was commenced. By a vote 
of 5 to 4, wi) Mayor Lomb casting 
the deciding vote Council Monday 
rescinded che arrangemei, Mayor 
Lamb in speaking to the issue saic 
that the results of the election 
showed how the people felt because 
all those who last year favoured the 
dual role had been renioved from 
office. He said those elected were 
elected on the understanding that 
they were opposed to the dual posi- 
tion. There was some disagreement 
among the councillors on his point. 

Ald, Speer, Chairman of the Po- 
lice Committee, brought the matter 
to council's attention at the con- 
clusion of the report of the Police 
Committee. “At the first council 
meeting in January”, said Ald. 
Speer, ‘the Chief issued a brief. He 
would like to know where he stands 
T have been opposed to the idea from 
the start and I still am. War is 
looming and on the way. The Ar 
senal will employ 1400 and a factory 
in the East Ward could ecastly be 
converted to war production. In 
times like those we will need a fvll- 
time police chief.” 2 

In replying to Ald. Speer, Ald. 
Cote said “Everything else has been 
used as an excuse for a chunge, 
now it's war. No one knows if we 
will have war. We'll cross that 
bridge when we come to it and coun- 
cil will take the precaution neces- 
sary for war.” Ald. Gote continued 
“The Fire Chief had 121 calls last 
year and spent 82 hours and 30 
minutes on these calls: We know 
that it will cost $2,500 to $3,000 for a 
fire chief. We promised to run this 
town to the best of our ability and 
it has yet to be proven to me chat 
the town will benefit from a change. 
We have better police and fire 
protection than ever before. We 
have an assessed value in this 
town of eight and a half millions 
and it's well looked after. The fire 
loss in 1949 was $48,000. In 1950, it 
was $46,000 and back in 1948 it was 
$69,400. We are keeping the within 
the range of the usual fire losses, 
The two departments have worked 
hand in hand and it has proven to 
be an advantage. As for dual posi- 
tions, the town engineer, the asses- 
sor and the tax collector do more 
than one job, why single out the po- 
lice and fire chief?” 

Reeve Butler then asked Ald. 
Speer to tell council exactly what 
it would cost for thé change. Ald. 
Speer sald that if a fire chief were 
employed, the fire cadet would be 
let go. “The cadet wouldn’t be necd- 
ed. He gets $1300 and we could hire 
a fire chief for $1800. It would cost 
the town about $500 more” he sald. 

Reeve Butler replied “You couldn't 
hire an up-to-date man for $1800.

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Large Turnout 
For Dual Role 
Showdown Here 


It has been a long while since 50) 
many people occupied the Council 
Chambers of Lindsay to witness ad- 
ministration of the town’s affairs. 
All but a few of the available seats 
in the chambers were taken up 
Monday when Town Council opened 
its second regular meeting of the 
year. It was an important meeting 
from standpoint of the man in the 
street because an important issue 
was to be brought to a head. This 
was the meeting at which the fate 
of the dual position of fire and 
Police chief was to be decided and 
feeling was pretty strong in the 
camps for and against the arrange- 
ment, 


There was evidence that council- 
lors were anxious to get around to 
the vital issue as quickly as possi- 
ble. Mayor Lamb, who usually ad- 
vocates dealing with correspond- 
ence as it come up, by-passed this 
arrangement and the incoming mail 
was referred to the respective com- 
mittees. From here the council pro- 
ceeded to the reading of reports and 
since the last two meetings have been 
comparatively short no committee 
had a great deal to report. The result 
was the scene soon shifted along 
the committee chairmen to Ald. 
Frank Speer, Chairman of the Pol- 
ice Committee. Mr. Speer, showing 
Signs of anxiety to get on with the 
matter, read his regular report, sub- 
mitted a request for a tax! license 
and then launched the big issue. He 
broached the matter by referring to 
a letter from Chief Webster in which 
the chief had asked for a clarifica- 
tion of his status in view of the 
controversy which was being wag- 
ed on the subject. Pushing on, Ald. 
Speer said he had been opposed to 
the arrangement from the first and 
still was. The rest of the discus- 
sion on the subject readers will find 
in the accompanying report of the 
meeting, the purpose of this article 
being to give renders a few side- 
lights on the showdown, 


When it was decided by a 5-4 yote 
to do away with the dual system, 
the opponents seemed to feel it

Just before tife issue was dropped 
in its present state, Mayor Lamb 
Observed that if anyone had anything 
‘to say on the matter now was the 
time to say it. No person said any- 
thing. Several people left the meet- 
ing shortly afterwards and Chief 
Webster walked from the room hav= 
ing sat through the entire discus- 
sion, The showdown on the dual 
position controversy was to all in- 
tents over.

IS HOCKEY DETERIORATING 7 

From time to time criticism of the brand of 
hockey being played by teams at home and abroad 
is read in the press especially following some parti- 
cularly rough game. 

“Bushwhacking” was the term applied a few years 
ago to the brand of hockey which included various 
types of rough and dangerous maneuvering on the 
part of individuals or whole teams. It was not un- 
common in those days to see a player deliberately 
struck with a hockey stick, or, what was far worse, 
“spiked” with an opposing player's skates. This was 
extremely “dirty” play and it would be a regrettable 
thing to see it return on a large seale. There is one 
way it can be effectively discouraged and that is for 
the fans to discontinue their support of teams show- 
ing evidence of poor sportsmanship. 

Hockey is a game—-it is a contest to be won or 
lost according to the skill of the opposing teams. 
Played cleanly it is a fast and fascinating game and 
in its normal progress should offer plenty of thrills 
for even the most blood-thirsty. On any other basis 
it ceases to become a game, there is no semblance 
of sport in it and Korea might be a good place for 
the participants to work off a little surplus energy. 

Is hockey deteriorating in your particular district? 
Then clean it up fast by refusing to support teams 
known to be playing a rough and dangerous brand of 
hockey. 

PLEASANT THOUGHTS 
ABOUT INCOME TAXES 

Income tax time is close at hand for the people 
of this country. In a matter of weeks the deadline for 
filing returns will be approaching at an uncomfort- 
able pace for those who have to gather together a 
few dollars to meet their obligation to the govern- 
ment. 

When these returns are being computed it may 
(not) help to remember what the contribution, which 
every wage, salary or recipient of other income above 
a certain level is called upon to make, may be used for. 

It may be used in part to help pay the salary of 
countless clerks required to keep tne income tax de- 
partment functioning; it may go towards maintaining 
idies which keep the prices up on certain com- 
ry to the well-being of the income tax 
payer; it may assist in flooding the nation with ex- 
nsive propaganda turned out by an elaborate pub- 
Hcity department attached to most government 
branches, or it may go towards wiping out appalling 
deficits created in some departments under govern- 
mental control There is also the chance that a portion 
of the income tax dollar helps to pay part of the tax- 
free salary allowance which members of parliament 
receive and which is equal, in many instances, to the 
total salary of people who are called upon to pay 
income tax. 

There are other cheering aspecis about income tax 
but perhaps the most cheering of all is the fact that 
it is mandatory and one is liable to a fine if one fails 
to give the government an accurate accounting of 
one’s own money, paying such portion to the govern- 
Ment as if may see fit to demand. In some instances 
the government saves the wage earner the trouble 
of even handling his or her own money—the tax is 
automatically lopped off at the source. 


INACCURATE PREDICTIONS COSTLY 
TO THE DAIRY INDUSTRY 

A peculiar situation has arisen in the dairy in- 
dustry with respect to butter production in this 
country. Contrary to the predictions of a short while 
ago that the industry was doomed with the legaliza- 
tion of the sale of margarine, the reverse appears to 
be true. Butter production in this country last year 
was unable to keep pace with demand and at the 
same time provide sufficient reserve stocks to safe- 
guard the nation’s supply. The result has been that 
Canada has found it desirable to import 2,500,000 
pounds from New Zealand to avert the possibility of 
a shortage. 

It would seem that those responsible for the pre- 
diction that the butter market was about to meet 
with disaster, and the subsequent imposition of a floor 
price, have done the industry more harm than good. 
They have really inflicted a staggering loss on the 
producer who has, according to statistics at hand) 
greatly curtailed production. (In Victoria County alone, 
butter production last year fell off by several hundred 
thousand pounds). The large quantity of butter which 
must now come from New-Zealand might just as well 
have been produced in Canada and can only be re- 
garded as a direct loss to Canadian producers of which 
dairymen of this county are an important part. 

Can anything more clearly indicate the necessity 
for dairymen basing their production on their own 
judgment of market potentiality? And, could there 
be any more conclusive proof of the inadvisability of 
placing too much reliance on organizations which en- 
deavor to regulate the industry? 


FRIGHTENING THE SCHOOL CHILDREN 

Civilian defense preparations being carried on 
throughout the province are not always producing 
happy results. In Port Hope for example, it seems 
that for some reason the school children have 
been told the story of what they should do if atomic 
bombs were dropped on the town in a manner which 
was not designed to keep them as calm a possible. 
At least one parent has written to the paper in con- 
sequence, asking pertinent questions as to the manner 
in which the information was given to the children. 
It seems that plans for the children’s welfare were 
related to them in such a manner as to frighten them 
and make them uneasy. 

Lindsay may be contemplating similar civilian 
defense instruction for its school children at some 
future date and it would be regrettable if it were not 
carried out in 2 manner most conducive to majntain- 
ing the morale of the very young. It might be better 
to let them take a chance on being bombed rather

STUDENTS’ HOOLIGANISM 

Students at Scottish universities elect their Lord 
Rector, a position corresponding to President of a 
Canadian university. Several eminent men are invited 
to stand for election, and all that is expected of him 
is that he shall give a rectorial address. Apart from 
that he is just a figurehead. Many eminent men have 
been Lord Rectors, and they take great pains to pre- 
pare their addresses. One of the most memorable 
addresses was given by Sir J. M. Barrie when elected 
Lord Rector of St. Andrew’s University. It was an 
address on “Courage,” and is one of the classics of 
its kind. 

Unfortunately Scottish university students have a 
reputation for rowdyism, and when Dr. John McCor- 
mick, a Scottish Nationalist, stood up to give his 
rectorial address recently at Glasgow University, the 
students had deliberately planned to give him a “rough 
house.” They blew horns, trumpets and sirens, clanged 
bells, set off fireworks, pelted the speaker with soot, 
flour, eggs, tomatoes and paper. The barrage was 
such that he had to draw his robe around him to 
protect his face from the missiles. At one stage a 
live duck was thrown at him. He gallanty spoke his 
words for 40 minutes but nobody could hear what he 
said. This time the students went too far, and a 
court of enquiry will be held. 

It is strange to think that these rude and rowdy 
youths will in a few years be gentlemen belonging to 
the aris and sciences and perhaps become leaders in 
the professions. But unless these exhibitions of hooli- 
ganism are stopped, no man will come forward and« 
stand for Lord Rector in future. 4

TO KILL WOLVES 

The Manitoba game department has found that the 
most effective weapon against wolves is the cyanide gun. 
The works on the same principle as a rifle. The instru- 
ment is about as thick as a candle and is five inches 
long. Set inside are a trigger, firing pin and the fatal 
shot. The gun is two-thirds buried in the ground. or 
in snow and firmly attached is a rabbit or squirrel 
skin on which is put two or three drops of pungent 
scent which canines cannot resist.- The wolf grabs the 
fur and fires off the fatal shot of cyanide into his own” 
throat. 

But even this method has its drawback. A farm 
dog is just as liable to find the scented rabbit fur and 
commit suicide as is the wolf. It has this merit, how- 
ever- Only canines are in danger, wheras poison bait 
may kill many birds and other animals.

DEEP SEA MONSTER 

That storied monster of the deep the sea serpent 
may soon recapture its old place in the public fancy 
—a place usurped in recent years by an equally fabu- 
lous curiosity, the flying saucer, says Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Danish natural scientists have announced that 
they will undertake a two-year cruise of the world’s 
ocean’s to trawl the depths with Special equipment for 
samples of strange marine fauna. The greatest known 
underwater depths exceed 35,000 feet. The expedition 
hopes to probe such regions for the first time with 
apparatus lowered on a 50,000-foot steel hawseér. 

The sed serpent of ancient tradition which gobbled 
ships and men like tasty hors d'oeuvres, has been 
Properly debunked. But the Danes, and other ocean- 
graphers as well, recognize the possibility that the 
ocean may hold unknown creatures—giant eells, for 
example—that would help explain the recurrent tales 
of great sea serpents. 

Some of these stories are pure fabrication; others 
have proved to be instances in which known sea crea- 
tures were mistaken for monsters. However, there are 
numerous accounts which are not easily explained. 

Fossils have indicated that during the Cretaceous 
age—80—million years ago—there were at least three 
species of giant reptiles in the sea. None of them cor- 
responds to the general description of what the more 
Teputable modern observers claim to have seen.

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Gray Wolf is Making Second 
Appearance in Brock Township 


Sunderland (PNS) --Footprints of 
the great gray wolf are plainiy 
visible in the wooded section of 
Southern Brock, which extends in a 
tangle of brush and undergrowth 
along the shore of the Beaver Ri- 
ver around Blackwater. 

Recently, Howard Woods, veter- 
an hunter and trapper, spied three 
hounds tearing across open fields 
near the second concession in the 
wake of a wolf some five feet in 
length. This wolf was of a tawny 
brown or off-shade and made his 
escape. 

Now much consternation is being 
voiced as it is realized that the 
wolf, which is a most efficient 
game hunter of supernatural cun- 
ning, is not easily trapped or shot 


Although much his diet is composed | 


of mice, rabbit, gophers and birds, 
it is a well known fact that he 
prefers - cattle and sheep and will 
slaughter more than he needs for 
food. 

It has been recorded that in 
early days, certain wolves lived in 
this territory for 10 years and more, 
killing sometimes 50 sheep in one 
night or two calves in a week. Thus 
it is felt that every effort to exter- 
minate these savage predators 
of flocks and herds should be em- 
ployed at once. 

Contrary to what is a somewhat 
popular belief, it has been proved 
that man is the only animal which 
the wolf fears and he will not come 
close to human habitation except 
in remote regions where countless 
numbers of these animals are not 
familiar with man’s scent. It is 
assuring however to know that the 
gray wolf of North America is no 
man killer and stories of humans 
being killed by wo!’ °s, have, when 
analyzed, proved purely legendary. 
The wolf when trapped will seldom 
attack his captor and will not make 
an unprovoked attack on man. 

The hunters who have had ex- 
perience with the bush wolf in the 
past found that one sure way of 
extermination was by setting bait 
of anima] carcasses poisoned with 
strychnine. The wolf, with sharp 
eyesight, good hearing and keen 
smell was very difficult to shoot or 
trap they had already found. 

It is interesting to note that the 
wolf finds a lifetime mate at ap- 


proximately two or three years of | 


age. The young are born in the late 
spring in dens in high places, from 
which danger can be quickly as- 
certained. More than one of these 


refuges are prepared in order that 
the mother may move her “TS 
to safety if need be. 

The male hunts alone to supply 
himself and his mate with food 
while she nurses her litter of from 
seven to fourteen whelps for two 
months, After this the young are 
weaned and both parents hunt for 
meat for them for a period of three 
months. Then the whole family 
live in the open and patrol a hunt- 
ing route which extends sometimes 
over 200 square miles. 

The young and their parents of- 
ten live in packs for some two or 
three years and are most devoted, 
protecting and risking” their lives 
for one another in the most amaz- 
ing ways.

Farmers in Canada can look for 
a good year this year. The Nation's 
agriculture and economic experts 
have been saying that for several 
months. 

‘They still are saying it. 

Here's the picture as it is set out 
by the Department of Agriculture 
in this week's issue of the economic 
annalist. 

The domestic demand for farm 
products will be still higher in 
1951 than it was in 1950, 

Rising defense requirements will 
bring about higher employment and 
bigger incomes. In addition, defense 
requirements will force some types 
of durable goods out of production. 
That will leave consumers with 
more money to spend on non-dur- 
able goods -- including food. 

The prices the Canadian farmers 
can expect to receive will remain 
firm for all products except grain, 
the experts say. They predict the 
price of grain may drop a little. 

The prices the Canadian Wheat 
Board at present is buying wheat, 
oats and barley at the specified 
minimum prices for 1950-51 The fe- 
deral price support program still 
stands below the nation’s product- 
ion of butter, eggs, cheese and ba- 
con, The program insures farmers 
that prices for these products, if 
they drop at all, won't drop far. 

There will be some increases in 
the price of the things that farmers 
have to buy, such as machinery, 
fertilizers, chemicals and building 
materials. But feed will probably 
costs less. 

The farmers big headache in the 
coming crop year is going to be 
labor. 

The Department of Agriculture 
isn't making any bones about it. 
Farm workers are going to be hard 
to get because defense and indus- 
trial plants that pay higher prices 
are all scouring the country for 
workers. The government intends to 


cial farm labor program. 
Under that program the govern- 
ment will recrult workers in various 
parts of the country an move them 
about to meet the seasonal demands, 
but they warn that they may have 
trouble finding recruits. 
‘The cash farm income 1s ex- 
pected to go up in 1951. 
Increases in operating expenses 
will offset this somewhat. And there 
is expected to be little change fn 
the inventories of farm held grain 
and livestock and no change in the 
income farmers receive in the form 
of farm goods and products. There- 
fore the net income of farm opera~ 
tors probably won't be much more 
or much less than it was in 1950. 
But it still will be higher than in 
1949,

Deer Are Healthy, 
Pheasants Thrive 
In Open Winter 


Toronto -Cheering news for On- 
tario hunters came today from Dr. 
W.J.K. Harkness Chief of the Fish 
and Wildlife Division, Ontario De- 
partment of Lands and Forests, on 
the basis of an early survey of game 
conditions throughout the Province, 
Deer are fat and healthy while 
pheasants are thriving in the open 
winter. Barring extremely cold and 
stormy weather before the spring 
months, hunting conditions should 
be excellent in 1951. 

“So far we have had a very good 
winter,” he said. “The deer have 
not been forced to yard and are still 
feeding in the open. They are in 
excellent, shape and if deep snow 
does not come they will be in no 
danger of starvation. But even if 
they are forced to yard now, even 
in the districts with the heaylest 
population it should not be too 
heavy for the amount of feed avail- 
able. 

“There should be a very good 
fawning this year, for it is now de- 
finitely established that the deer 
which come through the winter in 
good condition produce the best- 
and the most -fawns, 

“In southern Ontario to date con- 
ditions have been very good for the 
pheasant population and there has 
not yet been any necessity for 
extra feeding, the birds managing 
very well through the fairly ight 
snow. 

“Officials who came across Algon- 
guin Park a few days ago reported 
the deer there are as fame as usu- 
al but were in heavier and better 
condition than in most winters, 
Generally, conditions have so far 
been very favorable and we feel 
quite optimistic about the game 
supply this year.”

Outhoard Also 
Serves As Pump 


Toronto -An outboard motor 
which may be used as a pump to 
fight forest ‘fires is now being stu- 
died by the Forest Protection Di- 
vision, Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forest. The motor, pro- 
duct of a Scotman's ingenuity, will 
drive a small boat at about five 
miles an hour or will pump water 
through 150 feet of garden hose. 
While it is not intended for heavy 
duty, Department officials are giv- 
ing serious consideration to its 
adaptions, pointing out that a 
steady but small stream of water 
in the early moments of a forest 
fire may do more good than a dozen 
large streams an hour later, 

Change-over from motor to pump 
is simple, the operator simply loos- 
ening one clamp which removes the 
propeller and shaft and replacing 
it with the pump unit. The single 
cylinder motor burns about one 
quart of gasoline per hour.

CHRUNUC ILLNESS 

Nursing homes, those which are 
carefully inspected by community 
health departments, fill a need in 
the lives of our elderly men and wo- 
men and certainly relieve our gen- 
eral hospitals from some of the ov- 
ercrowding that exists. The fact 
that a graduate nurse resides in or 
is in charge of these nursing homes, 
and a physician visits them regu- 
larly, Ukewlse takes some of the 
strain off general hospitals and in- 
sures reasonable care for the eld- 
erly and those chronically ill. 

That nursing homes are of great 
help to the chronically ill, those 
that are never well yet have none 
of the specific diseases that re- 
quire skilled and constant attention, 
is now admitted and home care un- 
der the supervision of a nearby gen- 
eral hospital physician gives a ser- 
vice that is equal or nearly equal 
to actual care in hospital. 

What is chronic illness? 

An editorial in the JOURNAL OF 
THE AMERICAN MEDICAL AS- 
SOCIATION defines it as any dev- 
fation or departure from health 
that affects a person's total life pat- 
tern in a significant way, because 
of the length of the illness and its 
effects, which may last for a long 
time after the illness proper has. 
passed. 

We can readily see that prolong- 
ed illness not only requires the med- 
ical knowledge and skill of the prac- 
tising physician but also his help in 
the patient’s reestablishment of 
himself in everyday life. 

For a long time practitioners have 
met difficulties in finding proper 
hospital facilities for their chronic- 
ally ill patients and have observed 
the lack of adequate visiting nurse, 
housekeeping and other services by 
which patients might be cared for, 
and the inadequacy of many nursing 
homes. This need is being met to 


some extent by the Commission of} 
Chronic Illness, founded in 1949 by| 


the American Medical Association, 
American Hospital Association, Am- 
erican Public Health Association, 
and the American Public Welfare 
Association, 


ALL GALLSTONE PATIENTS 
ARE NOT OVERWEIGHT 

Physicians once believed that a 
patient who was “fair, fat and 
forty,” was bound to have gallstones 
and liver disturbances. This was in 
the days when tight corsets prev- 
ented pressure on the liver from 
exercise and breathing. There was, 
therefore, less movement of the 
liver and thus a slower circulation 
of blood in the liver and interfere- 
ence with flow of bile to the gall 
bladder and small intestine. (Some 
years ago McGill University research 
workers established the fact that 
all movements, all exercise, stimulate 
circulation in the liver.) 

The individual with gallstones is 
Mot necessarily overweight. In THE 
SCANDINAVIAN MEDICAL JOUR- 
NAL, Dr. E. Schrodt (Aalborg, Den- 
mark) reports that he found that 
the average weight of 19 men with 
gallstones correspond exactly with 
the average welght of men of equal 
height and bodybuild. In 43 women 
with gallstones, welght was increas- 
ed an average of less than 3 per 
cent. In 19 men and 43 women with 
medical diseases with gallstones, the 
average welght was about five per 
cent less than the average but nearly 
four per cent more than the average 
of those without liver ailments, 

From the above if can be seen 
that overwelght has little relation 
ship to gallstones or other diseases 
of the liver. It {s lack of exercise, 
lack of body movements, that is the 
big factor in causing these ailments. 

A group of 208 men and 215 wom- 
en with mental diseases showed an 
average of about three per cent un- 
derweight for men an an average 
overweight of about five per cent 
for women, which shows us that it 
it is natural for women to carry a 
little extra fat whether or not they 
have body or mental ailments. With 
the exception of certain cases of 
heart disease (although most heart 
disease patients are allowed short 
walks), we can all do with a little 
more exercise. Bending the body 
sideways while keeping knees 
straight (called the “liver squeezer’’) 
is most beneficial. 

It has been truly sald that lfe 
depends on the liver. 


‘Treatment for Bad Breath Caused 
By Dry Catarrh 

It is only too true that bad breath 
does interfere with business, and 
pleasure. A few years ago a contro- 
versy between two physicians was 
published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association as to 
whether bad breath was caused by 
particles of food left on the tecth 
or whether bad breath was caused 
by sorsething eaten which, after 
being sbsorbed into the blood and 
the blood carried to the lungs, was 
breathed out through the mouth 
and nose.

New Zealand Premier Says 
They'll Export Butter to Canada 
Only On Government Request 

‘The Prime Minister of New Zea- 
land says his country is ready and 
willing to sell butter and other dairy 
products to Canada. 

But, he adds, no butter will be

the teeth can cause bad breath and 
food such as onion or garlic can 
be detected on the breath long after 
the teeth have been brushed several 
times. 

What is considered the meanest 
and most embarrassing odor on the 
breath is that caused by dry catarrh 
(ozena), due to crusts which form 
in the nose. I have written about 
the success of X-ray treatment of 
ozena and also, some months ago, 
about the successful use of estro- 
gen (a sex gland extracts). 

In The Journal of Ear and Throat, 
Stockholm, Dr. L. W. Hildernisse 
points out the relationship between 
the nose and the sex and generative 
organs. Nose disturbances are ag- 
grevated or improved at specific 
periods in the sex cycle. At the 
menopause, ozena disappears en- 
tirely. He -reports results of estro- 
genic treatment of ozena. 

After the nose was washed with 
a solution of table salt (a level tea- 
spoon to a glass of warm water), 
three or four drops of an estrogenic 
preparation, dissolved in peanut oil, 
were put up the nose twice a day. 
Some patients were given the estro- 
genic substance by injection into 
a muscle twice a week. Others were 
given tablets of an estrogenic sub- 
stance. In total of 24-patients with 
ozena treated with estrogenic sub- 
stance, great improvement was ob- 
served in seven, some improyement 
in 11 and no improvement in 6. 

The estrogenic substance helps to 
dissolve the crusts in the nose and 
with crusts softened and removed, 
the odor disappears. Thus the es- 
trogenic substance has the same 
effect in removing crusts as does 
X-ray treatment now used in vari- 
ous parts of the country. It was 
found that peanut ofl alone had 
little or no effect upon these crusts. 

The taking of estrogenic substance 
as drops up the nose or tablets by 
mouth is a simple method of treat- 
ment but {t should be prescribed by 
or be under supervision of a phy- 
sician. 


Emotional Ill Health Causes Most 
Lost Time in Industry 

If we were asked what ailment 
or disability caused most absence 
from work, most of us would pro- 
bably say the common cold, head- 
ache, and rheumatism, in that or- 
der, It may surprise us to learn 
that emotional ill health ts the ma~ 
jor cause of lost time in industry. 

In INDUSTRIAL HEALTH, Dr. 


H. Graham Ross, write on emotion-" 


al il] health, basing his conclusions 
on a series of studies by McGill Unt- 
versity Industrial Relations Center. 
INDUSTRIAL HEALTH is publish- 
ed by the Health League of Canada, 
a most worthy organization. 

Dr. Ross concludes that emotional 
disturbances account for more than 
50 per cent of industrial illness. 
Emotionally disturbed people also 
make up the accident-prone groups 
in industry, since emotional dis- 
turbances may be due either to 
causes outside the employee's work, 
or by tensions deriving from the 
work itself. 

A major cause of tension and 
tiredness in the factory worker is 
that on the modern assembly line, 
the work is so divided that a man 
often performs a piece of work that 
has no meaning to him in relation 
to the finished Job. 

The tendency to excessive ten- 
sion is further increased by such 
factors as undefined responsibilty, 
divided responsibility, excessive re- 
sponsilibitly and responsibility with- 
out authority. 

Human relations also play an im- 
portant part in producing emotion- 
al states in such cases as the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Employers’ job standards and 
those of the employee may differ 
and cause tensions. 1 

2. The worker may have inade- 
quate qualifications, which means 
he is working under a handicap. 
This keeps the worker unusually 
tensed as he tried to keep his work 
up to standard requirements. 

3. There may be inadequate su- 
pervision. Overdirection or under- 
direction by the supervisor will 
produce a sense of frustration or 
insecurity, leading to excessive ten- 
sion. 

We know what tensions mean to 
us not only at work but in all the 
circumstances of life, and we can 
readily understand why emotional 
disturbances and their tensions take 
the mental and emotional strength 
from the worker and cause him to 
feel unfit for his daily work.

shipped to this country except by 
arrangement with the Canadian 
Government, That dampens the 
charges that New Zealand is out 
to capture the Canadian market at 
the expense of domestic butter pro- 
ducers, 

The Prime Minister, Mr. Sydney 
Holland, told reporters in Ottawa 
yesterday that New Zealand was 
not going to do anything to alter 
the present relationship with Can- 
ada. He described those relations 
as “very happy relations indeed.” 

His remarks highlighted the an- 
nouncement of the day before that 
import restrictions on butter had 
been lifted’ by the cabinet to allow 
2,500,000 pounds of New Zealand 
butter to enter the county. 

That shipment, officials in Ot- 
tawa explain, is a single import 
arrangement to make up for the 
shortage of butter stock in this 
country at the present time. There 
is not enough butter to meet the 
domestic demand at present, agri- 
culturist explain, 


And the latest Bureau of Statis- 
tics figures show there probably will 
continue to be a shortage for some 
time. Milk production in the coun- 
try is down by more than 8 per cent 
from the rate at this time last year. 

The production of creamery but- 
ter in Canada during 1950 was 
about six per cent below the pro- 
duction of 1949 according to pre- 
liminary figures just released by 
the bureau. 

But at the same time the con- 
sumption of milk and milk pro- 
ducts in the home is going up. In 
the case of butter, some say, that 
ought to mean higher prices, follow- 
ed by increased production. 

But the butter industry has run 
into stiffer competition in the last 
few weeks that it had ever experi- 
enced before. The price can’t go up 
much higher. Margarine products 
now are free of federal restrictions. 
And margarine can be produged for 
much less than butter. 

In the capital, officials are sure 
the importation of the one ship- 
ment of butter --and possibly of 
more if the shortage continues -- 
won't hurt the home industry.

New Weed in United States 
May be Harmful to Sheep 

Ottawa—Not yet found in Canada, 
@ new weed resembling Russian 
thistle is reported by research work- 
ers in the United States Department 
of Agriculture as having caused 
sheep poisoning in the more arid 
lands of the Western States. Not yet 
on familiar terms with it, botanists 
call the new pest Halogeton glomer- 
atus, and officials in the Department 
of Agriculture's Division of Botany 
and Plant Pathology at Ottawa say 
that there is no evidence that the 
new weed has entered Canada. 

Dr. Harold A. Senn, Principal Bot- 
anist in the Department, pointed 
out that the major part of our Wes- 
tern sheep belt has a more complete 
ground cover than the area where 
the weed is found in the United 
States. This factor, he sald, may re- 
tard though not necessarily prevent 
the invasion of the new weed into 
@anada, Dr. Senn considered that 
the dry, sparsely populated sheep- 
grazing areas of British Columbia, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan would 
be most susceptible to attack if the 
new pest starts to infiltrade across 
the border, 

First reported in the sheep ranges 
{n Nevada about 1935, this new weed 
has gradually invaded large acreag- 
es in Idaho, Wyoming, Utah, Ariz- 
ona, Montana and California. Mas- 
querading as a relative of the nox- 
fous but not poisonous Russiay 
thistle, its infiltration has passed 
almost unnoticed by stockmen until 
{t was recently suspected of sheep 
poisoning over a wide area. 

States and are on the alert for its 
possible appearance north of the 
border, 

Russian scientists who are noted 
for their botanical explorations and 
classifications, do not list this Hal- 
ogeton species among their poison- 
ous plants, and even draw attention 
to its resemblance to an edible type, 
native to Spain and Algeria.

Mothers Told 
Radioactive 
Snow Harmless 


Snow containing radioactive atom- 
bomb dust has fallen again in Car- 
ada and the United States. 

‘Earlier last week, Federal weath- 
ermen in Ottawa reported that a 
recent snowfall was slightly radio 
active. Friday scientists at the uni- 
versity of Toronto said that the 
fresh snowfall contained the atomic 
dust. They said it was not harm- 
ful and quite a curiosity. 

Radioactive snow was also report- 
ed from London, Hamilton, and 
Chalf River, Ontario, and from Ro- 
chester, New York. 


occurrence. was probably the res- 
ult of recent atomic test explosions 
in Nevada. 

Experts added a note to mothers to 
assure them that no child would be 
endangered by rolling a snowball. 

An‘ Oakville expert, Dr. Brunton, 
worked for five years at the Chalk 
River Atomic plant. He said that 
air currents in the ulpser atmos- 
phere could easily carry radioactiv- 
ity in snow from as far away as Ne- 
vada. 

InI New York, a spokesman for 
the Atomic Energy Commission said 
that safety conditions were care- 
fully checked before the Nevada 
blasts. The spokesman said that all 
necessary precautions had been tak- 
en to guard against danger from 
floating dust particules. (BUP)

‘Throne Speech 
Highlights 


Toronto --(BUP) --Here are the 
highlights of today’s speech from 
the throne read to the opening ses- 
sion of the Ontario Legistlature: 

Ontario will take over rent con- 
trols if Ottawa carries out its in- 
tention to drop them March 31st. 

The province agrees to Ottawa’s 
Universal Pension plan, granting 
$40 monthly pensions to all per- 
sons at 70 without a means test, and 
to all persons between 65 and 70 
with a means test. 

Ontario urges Ottawa to imple- 
ment price controls to curb inflat- 
ion. The provincial government, un- 
able to control national economy, 
will nevertheless “do all in its pow- 
er to restrain and contain rising 
prices.” 


Legislation will be introducea to 
enable the Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission to consolidate and mo- 
dernize rural telephone systems, 
which, the government believes, are 
dragging in the communicatiors 
fields, 


Ontario is planning further ex- 
pansion of electric power facilitiés 
By the end of 1951, more than ohe 
million rural persons willsbe receiv- 
ing electric power. 

Legislation banning racial  dis- 
crimination regarding employment 
will be introduced. The governmen. 
says “all men of whatever race, 
color or creed must be accorded 
equality,” 


No Means Test 
Plan Approved 
For Over 70s 


Toronto Feb, 1 (BUP) --The On- 
tario Goyernment plans 40-dollar a 
month old age pensions to all per- 
sons 70 years of age, without a 
means test, as soon as it receives the 
Irreen light from Ottawa. 

The speech from the throne, 
ready today to the Ontario legis- 
lature, forecast immediate legis- 
lation by the province to enter into 
the federal-provincial plan. Ottawa 
has yet to pass federal approval. 

The plan grants pensions to all 
at 70 without a means test and to 
all between 65 and 70 years of age 
with a means tests. Ontario and 
Prince Edward Island to date are 
the only provinces to approve this 
scheme. 

The throne speech said Ontario is 
“Most anxious” to implement the 
penison plan “without delay”, to its 
senior citizens. The new move will 
raise Ontario’s pension expenditures 
from $12,000,000 (m) to $15,000,000 
(m) yearly. 


Nails Reported 
Scarce Again 


Toronto Feb. 1 (BUP) --It's repor- 
ted in Toronto today that nails 
have become so scarce in Canada 
that builders are buying nails im- 
ported from Italy and Western 
Germany. 

The imported nails are selling at 
| four to ten dollars a keg above pri- 
ces being asked for home made ones. 

During the past five years, buil- 
ders say they have been able to huy 
reasonable quantities of Canadian 
nails, but that at the present time 
they must purchase imported nails 
to keep up with their building sche- 
dules.

In December of 
1949, production in Ontario County 
amounted to 51,165 pounds and in 
1950 for the same month, production 
dropped to 42,830. > 

Peterborough County had a but- 
ter output in 1949 of 752,759 pounds. 
In 1950, production dropped to 686,- 
331 pounds. For December of 1949, 
Peterborough's production of cream- 
ery butter amounted to 37,036 lbs. 
Last December, the production for 
the month had dropped to 27,698 
pounds. Cheese production in Peter- 
borough County also showed a drop 
last year. In 1949, the County pro- 
duced 910.558 pounds of cheddar 
cheese, Last year production am- 
counted to only 621,158. Comparison 
of production of December in 1949 
and 1950 shows that last Decem- 
ber’s output was larger than Decem- 
ber 1949.

\The quantity of whole milk used 
for the production of both cream- 
ery butter and Cheddar cheese in 
Ontario during December 1950, is 
estimated at 92,166,800 pounds as 
compared with 112,807,100 pounds 
in December 1949, a decrease of 
18.3 per cent. For the entire year 
1950, an estimated  2,378,923,300 
pounds of whole milk were used for 
the production of these two products 
as against 2,674,808,800 pounds in 
the preceding year, a reduction of 
11.1 per cent. 

The production of creamery but- 
ter during December was reported 
at 3,041,900 pounds, making a total 
of 68,888,800 pounds for the com- 
plete calendar year, as compared 
with 3,871,100 pounds in December 
1949, and-a total output of 74,515,700 
pounds in 1949. The decrease in De- 
cember was 21.4 per cent and for the 
year 7.6 per cent. 

Cheese factories reported the 
production of Cheddar cheese dur- 
ing December at 1.875.600 pounds, 
or 5.5 per cent less than in Decem- 
ber 1949, when vroduction amount- 
ed to 1,984,500 pounds. The cumul- 
ative output of Cheddar cheese for 
the entire year 1950, totals 68,658,-

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Reflects On 
Picneer Days 


Bobcaygeon boasts of being the 
home of one of the pioneers of Ver- 
ulam Township. Miss Sarah Kittle, 
who observes her 92nd birthday on 
February 3rd, was born on the same 
street in Bobcaygeon on which she 
now lives. She has related a story 
recalling some of the happenings 
of those early days in this part of 
Canada. ¥ 


Her father, Robert Kittle, was 
born in Somersetshire and in his 
manhood took up his father’s trade, 
that of a carpenter. At that time 
in England’s history, London was 
expanding and the need for carpen- 
ters was great so Mr. Kittle went 
there where he later met Emily 
Wilde. They were married in’ Lon- 
don on September 20th, 1857. Miss 
| Kittle and her sister, Mrs. Michael 
Kelly, hold that marriage icate, 
now nearly 100 years old. Exactly 
one year later, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Kittle found themselves in Bobcay- 
‘geon which at that time was in the 
backwoods. The shack they were

The business at the mill 
was later carried on by Mr. Henry 
Dunn, father of Leonard, Wilson, 
Wesley, and Mrs, Thomas Murphy. 
Miss Kittle remembers that in the 
early days all the stain “was cut by 
hand with a cradle, each sheaf tied 
| by hand with a band made of the 


binder came to Verulam. The Kit- 
tles obtained their first sewing ma- 
chine in 1882, which {s now at the 
‘home of Clifford Kittle. 

Churning of the cream from 14 or 
15 cows was a daily proceedure in 
the Kittle household. A treadle 
churn was used which was operated 
by a dog. The butter was placed in 
100-pound firkins which were col- 
lected in the fall by Johnnie Bran- 
don and the butter was sold from the 
stores by bulk measure. In those first 
days. each successful butter-mak= 
ing family had a strain of micro- 
organisms by which the cream was 
soured and the flavour developed. — 
Today, the cream ts pasteurized and ; 
churned while still sweet. Miss Kit- ” 
tle says that the result is butter 
devoid of flavour. 

Ten years after moving to their 
homestead, the Kittles moved into 
a new house built at the centre of 
the lot. This house was of frame 
construction grouted with lime, 
sand and gravel which was put into 
the walls wet, later to harden, This 
was the Kittle home until 1944 when 
they moved to the present home on

Of Victoria School 


Well over 200 people were on hand 
for the grand opening of the East 
Ward School Additional Rooms last 
week. 

The new sectron was fenced off 
from the onlookers in the halls and 
stairway of the old section by a white 
ribbon strung across the French 
doorway by Miss Tompkins, Miss 
Burgiss and Miss Montgomery of 
the teaching staff of the school. 

Mr. J. Wood, principal of the 
school, took his place behind the 
microphone and with Mr, W. Flet- 
cher at the piano everyone joined 
the singing of ‘The King’ with the 
choir of Grade 8 girls leading. 

Mr. Wood extended greetings to 
those present and said he was proud 
of the additional space provided and 
assured everyone that they would 
agree with him when they viewed 
the rooms at the close of the service. 
He welcomed the Board of Educa- 
tion and Mrs. Frost and introduced 
the guest speaker of the evening 
The Hon. Leslie Frost, Premier of 
Ontario, “as a man who is known 
for his interest in educational pro- 
gress of very description.” 

“The progress of Lindsay fs very 
inspiring to me as it is my home 
town, said Premier Frost, adding, 
I am pleased to have the opportun- 
ity of meeting a great many old 
friends coming back to Lindsay. 

“We are facing a time when we 
will see a great series of things that 
will make our town grow, not so 
much meterially but bettering it’s 
condition,” the premier continued, 
“After twelve years of war and 
difficult time with inflationary trend 
we can still be optimistic enough to 
aim for a better life for this gener- 
ation.” 

“After huge undertakings and 
wrestling with a budget of some

Feared Partridge Starving 
After Recent Ice Formation 
Inspector Assures All’s Well 


Minden (PNS)—Following the ice 
storm of two weeks ago, bushmen 
report a great decrease in the num- 
ber of partridge. Before the storm 
the partridge were very plentiful. 
One gentleman who has been cut- 
ting logs for the greater part of the 
winter said that where he was work- 
ing there was a large flock of them 
seen each day. After the storm how- 
ever, there was no sign of them 
and having strewn grain over the 
icy ground, this man said, “only the 
mice came to eat it.” 

Commenting on the aforegoing re_ 
port, Mr, Gordon D, Bule, Fish and 
Wildlife inspector, Dept, of Lands 
and Forests, Lindsay, told the Post 
he had visited the “iced-over" area 
a few days ogo and was not alarmed 
at what he found. Mr. Bule says 
he doesn’t think the fact that the 
birds are not so much in evidence is 
concerning because it is possible 
they are Just staying out of sight. He 
thinks the birds reaction to the re- 
cent ice storm was just typical of all 
wildlife which is inclined to “hole 
up” when the going gets rough. He 


is convinced from what he saw that 


there Js nothing wrong and points 
out that partridge can go four or 
five days without foraging for food 
at all and still keep up their strength. 
The fact that no dead partridge are 
being found in the vicinity satis- 
fles the inspector that the birds are 
not dying of starvation and, since 
partridge are not migratory in their 
habits, so if they're not dead they 
must be around, he reasons. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Bule had 
a word of praise for all those who 
endeavoured ‘to provide artificial 
food for partridge when the ice for- 
mation was at its worst in the dis- 
trict. He mentioned the Haliburton 
Game and Fish Association particu- 
larly and said they “put forth a mar- 
velous effort in feeding the partridge 
of that area, thus assuring for not 
only themselves but for hunters of 
other areas good partridge hunting 
next fall.”

Flash Seen 
in 4 States,

Best Equipped

Legislation To 
Protect Deepees 


Toronto Feb. 1 (BUP) --Legislat- 
jon to protect the thousands of dis- 
placed persons expected in Ontario 
in the next 15 months will be in- ° 
troduced to the provincial legislat- 
ure which opened its 1951 session 
in Toronto today. 

The speech from throne read by 
Lieutenant Governor Ray Lawson 
said Ontarlo intends to protect the 
fundamental rights of its citizens 
particularly in the matter of em- 
ployment.

These men have already undergone 
a short training course at Head Of- 
fice. They are now assigned to ex- 
perienced officers of the district and 
will continue their training for a 
period of a month to six weeks un- 
der actual field conditions before 
being posted. One of these men will 
be stationed in Durham County and 
the other in the easterly part of 
Haliburton County in the Wilber- 
force area. 

Dogs Should be Kept at Home: 

The months of February and 
March are often difficult periods 
for Deer. The crust which fre- 
quently develops on the snow makes 
it hard for the deer when local 
residents permit dogs to run at 
large. The Game and Fisheries Act 
permits a Conservation Officer to 
destroy dogs found running Deer. In 
addition charges may be laid against 
the dog owners for this infraction. 

These restrictions are imposed 
for no other reason than to protect 
our Deer population in the interests 
of our people as a wise conservation 
measure. All wild life is more or 
less equipped to overcome and to 
protect itself against normal haz- 
ards but the introduction of man- 
made hazards, if uncontrolled, can 
add, in no small measure, to the re- 
duction in our game population.

Firemen Are 
Assured 
More Money 


Lindsay's firemen were assured by 
Town Council Monday night that 
every consideration would be given 
their request for a salary schedule. 

The firemen are asking for the 
following salary schedule: first 
year men $1,900; second $2,100; third 
$2,200; fourth $2,300; fifth $2,400, 
sixth $2,450 and seventh year men 
$2,500. The proposed schedule coy- 
ers a seven-year plan from mini- 
mum to maximum earnings. The 
present minimum salary is $1,800 
per year which, Fireman Thos. Ma- 
dill told Council, worked out to 49 
cents per hour. He said the revised 
salary schedule would give a 56.9 
cent-per-hour minimum, 

No decision on what would be done 
about the proposed salary schedule 
was reached at this week’s meeting. 
Finance Chairman Lloyd Burrows 
asked that all matters relative to 
municipal employees’ salaries be dis- 
cussed at a special meeting of Coun- 
cil next Friday night. 

Mr. Madill, speaking on behalf 
of the firemen, contended they were 
losing 13 cents every day they work- 
ed on the basis of their present sal- 
ary up until 360 days had been 
worked in the year. From there) on 
he sald the loss was $5.13 per day 
for the remaining five days. ee 
claimed that their salary was com- 
pletely used up at the 360 day mark 
and for the rest of the time it was a 
straight loss of the daily cost of liv- 
ing. 

Mr. Madill said the men feel that 
after seven years service $2,500 isn't 
a very big salary to be earning. “I 
find, gentlemen, we are behind the 
times. Other departments are all 
getting a much better wage than we 
are. I have no doubt you are going 
to give our request all the considera- 
tion you can.” So summed up Mr. 
Madill, 

‘There was extensive discussion rel- 
ative to the accommodation proyid- 
ed the firemen on night duty. 

“Do I understand the bedrooms 
are not furnished?” asked Reeve 
Butler.

It's made of plastic with a sealed 
in chemical solution formulated to 
retain heat or cold for about 30 to 
45 minutes. The mash is immersed 
in hot water for a few minutes for 
a warm eye pad treatment, then 
slipped over the eyes. A cold mask is 
prepared by placing the mask in a 
refrigerator freezing compartment 
where the liquid becomes slushy but 
does not freeze solid. The manufac- 
turer claims the mask enhances 
color in tired eyes, and helps elim- 
inate sag and puffiness under the 
eyes, It can be cleaned with a 
sponge or damp cloth, and costs 
about one dollar and 50 cents,

Mill’s Value 
In Lindsay 
Is $8,300 


The value of the mill in Lindsay 
is approximately $8,300 on the basis 
of the revised assessments. This 
was disclosed by Town Clerk W. R- 
Allely at the committee meeting of 
Lindsay’s Council Monday p.m. Last 
year the mill's value was $6,209. 

Lindsay’s total assessment after 
revision now stands at approxim- 
ately $8,300,000 as compared with 
$6,209,000 last year. This would 
place about $2,000,000 more in ass- 
essments at the disposal of Town 
Council this year for purposes of 
levying taxes. If, for example, the 
tax rate were to remain the same as 
if was last year—47.5 mills—the re- 
assessment figures would make ay- 
ailable to the town an extra $95,000 
in revenue, 

While local authorities feel that 
the overall financial requirements 
of the town are likely to be higher 
this year than last, it is not expected 
they will approximite anything like 
$95,000. If they don’t it is pointed 
out that the promised reduction in 
the mill rate will be effected. How 
much it will be reduced and Just 
what effect it will have on the tax- 
payer depends entirely upon the 
way the reassessment worked out in 
each taxpayers’ case,

Graham F. Towers, Governor of 
the Bank of Canada has added a 
second dose of foreboding news to 
the grim government forecast that 
heavier taxes are on the way, 

He warned in his annual report 
that “increasingly general use of 
direct controls” will be needed to 
fight inflation. 

Towers says “fiscal and momen- 
tary measures plus increased sav- 
ings may not be enough in them- 
selves to maintain a reasonable 
stability.” 

He urged that the goal of the 
government should be “to minimize 
any unfairness.” 

In an uncontrolled competative 
race against a lower standard of 
living, he said, the winners will be 
those groups who could pay the 
highest prices. 

‘The major task before the govern- 
ment, Towers declared, is to keep 
the supply of goods and services in 
approximate balacne with demand 

The bank governor warned that 
the amount of goods available for 
civilian uses “inevitably will be re- 
duced” if defense requirements in- 
crease. 

“Tf this occurs,” he said, “nothing 
can prevent a decline either in the 
average civilian standard of living 
or in the level of capital invest- 
ment --or in both.” 

Towers listed suggestions so far 
advanced to combat inflation. He 
sald they were: increasing product- 
fon, pay-as-you-go taxation, reduc- 
tion of non-essential capital expen- 
ditures by both government and 
business, increased personal savings 
and general price controls, 


COST OF LIVING 

In another part of his report, 
Towers compared price and wages 
rises in Canada and the United 
States last year. 

He sald Canadian consumer pri- 
ces kept pace with price rises in 
the U-S but Canadians’ wages trall- 
ed those of thelr cousins to the 
south. 

The cost of living during the year, 
he reported, rose six per cent in 
bgth countries. 

But at the same time, earnings 
of U-S industrial workers rose 15 
per cent and Canadian industrial 
Wages went up eight per cent. 

Towers’ report noted that Can- 
adians lowered their rate of per- 
sonal savings during last year. 


Daylight Saving 
Dates Arranged 


Daylight Saving Time will come 
into effect April 29th this year and 
end on September 30th, barring un- 
forseen developments. Reeve Rich- 
ard Butler asked that a bylaw fixing 
these dates be brought in at a fut- 
ure meeting of Council. 

The matter was raised when a let- 
ter was read from Canadian Nation- 
al Railways advising that train 
schedules would be changing on 
those dates and asking the town's 


cooperation in determining the 
time change. 


Council approved the dates,

$7,000 Higher 
On Month 


Lindsay taxpayers are putting 
their money on the barrelhead 
quicker this year then they did last 
—at least they were up until Janu- 
ary 3ist. 

According to tax collector William_ 
son's report presented to Lindsay’s 
council this week, taxes collected to 
January 31st, 1951, amounted to 
$57,721.87. Up until the same date 
a year ago only $50,614.20 in taxes 
had been paid into the treasury. 

Tax arrears were also down as 
of that date—$2,468.56 as compared

MAYOR RULES WITH IRON HAND 
AGAINST PRO-WEBSTER PETITIO 


Mayor Chas. Lamb served notice 
to the ratepayers of Lindsay that he, 
as head of the 1951 Council, would 
brook no interference in the admin- 
istration of the town’s affairs. “You 
elected this Council to do your busi_ 
ness and if you're not satisfied with 
the way it’s done, next year you can 
vote it out.” In these words, Mayor 
Lamb summed up a heated verbal 
barrage directed at Lawyer David 
‘Thomson, Monday p.m. 

Mr. Thomson had just finished 
speaking to a petition signed by an 
estimated 400 people calling for the 
retention of the dual position ar- 
rangement in Lindsay's police and 
fire departments. The petition was 
presented by Mr. S. R. Pitts at a 
special meeting of Councll called to 
consider a by-law to repeal the by- 
Jaw which had authorized Mr. Arth- 
ur Webster to act as combined fire 
and pollce chief. 


In his remarks Mr. Thomson said 
that only three people who had been 
approached to sign the petition had 
refused to do so, He stated that the 
people who had signed it wanted an 
answer to some of the questions 
which the issue poised. They would 
like, he said, to know why, if the 
two-man system was going to cost 
more and the present one-man sys- 
tem was serving efficiently, it was 
necessary to make a change. He 
suggested that one or two members 
of Council might be heard from who 
would bring forth reasons—logical 
reasons—why a man who had prov- 
ed so efficiént and done his job so 
well, should be removed from office 
Mr. Thomson went on to point out 
that a re-suryey of fire insurance 
rate factors in the town had been 
made and that as a “result of the 
efficiency of the department now, 
premiums were going to be reduced 
throughout by about six percent. 
He observed that he thought citizens 
would be very interested to learn 
this and would not like to see any- 
thing happen which might preju- 
dice this benefit, 

When Mr, Thomson had finished 
speaking, Mayor Lamb furned on 
him and told him he thought it was 
an imposition for him to come here 
and ask that Council answer ques- 
tions. "This is not a court of law, 
I’m not going to stand for this sort 
of thing,” the mayor declared. “It's 
fine to come here and present your 
petition and pul your cards on the 
table but Council should not be 
cross-examined, We're not going to 
be dictated to over every little by- 
law that comes along. You elected 
this councll to do your business and 
if your not satisfied with the way 
it's done, next year you can vote 
them out.” 

Mr, Thomson replied that he didn't 
come to cross-examine anyone but 
rather to try and get some sound 
reasons for the proposed change and 
to try and understand why a system 
that was apparently working satis- 
factorily should be upset. 

Mr. Pitts took the floor again 
after Mr. Thomson had retired, He 
asked if any others in the audience 
had anything to add to what Mr. 
Thomson had sald, Mr. Wm. White 
said he had nothing to add to the 


ee 
remarks already made. 


He> did 
relate that he had personally check- 
ed the north side of Kent Street 
from William to Cambridge and that 
only one person had spoken unfay- 
orably of the present system. “I 
would ask Council to give serious 
thought to leaving the system as it 
is until they have something better 
to offer, declared Mr. Whyte. 
described the present system as be- 
ing “economical and efficient.’ 

Mr. Walter Wilson and Mr. Lloyd 
Flack rose when Mr. Pitts called 
on them for comment. Both men 
endorsed what had been said but did 
not enlarge. Mrs. Cassleman was 
asked by Mr. Pitts if she cared to 
comment. She said that “as an ob- 
server of the police and fire de- 
partments for the past few months 
I feel there could be nothing more 
efficient.” 

In closing the presentation of the 
case for the pro-Webstey petitioners, 
Mr. Pitts observed that those pres- 
ent were very interested and would 
appreciate it if Council could see 
fit to move it along in the ordinary 
way and let them know the fate of 
‘the petition. 

At this point Mayor Lamb ad- 
dressed the packed council chamb- 
ers and enquired if there was some- 
one else out in the audience who 
had a petition to present. At this 
time a man of medium build stepped 
forward and made his way up to 
the front of the council chambers. 
He had a document in his hands 
which he laid before. the Town Clerk. 
It developed that it was a petition 
signed by an estimated 300 people 
who wanted the dual position done 
away with. A quotation from the 
petition to Council read “We do 
not wish you to change your posi- 
tion,” 

When the petition had been pre- 
sented, Mayor Lamb expressed com- 
plete surprise that it had been. “I 
didn’t know you were bringing in a 
petition on the opposite side. iw 
dare say you could have had a 
thousand names on it if there had 
been time,” said his worship. The 
crowd laughed at the mayor's sur- 
prised attitude. There were a few 
cat-calls which sounded something 
like “Oh now Charlie.” 

Seemingly unperturbed, Mayor 
Lamb called for the ‘first reading of 
the bylaw to repeal the bylaw which 
authorized Chief Webster to act in 
the dual capacity of fire-police 
chief, The first reading carried 
and his worship gol so excited that 
he ruled the by-law passed. Ald. 
Baker corrected him and told him 
to hold on, It was explained that 
merely the first reading of the by- 
lay which requires three readings 
had passed. Mayor Lamb then ask- 
ed who's turn it was to preside for 
the second reading of the bylaw—"Is 
is yours Ald. Baker,” he enquired. 
After a brief delay, Ald. Baker took 
the chair for the second reading. 
The second reading passed with the 
same flye men voting for it as did 
the first. Ald. Baker stepped down 
to meet the Mayor and reported the 
second reading passed. The third 
reading was proceeded with. it 
passed five to four and the dual po-

sition arrangement was liquidated. 


Those voting for the passage of the 
repeal bylaw were Mayor Lamb, 
Reeve Butler, Ald, Speer, Ald. Wil- 
liamson and Ald. Burrows. Those 
opposing it and favoring the dual 
position were Ald. Cote, Deputy- 
Reeve Greayes, Ald. Pearce and Ald. 
Baker. + aly 

No sooner was this matter dis- 
pensed with than the Mayor press- 
ed on to make sure the dual position 
was good and dead. He said 
“T would like some member to move 
that applications be called for a 
new fire chief, the applications to 
be in by Thursday night.’ 

“You can't do that”, said Ald. 
Baker. 

“We can't leave it off too long, 
we got the Good Roads Convention 
coming up. How about five days? 
Would that suit you better.” 

Ald. Baker thought ten days 
would be better. 

Mayor Lamb ruled that applica- 
tions had to be in by February 22nd. 

“What about salary and living 
quarters, hadn't we better decide 
about these matters first?” 

Mayor Lamb: “There's living 
quarters right over the fire hall for 
the fire chief.” 

Ald. Baker: “We haven't given the 
present chief any notice. 

Ald. Speer thought this should be 
looked after. 

Mayor Lamb said he didn’t think 
there would be any hurry about the 
present chief vacating the apart- 
ment over the fire hall, 

Ald. Williamson expressed the 
opinion that the period for applicat- 
fons for the fire chief's Job should be 
left open for two weeks, 

Mayor Lamb: “How about it, 
would two weeks sult everybody any 
better?” 

Reeve Butler sald it would suit 
him better. 

After further discussion |t was de- 
cided to hold a special meeting on 
Monday, February 26th to consider 
all applications for the flre chief's 
Job. 

Ald. Williamson recommended 
that preference be given to returned 
soldiers in considering applications. 

Mayor Lamb: “That's a very good

An atmos- 
phere of dissatisfaction seemed to 
prevail. 

Ald. Williamson observed that if 


what Ald. Baker said were true, the 
present chief was not legally hired. 

The mayor asked to know the 
salary of Fire Chief Cliff Campbell 
and Town Clerk Allely went out to 
look it up. 

At this point Mayor Lamb ob- 
served “If any of you councillors 
‘would like to have a smoke you can 
haye it now. I’m a little anxious 
myself so that lets me in too, He 
produced a cigar, lit it, spun it ar- 
ound in his mouth and took a few 
deep puffs. 

The clerk returned and announced 
that Mr. Campbell's salary had been 
$1,600. Mayor Lamb then went into 
a Speech on the capabilities of 
Campbell. He recalled how he had 
been chief of Lindsay and retired to 
go with the Fire Marshall's depart- 
ment of the Ontario Government. If 
anyone questions whether Mr. 
Campbell was a good chief or not all’ 
they got to do is look at what's hap- 
pened,” the mayor declared. “He 
didn’t get demoted when he left 
Lindsay—he got promoted. He's a 
fire inspector now.” : 

Up until this time no one had 
questioned Mr. Campbell's ability 
and no one did after the mayor had 
finished. It was an uncontested bit 
of praise for the former Lindsay 
Fire chief. 

“The way money had changed I'm 
going +to suggest that we pay the 
new chief $2,000 and furnish him 
With a free apartment.” The council 
concurred. 

Tn conclusion his worship said 
“And now ladies and gentlemen that 
ends the discussion as far-as the 
dual position is concerned, I'm aw- 
ful glad to see so many out and I 
hope you'll come back again.” A 
voice from the rear “We will.” 

After the majority of the large 
crowd had filed out of the hall, the 
mayor held a confab with some 
members and Ald. Baker was dele- 
gated to see if Chief Webster would 
act as fire chief until a new man 
Was engaged, The chief agreed to 
do so. 

Just then the chief walked into 
the room and the mayor turning to 
him said “Well then I think that's 
very kind of you chief.” 

‘The whole issue was over at just 
after 815 pm. At 8.20 p.m. any- 
one entering the Council Chambers 
would have been unaware of the 
tense scene from the drama of mun- 
{cipal politics which had just been 
enacted. By then the special meet- 
ing of council had been adjourned, 
Mayor Lamb had taken his seat 
with other members and was puf- 
fing on his clgar as he listened to 
the first reports to be read by com- 
mittee chairmen.

EDITORIALS 


SOME PEOPLE ARE REALLY 
TRYING TO HOLD THE LINE 

These are days when many people are giving 
considerable thought to prices in thoir relation to the 
rising cost of living. There are among us those who 
ary really trying to do something to combat inflation 
on 2 basis approaching realism. These people deserve 
a great deal of credit and encouragement but, unfor- 
tunately, in these times such persons are apt to be 
the targets of considerable adverse eriticism. People 
who try to conserve and practise sound economy in 
periods of inflation are not always popular because 
their motives are usually not understood, largely be- 
cause few people ever take the trouble to investigate 
them thoroughly before condemning. Efficiency, de- 
mands for greater production, and a tendency to keep 
costs down, are often attributed unjustly to miserli- 


ness rather than a sincere effort to maintain economic 
orderliness whether in business or domestic matters. 


When these critics are finally caught up in the 
web of inflation they Begin shouting for controls of 
this, that and the other thing, depending on where 
the shoe pinches, disregarding the fact that all along 
they have been in control and their plight is largely 
of their own making. 

Artificial controls, those imposed on a general 
scale without regard to individual or local conditions 
can be most harmful. At best they can do no more 
than stem the tide temporarily. Individuals, whether 
at the head of businesses, in the factory or in the 
homes, can exercise the only lasting control by prac- 
tising sound economy. The use of this perogative is 
as much a part of maintaining our individual and col- 

lective freedom as any other single thing. Deprived 
of the right to manage our own affairs we lose a vital 
freedom and one which is hard to regain. 

How many people today are really protecting this 
phase of democratic freedom by working efficiently 
and practising sound economy in whatever position 
they find themselves? 


THE DEBUNKERS ARE AT IT AGAIN... 

It was rather sad to note, through the medium 
of a front page news story appearing in a leading 
daily newspaper this week, that the debunkers are at 
it again. This time it’s dietary fads which are their 
target and they’re seemingly out to ruin one of man’s 
favorite pastimes—searching for some dietary secret 
which will prolong the look of youth in his face and 
figure. This time their fire is directed at yogurt, wheat 
germ and other dietary items which some seem to be- 
lieve have a beneficial effect on them. Readers were 
warned in the latest debunking attack that they should 
ignore the proclaimed benefits of such things and turn to 
the Dept. of Health at Ottawa for reliable information 
as to proper eating habits designed to maintain top 
fitness. This was perhaps the greatest mistake this 
particular debunker made... It is very hard to be- 
lieve that even the authorities at Ottawa, competent 
as they may be, could prescribe a diet which would 
be palatable and beneficial to all the people of Canada, 
Things just don’t work out that way since that is one 
of the perplexing things about the human machine 
— one diet will agree with one individual whereas 
another person would shrivel up and waste away on 
the same food. At best all that can be done is gen- 
eralize and from there in it is the individual's problem 
to determine what agrees with him (or her) most fully. 

In the case of yogurt or wheat germ, two things 
blasted by the most recent debunker, these foods may 
agree quite well with some persons and if they do 
they should hesitate to be swayed by the opinion of 
one who knows nothing of their particular makeup or 
individual requirements. Of course, they should he 
equally reluctant to be rushed Into to trying every 
new thing that comes along but, having tested some 
food product and found {ft agreeable, there wouldn't 
seem to be any reason to abandon it Just because 
someone else doesn’t think so well of it.

MILK TEST REPORTS PUBLIC PROPERTY 

For some years the reports covering milk tests 
made at the various Lindsay dairies have not been 
available to the press. Previously all reports of this 
nature were considered public property and subse- 
quently published. The Post is informed that the 
Board of Health tn office some ten years ago decided 
against this practice because they felt the publie would 
be unduly alarmed at the portent of some of these 
reports’ contents. It was contended by that board, 
according to available information, that the colon bac- 
illus count had a tendency to seare people whereas 
it didn’t necessarily indicate that the milk itself was 
harmful to drink. The Board of Health was told at 
that time that it only gave an Indication of how long 
mill would keep—milk with a high colon bacilllus 
count being subject to spoilage much more quickly 
than that with a low count. 

If the aforegoing is the only reason for not allow- 
ing the milk test reports to be published it would seem 
to be hardly sufficient. Citizens probably would prefer 
to know everything possible about the quality of milk 
they are being served ly local dairies. If there is anything 
in these reports to’ indicate its Keeping qualities, etc., 
then it would seem only right to allow this informa- 
tion to reach the public, If there is anything about 
the reports which might confuse the public then the 
medical officer of health would no doubt be pleased 
to explain It to the citizens. . Surely there could be 
nothing in a milk report which should not be made 
public and if there is that is al] the more reason why 
it should be subject to close scrutiny, 

Perhaps the present Board of Health will take 
action to see that all information relating to these 
and other matters becomes public property. Dis- 
eretionary recommendations would, of course, always 
be considered for what they are worth by the press.

Smoking by mothers while feeding, dressing or 
otherwise ministering to the needs of their young 
children ranks high among the causes of accidents 
among infants, a report said at a recent medical con- 
ference in the United States. It is hard to believe 
that women could be so careless: Instinctively, a 


woman protects her children from all possible danger, : 


but unwittingly, these same mothers may be the direct 
cause of maiming their babies for life by a careless 
smoking habit. Doctors at the United States con- 
ference issued a warning, telling mothers they should 
not smoke while attending their children and it seems 
incredible that such advice should be considered neces- 
sary.—Niagara Falls Review 


THEY LIKE THE COLD 

What happens in Thunder Bay when the mercury 
drops to 35 degrees below zero? Well, let’s be truthful 
about it. Because this low temperature is a rarity, 
a number of citizens stay at home—that is those who 
do not have to go to work or to shop. 

On the other hand, it is of interest to note that 

* on Sunday when the temperature was around 30 be- 
low and the majority of Fort William people did not 
have to go to the factory, the store or the office, 
there was considerable activity outside, Various 
churches reported a fair attendance at services, some 
estimating that there was a 50 per cent drop in 
attendance, and others estimating that they had 75 
per cent of the regular attendance occupying the 
pews. 

Ignoring the temperature, a group of Fort Wil- 
liam curlers motored to Nipigon some 70 miles away, 
and curled in the town where the official temperature 
was 48 below.—Fort William Times-Journal 


CANADA'S CONSUMPTION OF LIQUOR 

According to compilations of the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics there has been a sharp increase in the 
consumption of alcoholic beverages in Canada in re- 
cent years. 

These figures say 6,969,000 proof gallons of 
spirits were consumed in 1950 as compared with 3,108,- 
000 in 1987. 181,442,000 gallons of beer as compared 
with 60,290,000 thirteen years earlier and 4,894,000 
gallons of wine as compared to 3,166,000. 

That is a great lake of liquor, no doubt about it, 
but there are some factors to be considered in exten- 
uation. There are two or three million more Cana- 
dians than in the thirties to do the drinking, we have 
far more tourists than in those pre-war depression 
times, and in 1950 Canada enjoyed’so great a degree 
of prosperity that despite high taxes on liquor few 
people were “dry” because of lack of means. 

Nevertheless many Canadians will be disturbed 
by these statistics, will wonder whether in fact we 
are not as a nation spending more on liquor than we 
can afford, drinking more than is good for us. And 
these figures it needs to be realized, are figures of 
apparent consumption — not misleading statistics of 
the money spent on intoxicants which fail to mention 
that two-thirds of the liquor bill went to the tax 
collectors.—Ottawa Journal

‘The fate of our present clvilizat- 


lon hinges largely on what we do 
About soll conservation in the next 
few years. This is the warning of 
G-R Snyder of the Agricultural 
Chemicals division of Canadian In- 
dustries Limited. As an example of | 
the part agriculture plays in the 
destiny of a nation, he points to the 
history of China. 

“Ghina,” he says,” was once the 
centre of civilization. But today, 
its extenisve acres of barren soils 
stand as a constant reminder of 
what the loss of fertility and pro- 
ductiveness will do to a nation’s 
well being.” 

And he adds that each prospers 
only as long as its agriculture pros- 


pers. 
'The soll expert points out that a 
prosperous agriculture demands 


good land management. 

‘This means the complete utiliza- 
tion of all lands for continued 
maximum production, To attain 
this, we must control erosion, con- 
serve water and return to the soll 
the needed plant food and minerals. 

Snyder says the erosion control 
may be acomplished by contour 
ploughing, strip cropping erecting 
wind breaks, Stubble mulching and 
leaving crop residue on the surface 
are effective {n preventing both ero- 
sion and water run-off | 

The soll, climate and nature ot | 
the crop determine the kinds of | 
plant food needed. Snyder says that | 
each individual farmer must find 
out what nutrients his farm and 
crops require and apply them ac- 
cordingly.

The tremendous cost of tubercu- 
losis in terms of lives, suffering 
and dollars is emphasized in the 
1949-50 annual report of the Na- 
tional Tuberculos Association, 
released by Dr. James E. Perkins, 
managing director.

| | Anxiety Neurosis 


| Physiclans admit that many in- 
| dividuals consulting them for vari- 
ous symptoms require assurance, 
more than medicine. They find that 
| in afi effort to get aheac of :any 
suspected disease, they should con- 
sult their physician immediately, 
as early diagnosis of a disease such 
as cancer or a heart ailment means 
a better than even chance of curing 
or controlling it, 

The disease that was called sold- 
fer's heart following World War TI, 
is now known by various names-- 
anxiety neurosis, effort syndrome, 
cardiac (heart) neurosis, and 
neurasthenia. The chief symptoms 
are breathlessness, pounding of the 
heart, nervousness, irritability, chest 
pain or discomfort, tiring easily 
(effort syndrome), spell of dizai- 
ness, faintness or “anxiety attacks.” 
There are thus many syinptoms 
but the physician cannot find any 
organic cause for the symptoms, 
that is, there is no physical signs. 

In Medical Clinics of North Am- 
erica, Dr. Mandel E, Cohen (Har- 
yard University) states that pati- 
ents may complain of choking and 
smothering spells, rapid heart beat, 
pain in chest, nervousness, getting 
tired easily, irritability, dizziness, or 
|“heart trouble” Through quest- 
| foning of the patient reveals many 
| symptoms in addition to their main 
| complaint, most often tiredness and 
| breathlessness due to the heart, 
| Difficulty in doing hard work is 
| almost always one of their symyp- 
| toms, as is dificulty in handling 
emotional disturbances. A review of 

| symptoms usually reveals head- 
aches, blurred vision and giddiness, 
Breathing difficulties are imost 
universal, sighing is characteristic, 
there is difficulty on exertion or in 
breathing and chest discomfort even 
when sitting down. 
The few signs present are rapid 
eartbeat, flushed face, trembling 
f outstretched fingers (present in 
evere goiter.) and exaggerated 
nee jerk. All laboratory tests give 
normal results and the course of the 
illness is mild. 

From the above finds it would be 
thought that permanent results 
would occurr such as peptic ulcer 
and high blood pressure but Dr. 
Cohen states, after a 20 year follow- 
| up of 173 of these patients, that this 
condition did not predispose them 
to any other disease or early death. 

One visit to a physician might 
save these patients a lifetime of 
misery.

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Standard Blood Pressure Readings 

There was a time when an ap- 
pendix operation was a common 
topic of conversation. When physi- 
clans and surgeons showed us that 
if the appendix was removed within 
36 hours of discovery and no food 
or purgatives were given, the death 
rate could be reduced from 10 per 
per cent to about 1 per cent, the 


| interest in appendix operations sub- 


sided. 

Today health disctissions most 
frequently concern blood pressure, 
because high blood pressure is the 
most frequent cause of heart strokes 
(coronary thrombosis) and of brain 
stroki apoplexy). 

Because blood pressure is of such 
great interest, physicians now have 
to warn patients that the blood 
pressure may go up many points if 
they are emotionally disturbed and 
60 purposely do not measure the 
blood pressure every time the pa- 
tient consults them. Blood pressure 
should, if possible, be taken early 
in the day before the patients gets 
worked up emotionally from the 
problems of the day, and should not 
be taken after a big meal. 

For many years it has been cus- 
tomary for insurance and health 
organizations to publish blood pres- 
sure tables showing what the nor- 
mal blood pressure should be at the 
various ages, According to the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, however, these publi- 
shed tables put normal blood pres- 
sures too low and so upset the minds 
of many men and women. The Jour- 
nal states that these standards of 
normal blood pressure must be cor- 
rected as 140 to 160 systolle ( with 
arm cuff tightened) and 90 to 100 
diatolic (with no pressure in the 
arm cuff) are really below the ay- 
erage. A study of 15.706 persons be- 
tween the ages of 16 to 65 showed 
that persons up to the age of 40 
can have normal pressures well 
above 140 systolic and 90 to 100 
diastolic. In fact, these pressures 
fare seen more often than those we 
now call normal pressures, 

“In patients older than 55 years, 
systolle pressures of 180 and 190 
with diastolic presures of 100 to 
110 may merely indicate the aging 
process and should not cause al- 
arm,” the article states. 

This information, gained by in- 
vestigating the blood pressure of 
thousands of normal individuals, 
should be reassuring. 

Remember, blood pressure is most 
important but higher readings than 
present standards should not cause 
alarm,

WATCH INCUBATION 

Unsatisfactory incubation can be 
one of the more important causes of 
lack of uniformity in pullet perform- 
ance, No amount of care during 
the brooding, rearing and laying 
period can correct the effects of 
faulty incubation, according to tests 
made by A. Sansbury, Head Poultry- 
man at the Experimental Station at 
Saanichton, B.C. 

Eggs from three different breed- 
ing lines were incubated up to the 
fourteenth day in an incubator that 
always gave good results at the 
Saanichton Station, Then one-half 
of the eggs-from each breeding stock 
was transferred to a less efficient 
incubator. The chicks hatched from 
both machines were brooded and 
reared together and carried through 
the first laying year in the same 
pens. 

From the good incubator, 92 per 
cent of the pullets survived the 
year and laid an average of 229 
eggs per bird, but only 47 per cent 
from the poor incubator survived 
and they averaged 187 eggs per 
bird. 


Snow Mould on Lawns 
Snow mould is a serious disease 
affecting lawns and golf courses in 
many parts of Canada, being most 
prevalent in the early spring when 
the melting snow provides optimum 
conditions for the growth of the 
organism causing the trouble. 
Research work extending over 
several years by the Department of 
Agriculture’s Forage Plants Divis- 
jon at Ottawa has shown that chem. 
icals containing mercury applied 
in the fall are effective and furth- 
er tests are now in progress to find 
some cheaper, safer non-mercurial 
fungicide to control the disease. 


Farm Tests Draw Crowds 

During the summer of 1950, some 
15 thousand farm people attended 
149 Field Days on Illustration 
Stations and District Experiment 
Substations from coast to coast 
and were taken on discussion tours 
of the experimental plots, fields and 
livestock, according to a recent re- 
port released by J. C. Moynan, Chief 
Supervisor of the Department of 
Agriculture's Illustration Stations 
at Ottawa, 


Record Casein Prices 
Casein prices in Canada, the Uni- 
ted States and the Argentine are 
currently at the highest level on 
record, according to a Marketing 
Service report, issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa. 


Swedish-German Trade 

A new trade treaty made between 
Sweden and West Germany pro- 
vides that Sweden will sell food- 
stuffs to West Germany in 1951 to 
the equivalent value of $50 million, 
according to a special report re- 
leased by the Department of Agri- 
culture’s Economics Branch at Ot- 
tawa. 

In addition to pork, cheese and 
ail seed, Sweden will ship 100 thou- 
sand tons of bread grains, butter to 
the “equivalent value in Canadian 
funds of $14 million, eggs $10 mil- 
lion, and lard valued at $2 million. 
German exports to Sweden will in- 
clude hops, fresh fruit and a small 
quantity of seed potatoes and seed 
grain, 


Tannin from Trees 

Several wild plants and trees have 
been found to yield enough tan- 
nin in practical quantities to make 
substantial contributions ot the 
needs of the tanning industry, ac- 
cording to a report from the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Most of the tannin used in the 
leather industry in the United Stat- 
es in the past came from chestnut 
trees, it is reported, but as a ser- 
lous blight has reduced this usual 
Supply, researchers have been seek- 
ing other sources. Trees ike hem- 
locks and oaks and even the shrub- 
like wild sumac have been found to 
yleld tannin in commercial quanti- 
ties, and Investigators are testing 
plant roots as a possible source. 

Some Crops Need Salt 

As some foods require salt to bring 
out their flavour, so do certain 
crops like celery, mangolds, sugar 
beets, Swiss chard, table beet and 
turnip respond to applications of 
table salt along with the fertilizer, 
according to scientific workers in 
various yarts of the world engaged 
in nutrient studies. 

Workers in different countries 
are beginning to suspect that sod- 
jum (common salt is sodium chlor- 
ide) may act as an important co- 
partner with potassium, calclum or 
magnesium stimulating their effect- 
iveness by {ts presence. 

Danish Cattle for Greece 

A Greek cattle purchasing com- 
mission in Denmark has bought ov- 
er 800 head of Red Danish dairy 
cattle, according to a recent Foreign 
Trade report. 

WHY DO SOME FLIES 
RESIST D-D-T 

House flies resistant to D-D-T 
have been reported in recent years 
from different parts of Canada and 
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the United States. And scientists, 
delving into the mysteries of why 
all files are n-o-t killed by the 
insecticide, are close to scoring an- 
other round for the farmer and the 
housewife in their annual summer 
battle against flies. 

Entomologists working In the Can- 
ada Department of Agriculture's 
Division of Entomology at Ottawa 
collected flies from several regions 
of Ontario and Quebec. They took 
flies from regions in both provinces, 
which reported resistance to D-D-T, 

After rearing them for several gen- 
erations under standard conditions 
—the Entomologists subjected dif- 
ferent cultures to mortality treat- 
ments with the insecticide. 

From these treatments, they learn- 
ed that some flies have developed a 
greater degree of resistance to 
D-D-T than others. However, of- 
ficlals point out that it will take 
additional studies to determine the 
extent of D-D-T resistant house 
flies in Canada. 

In the United States, workers 
have dome considerable research 
work to learn how some house flies 
are able to stand up under dosages 
of D-D-T which spell sudden death 
to other flies, 

The researchers have come up 
with the discovery that the resist- 
ant files appear to have the as-yet- 
unexplained ability to break down 
lethal D-D-T into less harmful sub_ 
stances. 


The difference between suscep- 
tible and resistant strains of house 
flies is so great in this respect that 
the scientists consider this to be a 
Major factor in the explanation of 
why some flies suecumb to “D-D-T 
jitters” and other survive. 

Resistant flies, in both larval and 
adult stages are able to break down 
the D-D-T into what the scientists 
call D-D-E, a relatively harmless 
compound. 

In the adult files, this D-D-E is 
reported to be formed in the diges- 
tlve track and accumulates for the 
most part in the surface layers of 
the fly’s body. 

Scientists say the discovery of this 
faculty with some flies may aid in 
explaining the development of re- 
sistance to insecticides in other 
insect pests. (BUP).

Lindsay Group 
Hears Tips On 
Fair Operation 


The Lindsay Central Exhibition’s 
delegation to the Class B Fairs As- 
sociation conyention in Toronto last. 
week got some good tips on now ‘to 
conduct their annual show. 

QOntario’s Deputy Agriculture 
Minister, GC. D. Graham, told the 
association “the fall falr can do 
much to deyelop the particular type 
of agriculture to which an area ds 
hest suited. 

In their prize lists, he said, ag- 
ricultural societies should lean hea- 
yily toward the crops best suited to 
the district in which the fair was 
held. The production to be en- 
couraged should always be consis- 
tent with the best farm manage- 
ment practices for that community. 

As an example, he mentioned di- 
sease resistant grains, which could 
be encouraged in sectors where 
grain crops were exposed to certein 
types of plant diseases, Commer- 
cial exhibits, too, could be slightly 
slanted toward local conditions. 

In such ways the fall fair could 
become an eyen better aid in pro- 
moting good farming. Mr. Graham 
agreed with an earlier speaker, 
Livestock Commissioner W, P. Wat- 
son, that animal production was the 
basis of agriculture, but said he 
felt there was a definite place at 
fairs for a well-organized and well- 
tun field crop competition, Such 
classes could encourage use of re- 
gistered seed and aid in boosting 
per acre yields. 

Fair boards were helping peuple 
and “building people” in their ju- 
nior program, he said. Other speak- 
ers during the day-long meeting de- 
voted much time to the importance 
of junior activities, and E.F. Pineau, 
associate chief of productive service, 
Federal Department of Agriculture, 
said boys and girls were “our most 
important crop.” 

Inclusion of farm boys and girls 
on fair boards was urged by LF. 
Pineau of the Federal Department 
of Agriculture. An outline of junior 
activities was given. by, P..H..Bell 
of Stratford, and Clair L. Hill, pre- 
sident of thé Fair Managers’ As- 
sociation, Wellington, Ohio, said 
children's day was considered the 
most important day of the fair in his 
state. President J. E. Nephew ot 
Woodstock also emphasizer the im- 
portance of junior activties in a 
fair program, 

In a resolution the assoclation re~ 
commended that all fairs discour- 
age raffles sponsored by organizat- 
fons from outside the community, 
and put those from within the ccw - 
munity in a restricted section of the 
grounds. There was also a suggestion 
that a standard admission fee ov 
50 cents be adopted, and that trac- 
tor roadeos and similar attractions 
be considered as utility classes. It 
is up to individual fairs each to de- 
cide on a policy on these recom- 
mendations,

Disaster struck on a fog-frosted 
highway near Sudbury Friday. 
A ‘Trans-Continental Railway 
Flyer, running forty minutes late, 
rammed through a commuters’ bus 
Seven bus passengers were killed 
and 21 others injured, 
Twelye other bus passengers, In- 
cluding some youngsters on their 
way to school, escaped unhurt, The 
bus driyer was slightly injured, 
The O.P.R.'s Montreal-to-Van- 
couyer “Dominion” knifed through 
the bus at a level crossing, None of 
the train passengers was injured, 
The dead and injured aboard the 
nickel belt line bus were "graye- 
yard” shift workers returning to 
Sudbury from the huge Internat- 
ional Nickel Company Smelter at 
Coniston. The temperature was 47 
below zero, the worst in 18 years, 
Bus driver Edward Carriere says he 
didn't hear the Jate-running train 
approach the crossing. “The frost 
was as thick as mollases.” 
An eyewitness, Dino Senti, says 
“T heard the whistle and shortly 
after the crash. It was the worst 
sight in my life. The dead and 
dying were lying all over the place.” 
One of the first to reach the scene 
was taxi driver Edward Labelle. 
Labelle, 32, said “I saw a woman 
standing there, waving her arms 
and crying. She was shouting ‘Mike 
oh Mike, are you there?’ ” 
“Half a dozen men were tugging 
at the wreckage trying to pull out 
some’ of the passengers who were 
pinned in. In a few minutes there 
were 50 of us, I guess.” 
BUS DRIVER TALKS 
Sudbury, Ont. -(BUP)--I didn't see 
or hear the train. Neither did any 
of my 42 passengers. 

I stopped at the crossing, just as 


months ago. 

I opened my door, 
down the tracks. 

You couldn't see a d thing

I closed the door and moved on 
Then 1t came --a terrific crash.

What Do | Expect The School 
To Do For My Child? 


Subject of Address Delivered Here By 


F.B. Smitheram, Peterb 


“What do I expect the School to 
do for my Child?” That was the 
subject of an informative address 
delivered at the addition-opening 
ceremonies at King Albert School 
last week by Mr. F. B. Smitheram 
of Peterborough Norma! School. 


Mr. Smitheram said his thesis de- 
mands (a) that schools regard every 
child as an immature being (b) that 
the school shall have due regard 
for what might be termed the 
“child’s charter of rights and (c) 
that the school remember that the 
child's growth is an individual mat- 
ter, different for every child. | 


In brief, answering the question 
posed in the subject of his address, 
Mr. Smitheram said: 

“I want the child to understand 
better the environment in which he 
lives. His earliest and basic contacts 
are with a physical world in which 
and with which he must live, For 
that reason I want his study of 
Natural Science to be a fundament- 
al requirement. But if the teaching 
of Science does not better fit him) 
to understand reality I must charge 
the school with having failed in its 
responsibility. He must live with oth- 
er people, for which reason I want 
the school to give him training in 
Social Sciences, If as a result of 
the teaching of Social Studies he is 
not better able to adjust himself to 
his fellows I must complain about 
the inadequacy of his training. From 
his contacts with the world and his 
fellows the child discovers thoughts 
and ideas and finds a need of ex- 
pressing himself. There is no pur- 
pose in our teaching of language 
skills unless it trains the pupil in 
facility of expressing his own ideas 
and in understanding the ideas of 
others. He must learn number—but 
unless his training in number en- 
ables him to think more exactly a~ 
bout his experiences his solution 
of exercises has been a wasted effort, 
Would it not seem then that the 
school’s task is not one of grades, or 
marks, or promotion lists or fall- 


jorough Normal School 


ures but rather that of using each 
child's experience with his surround- 
ings and his fellows as a means of 
developing his powers of adjustment, 
his ability of expression and under- 
standing?” 

“Yet man is a feeling creature—a 
being of sensitivities. He is good or 
bad only as he can control his im- 
pulses and feelings. His concep- 
tion of good or evil depends entire- 
ly upon his appreciation of what 
is beautiful and what is ugly. We 
demand then that the school teach 
such subjects as Literature, Art 
and Music basically to inculcate ap- 
preciation of the beautiful where- 
ever it may be found—in the psy- 
sical world or in the lves of his 
companions. To disregard this de- 
mand -renders the school's effort 
incomplete, inadequate, and inef- 
fectual.” 

“The school will have accomplish- 
ed its greatest achievement when it 
has trained the pupil to use the 
techniques of evaluating informa- 
tion to make more meaningful those 
elements of everday experience which 
the child carries within him. Thus 
may the school unleash more abun- 
dantly that latent power whereby 
a society of individuals may become 
a true community.” 

The guest speaker was introduc- 
ed in humorous vein, based on a 
quarter century of personal acquain_ 
tance by Inspector E. C. Anderson.

Magistrate Gee reserved judgment 
for two weeks in a careless driving 
case against a Peterborough resid- 
ent who was involved in a car acci- 
dent east of Omemee on Christmas 
Day.

MARTIN SAYS FOOD CAN TIP 
THE SCALES OF DESTINY 


The Western World risks disaster 
unless other nations cay be helped to 
produce more food 

That's the warning given today by. 
health Minister Paul H, Martin, at 
the convention of the Canadian Food 
Processors Association in Montreal, 

The Minister said; 

“The hungry people of Asia and 
Africa are knocking at our door. If 
we do not answer, they may ham- 
mer it down. We must open our 
door to them—not only to give them 
food but also to share with these 
peoples the knowledge that will help 
them to help themselves,” 

Martin said that “at this critical 
point in history, food can tip the 
scales of destiny.” 


He called for continued support 


of the United Nations’ 
Agricultural Organization and for 
greater Interfiational cooperation 
to provide uniform food standards 
and eliminate distribution bottle- 
necks. 

Referring to the overpopulation 
problem of the hungriest nations, 
the Minister added: 

“It becomes clear that for the sol- 
ution of the world’s food problem we 
must look beyond the land. We 
must turn to science, for modern 
science has shown how to make one 
acre do the work of two. 

“If we do not let down the bars 
of privilege and ignorance that pre- 
vent other peoples from emulating 
our Agricultural progress, we risk 
disaster,” he concluded,

Leaskdale had its origin shortly 
after 1941, when Peter Leask and 
his family, after sailing from their 
native Scotland, landed at Whitby, 
Canada. 

‘Two sons, George and James, 
came North and West and settled in 
Scott Township, while others set- 
tled in Brock and Darlington, George 
encountered the Black River on his 
search for a suitable site to settle 
and here it was necessary to con- 
struct a primitive bridge. 

This bridge consisted of felled 
trees by which he spanned the 
water. Finally he reached a rush- 
ing, fresh stream running through 
a fertile valley, approximately one 
mile west of the Western boundary | 
of Brock. He decided to establish 
himself on Crown Lands. These 
Innds lay upstream and are today 
occupied by Fred Leask, just West 
of the Hamlet of Leaskdale. 

George Leask farmed and built 
& saw mill. Later his brother, Jam. 
es, took over the saw mill and 
George built a grist or flour mill) 
where Cameron Leask, his grand- 
son, now resides, right in the heart 
of the community. 

Leask’s first house was of log con- 
struction and served until 84 years 
ago when the present structure, the 
largest house in Scott Township, was 


built, All the lumber used in its 
construction came from the sur- 
rounding community, Logs of the 
best pine were delivered to the mill 
for 10c each. Today the floors in 


this residence are the original, being} 


of the finest dressed 1‘ inch lum- 
ber. The joists are hoavy and set 
very close, making 
thus, very strong.

Precautionary Measure 


Hospital Restricts Visits 
While “Flu” Prevalent 


Believe Flu 
Epidemic End 
Now In Sight 


(British United Press) 

While hundreds of thousands of 
persons throughout Canada lan- 
guish in bed with the flu today, 
health officials in two hard-hit 
regions believe the end is in sight. 

Authorities in Kelowna, British 
Columbia --where the disease has 
knocked out more than one-half the 
entire population of 20-thousand -- 
saw some signs of a let-up. 

The fruit-growing town's health 
officer Dr. Helen Zeeman, pre- 
dicted from ber own sickbed that 
the next 24 hours should see @ 
break. 

In Ontario, while the death toll 
went up to 13, many hospital and 
schools remain closed today 

‘n Windsor, city health officer Dr. 
Fiowie barred children from Satur- 
day movie matinees in an effort to 
check the disease. A ban is already 
in effect on hospital visitors. 

From Detroit across the border 
came word that American officials 
are worried about the outbreak in 
Windsor, but there has been NO 
discussion of limiting travel between 
the cities.

The current “flu” epidemic which 
is cutting a swath across the pro- 
vince is now being felt in Lindsay. 
A number of people have been 
stricken with the disease and this 
has prompted hospital authorities 
to restrict visiting privileges. 

Assistant superintendent of the 
Ross Memorial hospital, Nurse 
Brintnell, told the Post this morn- 
ing that as a precautionary measure 
no visitors, with exception to the 
immediate family of seriously ill 
patients, are being admitted for, 
the present, She asked the cooner- 
ation of all who have friends in 
the hospital to: forego visiting 
privileges until after the flu men- 
ace has passed. 

Miss Brintnell explains that the 
move is to safeguard the health of 
patients and to avoid exposing the 
nursing staff unnecessarily in the 
hope that they will avoid the di- 
sease and be able to carry on their 
duties. 

Up until now, Miss Brintnell says 
influenza has not resulted in ary 
curtailment of hospital services and 
the hope is that preventative steos 
will keep services at a normal !evel. 

The number of cases of flu in 
Lindsay is not definitely known 
although a number of doctors have 
reported attending patients suffer- 
ing with it. Nothing particularly is 
known about the nature of the 
disease locally except that “patients 
having contacted it feel pretty ill”, 
to quote one doctor.

Lindsay Home and School Members 
Hear ‘‘Child Psychology’ Lecture

“Child Psychology" was the title 
of a lecture given yesterday even- 
ing in Peterborough by His Excel- 
lency Bishop Berry. Bishop of Pe- 
terborough, which was attended by 
about 25 ladies from both the St. 
Mary’s Home and School Associat- 
fon, which chartered a private bus, 
and from other H and S Associat- 
jons in Lindsa,. 

Mrs. Joseph Murphy, who {is 
president of the St. Mary’s Home 
and School Association, informed 
the Post that the lecture was most 
helpful and informative, and that 
the ladles who went from Lindsay 
are hoping to be able to hear the 
rest of the series. 

The lecture yesterday evening 
dealt chiefly with the development 
of a child at certrain ages. The 
majority of children were normal, 
the Bishop sald, that is to say, their 
1.Q's were between 80 and 110. These 


children present no problem to 
their teachers, but teachers nowa- 
days are being specially trained to 
deal with children who's I. Qs 
were eiher above or below the 
normal. Efforts were now being 
made to see that children were fit- 
ted into the kind of work for which 
their 1.Q.’s made them especially 
suitable. For instance, a person 
with a low 1.Q. was often much 
better at a purely mechanical or 
physical job than a person with a 
high I.Q. It was also hoped to pre- 
vent children of low 1Q., being 
pushed through school and uni- 
versity merely because of the social 
or financial position of thelr fa- 
milies. 

The next lecture is to be on 
March 6th, and it is hoped that 
parents here will take the oppor- 
tunity of hearing these helpful 
talks. ‘ 


Skidding Gar 
Ends Up In 
Orchard — 


An Oshawa car, which left the 
road near Fenlon Falls and came 
to rest in an orchard, subtained 
surprisingly little damage and the 
driver was unhurt. Michael John 
Bryson of Oshawa, skidded his car 
across the intersection at Nelson’s 
Corners and got it stopped in Nel- 
son's orchard on Tuesday after- 
noon. 

Bryson told police that he was 
proceeding towards Fenelon Falls 
from Burnt River and was attempt- 
ing to negotiate the intersection 
at Nelson’s Corners, one mile east 
of Fenelon Falls. The yehicle failed 
to make the turn and skidded a- 
cross the intersection, cut down 
the air standard at Nelson’s Garage 
and came to rest in the orchard. 
The rear of the car was sliding 
sideways and caught the standard 
and sustained the greatest damage 
of any part of the car. The total 
damage was slight and Bryson was 
uninjured. 


Reds Throw Back 
Allied Tank Spear 


Chinese Communist troops have 
thrown back an American tank 
Spearhead that crossed the Han 
River seven miles east of Seoul. The 
patrol commander says the Reds 
put up the heaviest and most accur- 
ate mortar barrage he has ever seen. 
The Reds also drove off a South 
Korean patrol five miles from Seoul. 
Communist resistance at Seoul in- 
dicates that the Reds mean to fight 
for the former South Korean capital. 
However, on the central front, they 
have continued their rapid with- 
drawal ... leaving their dead and 
supplies behind. Only minor Com_ 
munist resistance is reported on the 
central front .... All of it at a point 
eight miles north of Chechon. 

Allied troops have spent one of 
the most miserable nights on the 
Korean campaign. Cold rain—driven 
by gusty winds—pelted the entire 
battlefront. It drenched the troops 
in their foxholes, turned dirt roads 
to mud, and virtually grounded Al- 
lied planes after mid-morning. How- 
ever, B-29's did come out over North 
Korea to hit two east-coast targets. 


Canada’s Auto 
Makers Expect 
Steel Cutback 


Automobile manufacturers in 
Windsor are bracing themselves for 
an expected cut by the Canadian 
government in the use of steel for 
new cars, 

Sources in Ottawa say the action 
jis likely in view of the announce- 
ment in Washington yesterday that 
American steel for consumer dur- 
able goods will be cut back 30 per 
cent. 

Canadian steel controls so far 
have been limited to construction 
steel and non-durable goods pro- 
duction, such as tobacco and soft- 
drinks. 

But aides to Trade Minister C.D 
Howe confirmed that reduction of 
steel to civilian industry is “‘con- 
tinuously under consideration” 

Under the terms of a joint in- 
dustrial mobilization agreement be~ 
tween the two countries, parallel 


control measures are required of 
Canada in the allocation of war 
materials, 


Ottawa already requires permits 
for all purchases of steel and an 
order from the steel division could 
limit the fssue of permits to auto- 
mobile and other civilian goods 
producers, (BUP)

PARKS BOARD HEARS REPORT 
OF PROJECTS CARRIED: OUT 


nes 


The main feature of the February 
meeting of the Lindsay Board of 
Parks Management was a report of 
the happenings at the 1950 conven- 
tion of the Parks and Recreation 
Association of Canada. The only 
plan offered at the meeting in con- 
nection with 1951 projects was that 
MacDonald Park would probably be 
completed. It was suggested that 
new flower belds be made in Kaw- 
artha Park. Before laying plans for 
the flower beds, the board had to 
plan a walk through the park which 
could not be laid out until it was 
seen where the entrance to the 
new swimming pool would be. 

Below is quoted a passage from the 
Bulletin Service of the Parks and 
Recreation Association of Canada. 
This is the report made by T- R. 
Price, Lindsay's delegate to the 
convention in Montreal in 1950. 

“Lindsay is the County Town of 
Victoria, with a population of 9500. 
Prior to 1948, the parks of Lindsay 
were administered by’ the Town 
Council. At that time, there were 
in Lindsay two fairly large and one 
small park together with a tourist 
camp, At the civic election in Jan- 
uary, 1948, the people of Lindsay 
were given the opportunity to decide 
by vote whether or not a Parks 
Board should be appointed, This 
vote showed a large majority in 
favour, Six members were appoint- 
ed to the Board by the Town Coun- 
cil, who, together with the Mayor, 
held their first meeting in February, 
1948, At this meeting the Board was 
organized. Its first operation was 
to make a survey of the property 
which came undey its jurisdiction 
and also to check the equipment on 
hand. The first year our estimate 
to the Town Council was only $4000, 
During this year, the Board purch- 
ased one small tractor, a set of gang 
mowers and a roller. The Park work 
was done by contract with a local 
man. 

“In 1949, a work superintendent 
was engaged. A small power mower 
was purchased. One smal) park 
was laid out and brought into serv- 
ice in the south east sectlon of the 
town. One large field was taken 
over in the south west section. Some 
work was done on this field during 
the year. This field is intended for 
recreational purposes. Considerable 
work was done along the river bank. 
This location was more or less a 
dunip, It has now been terraced and 
seeded to grass and should make a 
fine appearance this coming sum- 
mer. 

"In the east ward, the Kinsmen 
Club took over a small field and 
equipped it for a children’s play- 
ground. This was opened last July 
and»is supervised. This playground 


was badly needed in this section of 
the town and has filled a long felt 
want, The Parks Board will main- 
tain this playground. 

“Our Tourist Camp was badly in 
need of attention when the Parks 
Board was formed. Considerable 
work was done there and today it is 
a very fine camp for tourists and 
also a very nice place to hold pic- 
nics. 

“We operated the tourist informa- 
tion bureau during 1949 and this 
bureau was again in operation dur- 
ing 1950. This bureau was a great 
convenience to tourists seeking in- 
formation regarding this area dis- 
trict. 

“A large piece of land situated 
northwest of the town, which has 
been used as the town dump will be 
handed over to the Parks Board in 
the near future. It is intended to 
lay this piece of property out for a 
Park and also for horticulture. 

“In 1950, the Parks Board purch- 
ased a large tractor with full equip_ 


ment, weed sprayer, cutting bar, 
Plow, powey pulley and bulldozer 
blade. We require this equipment 


for a project we are now working on 
along the river bank. In 1950 we 
engaged our Park superintendent 
for all-yeay service.”

The top-secret British bomber 
“Canberra” landed at Gander air- 


The Sie left pidererove at 43 
minutes past 12, British time. And 
It landed at 1223 this afternoon, 
Eastern Standard time. 

‘The flight was made at about 47- 
thousand feet at a speed of slightly 
~ less than 500 miles an hour. 

When the plane took off, there 


was less than one-quarter of a mile E 


whistled in. 

Pilot Squadron Leader Arthur Cal- 
lard gunned the bomber to 40-thou- 
sand feet to avoid an Atlantic storm. 

‘The trip was a race against the 
clock as the plane moved into ‘dif- 
ferent time zones. The three-man 
crew had lunch in Northern Ireland 
and landed in Newfoundland in time 
to repeat the meal 

The jet will fly on to the United 
States where it will be inspected by 
American officials. If tests prove 
satisfactory, it will be produced in 
the United States for’ General Eisen- 
hhower’s Atlantic Pact Army. 


_ Shortly after the landing, the 
Royal Air Force Squadron Leader 
told British United Press: _ F 

“It would be hard for anyone to 
convince us that they had a more 
pleasant trip. 

“Tell my wife in Mancheste; that 
we arrived safely and had a very 
Pleasant trip. Send her my love, 
It’s just a few hours since I saw her, 
you know.” 

The pilot added that the trip could 
have been made faster if it were not 
for head winds. 

Callard says the plane probably 
will leave for Washington. D.C. to- 
morrow where it will be put through 
exhaustive tests by U. S. Air Force 
experts. 

The three crewmen reported that 
apart from a “perfect flight” there 
was nothing unusual from the time 
they left until they put down at 
Gander. 

Callard declined to Reveal details 
of the plane’s performance in flight 
because they are still top secret. 

“But it feels grand” he said. “The 
trip was quiet and one of the things 
about flying a jet bomber is that 
there is no vibration.” 

The Canberra made the Atlantic 
crossing straight from the produc- 
tion line. It was the first heavy 
British jet to land at Gander. 

One of the first things Callard 
did on landing was to look for Prem- 
ler Joseph Smallwood of Newfound- 
land. 

He said he had a message to de- 
liver to the Premier, but didn’t say

Lindsay Man Opens 


Mechanical Saw Filing Service 


== 


Frank Callaghan, of 61 Simcoe 
Street, Lindsay, claims to have op- 
ened the first mechanical saw filing 
Service in this district. Mr. Callagh- 
an says that his equipment is the 
first of its kind to appear in this 
part of Ontario. 

With the equipment at hand, Mr. 
Callaghan is able to file, bevel and 
Set any hand saw and he is also 
able to change any hand saw from 
rip to cross cut or vice-versa. An- 
other attachment fo, his machine 
makes it possible for him to sharp- 
en circular saws up to 16 inches. 

The machine which creates the 
most interest is the Foley Filer which 
Mr. Callaghan claims is capable of 
performing one of the most accurate 
filing jobs done by any machine. 
The first process is the jointing 
which is done, Mr. Callaghan says, 
with an accuracy that can not be 
duplicated by hand. This machine 
also takes care of the bevelling pro- 
cess and ts used again to touch up 
the saw after it has been reset. 

The retoother, although a simple 
looking band operated machine, 
performs the feat that Mr. Callaghan

believes to be one of the most im- 
portant in the preparation of filing 
@ Saw. With the use of the retoother, 
Mr. Callaghan claims that he is 
able to straighten out the cutting 
edge of any hand saw. He pointed 
Out that many saws lose their use- 
fulness when they become worn 
down in the centre. This, he Says, 
Can hardly be remedied by hand. 
With the retoother, the sawing edge 
is cut back until it is straight and 
all teeth are back in cutting use 
again. He says that this machine 
will also retooth a saw to serve as 
@ cross-cut or rip at the desire of 
the owner. The guide bars supplied 
with the machine will permit him to 
make 10 different cutting edges 
ranging from 16 point. 

Presently, Mr. Callaghan is awalt- 
ing other attachments which will 
permit him to set band saws as well 
as hand saws and circulars, He is 
still engaged at his trade of carp- 
enter and plans on carrying on the 
Saw filing business {n his Spare time 
or until business forces him to de- 
vote his full time to it,

Mayor Wants Dual 
ontroversy To Be 


Asked Monday what he thougnt 
of the suggestion advanced last 
week by the Post to the effevt that 
the changeover from the dual posi- 
tion arrangement here be gradual 
with Chief Webster training his suc- 
cessor, Mayor Lamb sidestepped 
the issue momentarily. He counter- 
ed with a question relative to the 
time last fall when he had wanted 
the issue put to a vote of the people 
and had been denied his desire. 
However, he didn’t take long on 
this point before he announced 
flatly that “as far as this council 
is concerned, the whole issue signed, 
sealed and delivered.” He ad- 
vised the press to forget the past atid 
suggest things that Council should 
look into in the future. 

Out of curiosity as to just how 
some of the townsfolk felt about 
the way the situation had been 
handled, the Post contacted, at ran 
dom, ten people who happened to 
be in the downtown area Monday 
afternoon. They were queried con- 
cerning the handling of the dual 
position issue and all ten perple 
seemed vitally interested in the 
matter. Readers may be equally in- 
terested in their reaction. 

The questions asked were “Do 

Qi the present Po'ice Chief 
wining Lindsay’s next Fire Chief 
and a gradual change back to se- 
parate heads for each department?” 
and “Are you opposed to the way 
the matter was handled by coun- 
cil and would you have preferred 
to have the fate of the dual position 
settled by a vote of the people?” 

The first person to whom the 
questions were put was the manager 
of a department store. He answer- 
ed all three questions by saying 
that he was opposed to the change- 
over under any circumstances, but 
would have favoured a vote on the 
matter. 


The manager of a shoe repalr 
shop said he felt that the ques- 
tion should have been handled by 
council but it appeared to him that 
no concrete reason was given for 
instigating the change baci to the 
two offices. He suggested that a fire 
chief should be hired who was fully 
trained and preferrably an outsider 
as the town had learned that much 
superior service could be expected 
from outside blood. 

The answer to all three questions 
should lay in the hands of council 
said the manager of another de- 
partment store He said that council 
was elected to handle these matters 
and should act without having pe- 
titions presented periodically to 
guide them. 

A shoe store manager said that a 
town the size of Lindsay, if it were 
to hire a fire chief, should take on 
an experienced man. He was of 
the opinion that the matter of 
the dual position was handled in 
an overhanded manner »y coun- 
cil but he did not think that the 
question should be put to a vote 
of the people. He suggested that 
the ratepayers could elect a council 
next year that would re-instate 
Chief Webster if it were not satis- 
fied with the way things were being 
done. 

“Chief Webster should definitely 
train the next fire chief” said a 
delivery man. He said the Chief 
appeared to be a very intelligent 
man and should be able to train 
a fire chief for the town. He was of 
the opinion that council handled 
the matter of the dual position 
“pretty roughly” and thought that 
the people should have had the 
question on their ballots. 

A pharmacist said that the town 
should hire a trained fire chief. 
He said that he thought that 
the way the council handled athe

appeared to be railroaded through 
council, Under those circumstances 
he said, “the question should have 
been put to a vote of the people.” 

A housewife was also of the 
opinion that Chief Webster shoula 
train the new fire chief. She as- 
mitted that she had missed attend- 
ing the meeting at which the dual 
role question had been settled bm 
said that council had the facts © 
certainly had time to make a decis- 
jon.

Ottawa, Feb, 20—Cigaret-smok- 
ing, a habit which puts more than 
$100,000,000 revenue in the federal 
treasury every year, came under 
attack in the Commons yesterday. 

Rev. Daniel McIvor (L. Fort Wil- 
liam), got the floor with a motion 
calling for a special committee to 
conside, “the entire cigaret prob- 
lem; {ts effect’ on moral, mental and 
physical health, especially teenag- 
ers and unborn children; fire haz- 
ard and other related details.” 

No member rose to challenge Mr. 
MclIvor's contention that the smok- 
ing habit is harmful and a curse to 
the nation but the House turned 
down his resolution by a recorded 
yote of 92 to 48, It is not too often 
that private resolutions attain the 
dignity of forcing a formal vote of 
the House. 

Another minister of the gospel, 
Rev. E. G, Hansell (SC, Mcleod), 
supported the Fort William pastor 
and Health Minister Martin con- 
gratulated both men on bringing 
the’ situation to the notice of the 
House but suggested that Mr. Mc- 
Ivor's purpose had been served by 
the discussion.

He said the government will try 
to try to see that most of the new 
homes built this year are in areas 
where the need is greatest. Winter 
said: “We know that it directly 
affects the efficiency and the size 
of the defense program.” 

The reconstruction minister said 
that the government decision to re- 
strict second mortgages is a tem- 
porary measure which will be re- 
moved once the supply situation 
improves. :

Conant Sees 
Atom Bombing 
Here Certainty 


(British United Press) 

Canadians have been given a grim 
look into the future by two experts 
speaking on atomic warfare. 

A top United States civil defense 
official, Dr. Dwayne Orton, said in 
Hull, Quebec, that an atom war 
would make “Every man, woman, 
and child” as expendable as a rear 
guard soldier. _ 

Dr. Orton told Provincial i ae 
at the second civil defense train- 
ing course that 70 per cent of an 
attacking air force could be expect- 
ed to reach its targets, 

“Things once taken for granted 
now have entirely changed,” Dr. 
Orton said. “Air power over the ice 
caps of the north must replace the 
bastion of the British Navy which 
once guaranteed freedom to all 
nations.” 

Dr, Orton told the 36 experts re- 
presenting civil defense organizat- 
ions throughout the Dominion that 
Canada was “ahead of the United 
States in starting its civillan de- 
fense program.” 

He stresed the need for educating 
the civilian population down to 
the level of the individual. 

“The task,” he said, “is to build 
fortitude in our people so that they 
will reject panic and stay on their 
jobs.” 

And in Toronto, Canadians were 
warned that at some time and in 
some place they will be attacked 
with atom bombs. 

The phophecy was made by for- 
mer Ontario Premier Gordon D. 
Conant.

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Labor Puts Unprecedented 
Pressure On Government 
For Rent-Price ‘Freeze‘

Organized labor put unprecedent- 
ed pressure on Ottawa Tuesday for 
an immediate freeze or rents and 
prices. At the same time, laboy de- 
clared wage controls are unnecessary 
at this time. 2 

The demands were put to Prime 
Minister Louls St. Laurent and his 
cabinet by the country's four maj- 
or labor organizations—The Trades 
and Labor Congress, the Canadian 
Congress of Labor, the Canadian 
and Catholic Confederation of Lab- 
or, and the Jolnt Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Railway Transporta- 
tion Brotherhoods. 

The unionists presented a brief 
asking for the controls and adding 
that, 1f wage controls are considered 
necessary, they could first be con- 
sidered by a joint conference of 
government, labor, and management. 

The brief said Labor recognized 
that even with the most complete 
and energetic contro] policy, prices 


could not be kept stationary be- 
cause of economic forces outside 
Canada. However, the Unionists 
added, the forces “make it even 
More important that sych controls 
as can be exercised be made effect- 
ive in Canada.” 

The Labor spokesman suggested 
that all future applications for price 
and rent increases go before a public 
board, on which Labor should be 
represented. The brief charged that 
the absence of workers’ representa- 
tion on the Prices and Trade Board 
was a “serious error” in the last 
war, 

Another point made by the union 
leaders is that, failing rent controls, 
hundreds of thousands of families 
will have to cut their living stand- 
ards severely just to provide shelt- 
er, 

The brief dismissed arguments a- 
gainst the reimposition of controls 
and said it was not necessary to wait 
until shortages appear. 


Would Get Compensating Time Off; 
General Delivery Service Is Out 
Unless You’re Not On A Route 


Following the appearance of ay, 


story in Monday's Post regarding 
the mail delivery situation in Lind- 
say, the postmaster, Mr. Warner, 
has made some suggestions which 
may help to clear the situation up. 

Mr. Warner first stated emphati- 
cally that there was one complete 
mail delivery all over Lindsay on 
Saturday morning. According to 
Monday's story, a clergyman claim- 
ed that he had received no mail 
on Saturday mornings and assumed 
that Friday night’s mail was not de- 
livered until Monday. Mr. Warner 
says that all mail carriers, even 
those who have been relieved of 
their regulay routes, are enlisted on 
Saturday and the town is completely 
covered. He further adds that this 
delivery takes care of any mail that 
comes into the post office on Fri- 
day and is not delivered that day. 
He says that there is a further de- 
livery to the business section of Sat- 
urday morning’s incoming mail. The 


“postmaster said that there was a plan 


being offered called a liquidation 
week. He could not say definitely 
whethe; this plan would be carried 
out but said he expected it would be 
in effect in Lindsay by April 1st. 
According to this plan, the carriers 
would work eight hours per day, six 
days per week. Currently they have 
been working until Saturday noon 
By the proposed plan, each carried 
will be given one week's leave at the 
end of every 11 weeks’ work in lieu 
of the Saturday half holiday. 

When questioned concerning the 
savings that the new plan might be 
making, Mr. Warner said that no 
great economy would be shown for 
some time but eventually the cut 
down in staff would prove more 
economical. He pointed out that the 
plan at present was to absorb into 
the vacancies in the post office any 
of the carriers who were laid off. 
If there were no vacancies to accom- 
modate these men, their names were 
listed with the Civil Service and in- 
Stead of taking on new men in the 
service, these former employees 
would be taken back on. In a 
matter of a yeay or two a consider- 
able economy would be felt, he said, 
that could not be noted immediately. 

The new postal regulations, Mr. 
Warner said, made no difference to 
persons who were receiving their 
mail by general delivery but, he 
hastened to add, that persons could 
not take their mai] through general 
delivery or a post office box unless 
they had a good reason. In other 
words, one cannot be placed on the 
general delivery list or rent a post 
office box unless one does not reside 
On a carrier route, He said that the 
men in the post office could not de- 
liver from the wicket any mai) that 
was to be handled by the carrier as 
it would probably cause a terrific 
jam and would certainly cause the 
carrier a great deal of trouble, 

He continued by saying that no 
plan which reduced the service 
would meet with the entire approy- 
al of everyone but he hoped that in 
as short a time as possible, the new 
regulations would be working 
smoothly and would satisfy the ma- 
jority.

Victims of falls on icy CHES 
are not all able to collect damages 
from the town.

EDITORIALS 


MUNICIPAL REPORTS SHOULD 
BE READILY AVAILABLE 

Sometimes one of the hardest missions a news- 
paperman can be assigned to Is the securing of a 
report on some public project. There are often frequent 
attempts to throw him off the trail and sidetrack him 
in his effort to get at the facts, There are plausible 
(to the ears of the inexperienced) excuses for not giving 
him a copy of a report which is known to be available. 
Jsually these excuses are the soul of courtesy itself, 
being given in a kindly manner and in such a way 
as to make even a seasoned newspaperman wonder If 
what he knows to be true is really true—that what he 
‘is really getting is the good, old-fashioned “run- 
around.” 

The fact is that it is almost astonishing at times to 
witness the amount of effort some servant of the 
public will expend to protect the public from finding 
out what is happening to its own interests. The thought 
never seems to occur to these individuals that any” 
local citizen has a perfect right to inspect for his (or 
her) self any public report on projects financed by the 
town. 

Public reports should be immediately accessible 
and the enquiring public, whether they be newspaper- 
men or ordinary interested citizens, should be made 
feel welcome to examine any statements on municipal 
business at any time. These reports or statements 
should be proferred, not the object of a search. They 
should be easily accessible as soon as they are received. 
Anything short of this constitutes a breach of public 
rights and sometimes throws undeserved suspicion 
on the person or persons who iry to delay the release 
of public information. 

The Post would like to see some member of 
Council have a resolution placed on record whereby 
it would be made clear that all reports relative to 
public business become accessible to the general pub- 
lic (newspapermen included) immediately on receipt.

A VOICE STIFLED 

Worty years ago a writer on Argentina described 
La Prensa (The Press) as “a newspaper of which any 
country or city might be proud.” That has remained 
true down to the recent demise of the outstanding 
publication under the pressures of the Peron regime. 

Resembling in appearance and standards The 
Times, of. London, La Prensa was credited with pub- 
lishing more foreign news than any other paper in 
the world; it had among Argentines a reputation for 
accuracy as well as’ independence and consequently 
was influential. 

That influence was anathema to President Juan 
Peron; for while La Prensa was temperate and im- 
personal in editorial comment, it pointed out govern- 
mental shortcomings and printed facts the government 
did not wish publicized. This approached “disrespect” 
under the Peronista laws. 

a Prensa was severely restricted in its once 
ample supplies of newsprint paper. Then the govern- 
ment took over the preparation of lists of those seek- 
ing employment, prohibiting personal advertisements 
for this purpose. Finally the government-controlled 
news vendors’ union demanded exclusive distribution 
rights In Buenos Aires and 20 per cent of the paper's

Egg Grading 

From hen to dealer --the egg has 
a carefully watched life. And of 
course, consumers profit by all 
these measures taken to insure the 
quality of the eggs they buy. First 
of all, all eggs sold on retail mar- 
kets in Canada must be graded 
A1-A-B- or C. While grade Al eggs 
are the highest quality, they are not 
generally available. For they are 
marketed only by inspected farms 
operating under a special permit 
from the Canada Department of 
agriculture. 

Grade A is the highest grade which 

you commonly buy. Both this grade 
and A-1 eggs are sold in three sizes 
according to weight, as large, medi- 
um and pullet. 

Grade B comes next in quality, 
then grade C. However, you don’t 
often see grade C eggs as they rare- 
ly appear in retail stores. Grade B 
and © eggs are sold only as large 
or medium. 

One thing which the home eco- 
nomists of the Department of Agri- 
culture point out is that each of 
these sizes 1s governed by specific 
weight regulations. Large eggs must. 
Weigh at least 24 ounces per dozen 
--medium 22-24 ounces and pullet 
eggs 18-22 ounces per dozen. That 
in short is the story of egg grades. 

Although each egg is sold in a 
“consumer package” the shell which 
protects the edible part is porous. 
As odours and bacteria may pene- 
trate inside this shell, store the eggs 
covered and away from highly 
flavored foods. 

Dryness and heat are the two 
big factors which affect the quali- 
ty of eggs. For this reason, they 
should be stored in a cool place, 
preferably the refrigerator. 


Spring Styles 
Next month, Canadian designers 
will introduce their spring styles to 
Britain’s fashion world. 
On the invitation of the British 


Board of Trade --a group of models 
will fly to England early next 
month with the creations of 40 
designers.

grants totalled $10,125 or $1,080 
more. In addition to having less 
money to spend, the 1950 Recreation 
Commission cut its suit according to 
its cloth. Expenditures for the year 
were $122 less than the grants they 
received from all sources, This is 
in contrast to an excess of expendi- 
tures over grants in 1949 of $175. 


However, while there was actu- 
ally less spent on recreation in 
Lindsay in 1950, the amount which 


the taxpayer was called upon to 
pay for it was not less. The town’s 
contribution to recreation this year 


amounted to $5,000, Last year it 
was $4,848, It must be pointed out 
here that the $5,000 spent on rec- 
reation in 1950 was approximately 
a $1,000 less than was set aside for 
that purpose by Council in striking 
its 1950 estimates. In other words, 
$6,000 (approximately) was auth- 
orlzed for expenditure on recrea- 
tion arid of his amount only $5,000 
Was used. 

Grants made towards recreation 
in Lindsay last year were made up 
as follows: Province of Ontario 
2, Town of Lindsay $5,000, Com_ 
eo Chest $1,000, Red Cross $175, 

ndry donations $235, Rent $13, for 

@ total of $9,044. 

Receipts from activities at the 
Recreation Centre were $1,760 
short of paying for thelr participa- 
tion. General expenses amounted 

$7,052 making a total net loss 
from activities of $8,812, Take this 
amount away from the grants re- 
ceived and {t will be seen that $232 
of the money received was still re- 
maining. However, an additional $109 

Was spent on repairs to the recrea- 

tion rooms and after this was paid 

the amount of unused grants stood 
at $123.

Mystery Missile 
Weapons experts are studying a 
Teport of “mysterious missles fired 
at an American ship off Korea.

Physicians who were practising 
before the discovery of insOlin by 
Drs, Banting and Best will remem- 
per the discouraging problem of 
dinbetes. By following a rigid diet, 
a diabetic might be kept alive for a 
few months or even years, but the 
disease was practically always 1at- 
al. Physicians today know, and 
their patients know, that there is 
no reason why there should be any 
deaths from diabetes if the insulin 
hardening of the arteries caused by 
treatment is followed faithfully. 

Dinbetics have formed an sAsso- 
ciation, the American Diabetes As- 
sociation Inc., which is spreading 


the good news that the lives of dia-| 


betics may be prolonged so that 
most can live as long as if they did 
not have diabetes. 

During the Diabetes Detection 
Drive last November, a pamphlet 
was given general distribution in 
which diabetics and the families of

Production trerids in the certified 
seed potato industry show that 
Katahdin variety has outstripped 
both the old standard varieties, 
green mointain and irish cobbler, 
Last year, it made up nearly one~- 
half of the total seed produced Jn 
| Canada. 
| Agriculture officials report tliat 
| Canada's export of certified seed 
potatoes has increased from a few 
| bushels --since the industry was 
| started in 1915 --to a record high 
of seven and a half million bushels, 
And they say that these exports go 
te 15 countries throughout the 
world. . 

As the United States absorbs 87 
percent of the total seed exports, 
they point out that Canada’s cer- 
tifled seed potato Industry is a 
steady United States dollar earner. 

For many years, varieties like 
green mountain and irish cobbler 
have occupied the top production 
spots in the Canadian certified po- 
tato industry. Today, however, lar- 
gely due to export demand, the 
Katahdin variety has taken over, 

Agriculture officials say the Kat- 
|ahdin variety represented nearly 
one-third of all certified seed ,po- 
tatoes produced last year in the 
| United States. And in Canada, this 
| same variety made up nearly one- 
half of the total seed produced. 

Of course, the production of seed 
| potato varieties In Canada is 
| governed to a considerable extent 
| by export requirements. Increasing 
demand for netted gem and white 
rose means that these varieties are

Must We Supply Our Hens 
With Teeth 

In the poultry world the term 
“grit” is used rather loosely, being 
applied to both the so-called solu- 
able*and insoluable grits, The for- 
mer are the calcium bearing ma- 
terlals, such as«caleitic limestone 
and oyster shells, which are fed 
primarily because of their calcium 
content, for bone building and egg 
shell formation. The latter are the 
insoluable compounds, such as si- 
lica, and granite which are fed be- 
cause of the apparent need of the 
birds for some hard material to 
grind the feed in the gizzard, or, in 
other words to supply the birds 
with teeth. It is the insoluable grits 
that concern us here, says Research 
Officer T, M. MacIntyre of Federal 
Experimental Farm, Nappan, N.S. 

Practical poultrymen feed grit to 
hens, presumably to help them 
grind up the feed in the gizzard, 
and they have recelved encourage- 
ment in this practice from scien- 
tific poultrymen, despite the fact | 
that investigation frequently indi- | 
cated that grit was not necessary,( | 
and, in some cases, might even be 
harmful, It is generally agreed 
that excessive grit may be harm- 


; ful to young chickens particularly 


if the particles are sharp or very 
fine. 

The feeding of insoluable grit 
probably has its origin in the ob- 
servation of early workers, who 
noticed birds picking up pebbles 
as they searched for food. The 
natural conclusion to this obser- 
vation is that birds require some 
hard material to help the gizzard do 
its job, However, some observers 
do not credit birds with such inteli- 
gence and as early as the 18th 
century the Itallan anatomist Spal- 
lanzani declared that “the col- 
lecting of pebbles was probably less 
the effect of choice than stupidity”. 
Tt has been demonstrated that 
birds can live without gizzard, but 
that they digest coarsely-ground 
rations poorly. Nevertheless, the 
practice of feeding grit continues 
and aside from the fact that care 
must be exercised in feeding grit'to 
very young chickens, little or no 
trouble is encountered. The need 
for grit appears to be more urgent 
where birds range on grass and 
there is a danger of impaction from 
the grass eaten. 

The need for grit must not be 

confused with the requirements for 
a calcium supplement. Limestone, 
oyster shell, etc. are primarily cal- 
cium supplements, although they 
do serve in the dual role as grind- 
ing materials also, The so-called 
limestone grits are supposed to 
serve this dual roll. Such materials 
should be used with caution, par- 
ticularly with growing stock which 
are receiving a balanced ration. 
The addition of a soluble grit 
to such a ration may result in ex- 
ceaslve intake of calcium and de- 
ranged calclum metabolism. No 
trouble 1s encountered with laying 
hens, 
If birds require a grinding material, 
then the hardest and least soluble 
material obtainable should be most 
suitable. Most poultrymen agree 
that the feeding of insoluble grits 
to mature birds is beneficial. In the 
light of present knowledge this is 
a practice which can be safely 
continued. It 1s well to remember, 
however, that there js a difference 
between soluble and _ insoluble 
grits. Don't give your birds false 
teeth by feeding soluble grits; if 
you must feed grit, feed an insoluble 
material.

High School teachers in Victoria 
County will be granted an across 
the board increase of $900 if the 
association will accept this offer. 
The teachers had asked for a $500 
pay boost. 

The matter of salary changes 
was broached when the newly- 
formed High School Board was ask- 
ed to consider the cost-of-living 
bonus being paid to teacher's by 
the now defunct Lindsay Board of 
Education, The teachers asked that 


J any such bonus be incorporated into 


the salary in order that their sup- 
erannuation fund would get the 
benefit of an increased income. 
Through their spokesman, the tea- 
chers asked for an increase of $500 
effective on January Ist. They also 
wished tobe given the annual in- 
crement permitted by the existing 
salary schedule of $200 in Septem- 
ber of every year. They first asked 
that this increment be increased to 
$300 but later decided that $200 
per year was satisfactory. They were 
asking for the increased salaries to 
try to bring their incomes in line 
with doctors and lawyers of simi- 
lar educational requirements. They 
later reduced their demands for an 
immediate pay increase to $400. 
The committee, which was nego- 
tiating with the teachers, suggest- 
ed that they be given an increase of 
$400 now and no inorease in Sep- 
tember as would ordinarily occur, 
My. MoFadden pointed out that 
the teachers would be receiving 
$200 less than their demands in 
September, He suggested that the 
Board and the teachers split the 
difference and leave only $100 be- 
tween the two bodies. Discussion 
followed as to what might happen 
if the board and the teachers would 
not agree, Mr, Forman said that 
he didn’t think that the teachers 
would strike here. He thought that 
maybe some might resign in June, 
but added “I don’t mind getting one 
or two new teachers every year ~ 
or three or four for that matter”. 
Mr. Deyell made a motion that 
the teachers be given $400 more 
than their salary in September 
1950 and, in September, 1951, be gi- 


“| ven the annual increase of $200. Mr. 


McFadden and Dr, Graham moved 
that the present pay boost be only 
$300. Mr. Forman called for a 
standing yote and Mr. McFadden’s 
suggestion carried 12-4. The salaries 
of the principals in Little Britain, 
Bobcaygeon and Woodville will be 
equalized at $2900, It was also 
moyed and passed that Mr. Eberlee 
be given an increase of $300 over 
his September salary as the motion 
covering teachers did not apply to 
him.

Transport Is 
Big Problem 
Of HS. Bd. 


Transportation of the students in 
the Victoria County District High 
School Area seems to be the great- 
est difficulty the Board has to ov- 
ercome. Some routes have not been 
established yet and several con- 
tracts had to be approved. 

Several matters of transportation 
were brought before the Victoria 
County High School Board but most 
of these matters were left in the 
hands of the Transportation Com- 
mittee, There was considerable de- 
bate about a route in North Verul- 
am where the parents and some of 
the students had been driving to 
school with no arrangement made} 
for payment. A bus company had 
been contacted regarding the moy- 
ing of the 12 pupils involved and 
were told that it would cost $12 
per day. The Board thought of pay- 
ing the drivers of the cars but were 
hampered by the fact that one or 
two of the drivers were under 21 and 
could not therefore act as drivers 
of school buses, as their vehicles 
would become if the driver accepted 


pay. The matter was finally left in 
the hands of the committee to make 
the necessary arrangements with 
drivers. 

Mr. McInnis brought up the mat- 
ter of a man in his municipality 
who had asked pay for bringing his 
daughter 31-2 miles to catch a bus. 
This subject later started off a con- 
siderable discussion about the lim~ 
it a child should be asked to walk 
to catch a ride on a bus going to high 
school. 

Mr. Elliot, of North Emily said 
there were some students in his area 
walking 21-2 miles night and morn- 
ing to meet the bus. Mr. Ourrins, 
Ops township trustee levelled a 
forefinger at Jasper Forman and 
said “You told the council that 11-2 
miles would be the limit.” Mr. For- 
Man replied “I didn't say that", to 
which Mr, Ourrins snapped “I can 
‘bring the whole council here that 
heard you say that,” Mr. Forman 
said that “I was very, careful what 
I promised and I promised nothing 
like that,” 

Mr, Forman then asked what the 
board planned to do about this par- 
ticular girl's travelling expenses. 
Someone moved that the father be 
Paid 60c per day. Mr. Blliott said 
“Pass that motion and you will have 
150 people applying for travelling 
expenses.” 

Someone spoke up and said that 
31-2 miles was too far for a child 
to walk to catch a bus every day, 
Mr. Forman said that 21-2 miles 
was no hardship for a child of 15 
or 16 years, Mr, Ourrins again 
spoke and said to Mr. Forman “You 
Said as plain as anything that 11-2 
or two miles was as far as any 
child would have to walk.” 

Mr. Forman again denied having 
said it, saying "I don’t remember 
that.” Mr. Currins replied that 
that was the only reason Ops had 
joined the Area. Mr. McFadden 
made a motion that 11-2 miles be 
the limit a child be asked to walk to 
catch a bus. Dr. Graham second- 
ed the motion. Mr. Wilford said that 
11 contracts had been drawn up all 
using two miles as the limit. The 
motion was changed to read two 
miles instead of 11-2 miles and 
Nit was carried. Mr, Wilford in 
Speaking of the case at hand said 
that the Department has made pro- 
Vision for feeder lines to the buses 
and would make a grant to cover 
the transportation costs. The mat- 
ter of the girl's transportation was 
finally left in the hands of the 
committee, 

The Board gave approval to 11 
contracts drawn up for transporta- 
tlon of students, The 11 contracts 
totalled $91,000 per year, The

Reds Real Goal, 
Club Told Here 


“This Changing World” was the 
title of a most inspiring address 
given to members of the Canadian 
Club Thursday evening, The speak- 
er was Sir Louts Beale, K.C.M.G,, 
CBE. LLD., a brilliant British 
diplomat, who has travelled widely 
throughout the world. 


Following the grace and toast to 


to our main task of making the 
world a happier place for man. 
There were five events during 
the past half century the speaker 
said, which to his mind were of the 
most profound significance, The 
first of these was the change in the 
leadership from the old world to 
the new. The 19th century was a 


the King, and a most excellent 
dinner, served by the ladies of the 
church, in the basement of the 
Queen Street United Church, the 


British century, with British su- 
premacy in the economic, the poll- 
tical and military fields. In the 
two wars, the speaker said, Britain 


speaker was introduced by Mr. 
Harvey Forsyth, 

“I am greatly honoured that 
you have invited me to be here 
with you tonight, and I thank you 
for your kindly welcome. I am not 
an historian, as you will soon 
discover. I am not a military expert 
or a scientist. Iam not ever a poli- 
ticlan. I am a humble student of 
human nature...T believe that hu- 
man kindness {s the most beautiful 
thing in the whole world,” said Sir 
Louis. 

“At this half way mark of the 
twentieth century, the tide of our 
human affairs Is at the flood, The 
question is, where are we going, 
and what Mes ahead? In no other 
period of history has there been 
such spectacular rises and falls... 
of dictators, kings and emperors as 
during the past 50 years.” During 
the year just ended, the speaker 
Went.on, the free peoples of the 
world were jolted into an aware- 
ness of a great, an awful danger 
when Communism threw down the 
challenge of open aggression. Now 
our e had been opened, he said, 
Korea had transformed our world. 
It was impossible to tell with any 
degree of certainty how the future 
had been affected by the critical 
events taking place in Korea. 
If Russia succeeded in creating a 
great world, war in As{a, the free 
peoples would have to concentrate 
thelr for there, and there would 
be little left to stop her from tak- 
ing over the rest of Europe, with 
its Immense resources and industrial 
facilities. Steel was a yardstick, 
Sir Louls said; Russi{a’s annual pro- 
duction was 27 million tons, but if 
she had added to that the 60 mil- 
lion tons annual output of Western 
Europe, she would be far too near 
to the million production of 100 
tons of the United States. Western 
Europe would be a fat prize for 
steel -short Russia. It was in 
Europe that the world’s destiny 
would be decided. 

Our real opponent in this world 
struggle was not China, it was 
Russia, he sald. The eyents in the 
east tended to make the defence 
of Europe recede from our minds, 
and perhaps that was just what 
the Russians wanted, The most 
urgent task before us today was 
the rearming of Western Europe. 
Moscow could choose anywhere in 
the world she liked to make trouble, 
because the free people had lost 
the Initiative, “We haye been put 
into the position of having to im- 
the best we can in the 

ssible time against the 
worst that Russia can do.’ If we 
calculated rightly there might come 
a prolonged calm in international 
affairs, but we had to make the 
world safe before we could go back 


now 


gaye of her all that the light of 
freedom might continue to shine in 
the world, and today she would 
once more give her all that man 
should continue to walk in freedom 
and dignity. Up to 1914 there were 
eight great nations, Sir Louis said. 
Today there were but two, the 
United States of America and Rus- 
sia remained snarling behind her 
iron curtain, the generous people 
of the United States gave of their 
abundance to succour a stricken 
worlrd. “To the United States,” Sir 
Louis went on, “has come a respon- 
sibility that has never before come 
to any nation. Without the stabil- 
ity and the productivity of the 
United States, the world would be 
in chaos”. 

In the past ten years, the speak- 
er said, ‘foreign aid had taken 
about 6 per cent of the average 
Canadian income. The proportion 
fcr the United States was some- 
what less. Canada’s recent defence 
budget had given confidence to the 
pt ple of the western world. 

The second event was the big 
threat of Communism. The conflict 
between the free world and the so- 
viet world was a conflict between 
two fundamentally different ways 
of life: freedom as against slavery. 
The western world had chosen the 
way of freedom, to its peoples the 
State was a servant of man, not an 
oppressor. 

The third event was the resolu- 
tion in Asia, the awakening of the 
people of Asia against their op- 
pressors, “The threat of Commu- 
nism and revolution in Asia puts 
this question”, the speaker said, 
“can we defeat Communism unless 
we first conquer human suffering? 
The future will belong to those 
who had done the most for suf- 
fering humanity. 

The fourth event was the atomic 
bomb. The security we felt several 
years ago, sald the speaker, has 
disappeared with the knowledge 
that Russia had the bomb. The 
atomic bomb was an awful threat 
to the world. 

The fifth event was the bro- 
therhood of the United Nations, 

“Let us look at the setting in 
which these events have happened” 
sald Sir Louis, During the years 
which ushered in the 20th cen- 
tury, he went on, life was lived in 
& comfortable and familiar world. 
The British navy patrolled the 
seven seas and kept the world 
peaceful. Large numbers of people 
left the old world tor the new, and 
it was not only the poor who came, 
but the strong and adventurous as 
well. It seemed then that the world 
was set for an era of peace and 
tranquility. But there was under 
the surface of Europe an unrest 
which came to a climax in 1914.

At the end of World War I, ar I, the | 
speaker continued, there were hopes 
that peace and sanity had again 
come to the world and during the 
next ten years there was an appa: 
ent tranquility. and some pros- 
perity. In 1029, the depressiow 
sparked Hitlers despotic ascendency. 
The Rhineland was re-occunied, 
followed by the rape of Austria, 
and failure of appeasement. Forty 
million people, soldiers and ctvili- 
ans were killed during World War 2. 

One great enemy, Nazi Germany, 
was vanquished, said Sir Louis, but 
out of victory came two horrors, the 
atom bomb and communism. “Is it 
any wonder that to millions of its 
inhabitants, the world today has 
become a terrible place, and bears 
little resemblance to life at the be- 
ginning of the century?” Neverthe- 
less, we had much to be thankful 
for, he went on, the great spiritual 
brotherhood of the free people of the 
world, the advances in medical scl- 
ence, and the improvement in the 
standard of life for millions of peo- 
ple. “There is a growing brother- 
hood of standard bearers of West- 
ern Christian civilization which 
may be the forerunners of the bro- 
therhood of all mankind.” Against 
this there is the rapid spread of 
communism during the past five 
years. The two wars we had suf- 
fered had resulted in many more 
people being enslaved. One third of 
the entire population of the world is 
now under communist domination. 
and without the spilling of one drop 
of Russian blood. All this had taken 
place in the short space of five 
years; it was without parallel in 
history, Peace to be enduring requir- 
ed far more effort than the people 
of the western world had put in dur- 
ing those five years. Too much effort! 
had been put into the acquiring of 
material things, but this was not) 
the way to make them strong tol 
fight oppression. For many years 
the Asiatic had led a much harder 
life than the people of the west, and 
he could stand up to fnuch more 
hardship. “The Asiatic is a mighty 
tough foe,” sald Sir Louis, “And the| 
pity is that he is today our foe when 
he should be our friend, or rather, 
we should be his friend.” The trag- 
edy of China today was that this 
wonderful people should come un- 
der communist domination, four mil- 
lions of them, The Chinese civiliza- 
tion was much older than that of 
the west, and the Ohinese were in 
many Ways superior. But the com- 
mon lot of most of them had been 
neay starvation for many yetrs. The 
great dream of the Chinese peasant 
had been to own a little piece of 
land of his own from which he could 
get enough food for himself and his 
family. . , the speaker went on. “We 
were fully aware of his oppression, 
his misery, his starvation. We 
knew that his need could be ex-| 
pressed as simply as this: enough) 
to eat and justice. We knew, and 
too often we turned aside.” 


The communists promised the) 
Chinese land and Mberation and 
thelr empty stomachs guided them 
in their decision. The policy of the 
communists had nothing whatever 
to do with the happiness of the 
Chinese, or anyone else, the speaker 
sald, Already China's well trained 
army was by force attempting to 
carry out the orders of its Soviet 
masters and impose its will on nej- 
ghbouring states. The people of Asia 
had been’ inert for centuries; today 
their eyes were opening to wider vis- 
tas, and unfortunately, most of them 
were alert in the communist cause 


| 


“Suppose it spreads to the whole 
of Asia” the speaker said, “We have 
heard a good deal in recent weeks 
about diplomacy, China is today 
riding om the peak of a revolution. 
The best hope for us in the West 
Js to decline to engage with China in 
a full fledged clash," Those who 
have been expecting a change of 
heart or that Titolsm will spread 
fre doomed to disappointment, It 
Js a fight to the finish, the speaker 
sald, a fight that we must win be- 
cause the difference between win- 
ning and losing is the difference be- 
tween living and dying. 

There was still another great area 
of the world, the continent of Af- 
rica, which forms a sort of cushion 
between the east and the west. Af- 
rica had a population, the speaker 
said, of some 200 million people of 
many races, mostly black. It was 
a country of great wealth as yet 
untouched, We of the west, sald) 
Sir Louis, had a great responsibility 
and a great duty, “for I believe we 
can make that one of the great 
safety cushions of the whole world, 
Let us be honest with ourselves. We 
do not work for liberty, for freedom, 
for brotherhood, as these men work 
for communism. Moscow Is turn- 
ing off the lights of the world, and 
We must turn them on faster than 
Moscow ‘can turn them off.” 

Moscow had found out that we 
were united, the speaker went on, 
but she had also found out that we 
were weak. We dared not fritter 
away one precious moment, We 
had delayed too long in realizing! 
thes, Moscow recognizes only

‘stant. “Man always needs great 
moral strength,” Sir Louis said, 
but in the present world situation, 
as Mr, Churchill once said, “Moral 
force {8 no substitute for armed 
force, though it is a very great| 
reinforcement.” Happily for the fut- 
ure of mankind there was being 
forged a great power for peace and 
justice, led by the United States, and. 
sparked and encouraged by the 
Canadian Minister for Defence; 
the United Nations is at work. The 
free world today is unified. 

The prospects today were grim, 
the speaker said; it was either all 
out war, or the threat of it. But all 
the free peoples must guard their 
freedom, and work for it, There 
could be no more easy living if 
freedom was to survive, Great arm- 
ed forces must be maintained by 
high taxation, and that was just the 
prospect before the free peoples of 
the west. They were confronted 
with a period of tension, and suc- 
cessfully to meet it an enduring ef- 
fort was needed, and a confidence 
in their responsibility. “But while 
these problems before us may seem 
difficult, they are not insoluble. The 
standards of living may seem bleak. 
but they are not intolerable. of 
course we can overcome all the 
problems and all the dangers, and 
of course, we shall overcome them. 
It is always the test of character to 
be up against it, and we are up 
against it now. The two great wars 
have shown to what heights man 
and women can rise.” We have now 
learned that while you can have 
power without freedom you could 
not have freedom without power, 
he added. 

The picture was indeed a somb- 
er one, the speaker said. Great as 
had been the achievements of the 


them would probably show that 
most of them were either for plea- 
Sure or destruction. It was a good 
thing to check up once in a while 
to see that we had not lost the 
things that money could not buy. 
The truth today was just what it 
was in 1900, Freedom, justice, com- 
passion and hope came from the 
beginning of time, and they would 
endure for ever. A man’s happiness 
and peace of mind could not be 
bought, but it could be earned or 
Won, A strong enduring life could 
not_be achieved jf only the mater- 
ig] things were supplied. There was 
a need for those things which be- 
longed to the spirit. 

“We shall press forward steadily 
and surely until at least we come 
out into the fresh clean air of bro- 
therhood,” the speakey concluded. 

Following a number of questions, 
a vote of thanks was proposed to 
the speaker by Mr, Roy Shields, and 
with the singing of ‘O Canada’ the 
meeting came to an end.

Bounties Paid 
On Fox, Wolf 
Down Locally 


The practice ot paying a bounty 
in the county for foxes may be 
bearing fruit at last, For the 
month of January, the bounty paid 
for foxes was considerably lower 
than for January of 1950. The 
bounty paid out for wolves is also 
lower for January, 

The Department of Lands and 
Forests says that foxes are decreas- 
ing in number which also may be 
the lower bounty 
this year. Department biologists are 
studying a type of pneumonic dis- 
ease which ts believed responsible 
for the deaths of many foxes. The 
County Council last year discussed 
the matter of increasing the bounty 
paid on foxes and finally passed a 
motion authorizing the bounty of 
$3 to be paid all the year around in~ 
stead of raising the bounty per fox 
for the season, Ontario County 
has been paying $5 for foxes but re- 
cently the council reduced the 
bounty to $3 because it was thought 
that some hunters were presenting 
foxes for a bounty that were not 
killed within the borders of the} 
county. Victoria paid out $300 in fox; 
bounties in January. | 

Wolf bounties in Victoria also 
dropped off during the month. Ac- 
cording to the Department of Lands 
and Forests, there was a decline. in! 
the whole province in the nas 
of wolves taken in 1949 and 1950, | 
For the year ending March aist,! 
1950, statistics show that 2544 wolv- 
es were killed with bounties amount- 
ing to $56,927. For the whole of 
Ontario in the year previous, 2727 
wolves were killed and $57,977 was 
paid out in bounties. | 

‘The county paid out $130 in wolf} 
bounties in January of this year.) 
The County of Victoria pays a} 
bounty of §30 on wolves killed in| 
the south six townships of wr 
county and $40 for wolves killed 
in the rest of the county. Of this 
bounty, the provinces pays $10. The

District Forester 
Reports On: 


Civil Defense 
Biological Survey 
Muskrat Seasons 


The district forester’s weekly 
bulletin covers a multitude of items 
this week. Included in the digest 
are excerpts from an early law; 
civil defense plans; an item on 
speckled trout yearlings; data con- 
cerning proposed biological surveys 
and information relative to the op- 
en season on muskrats in the Trent 
District. 

Forest and Game Protection: 

Legislation providing for the 
protection of wild lands from fire 
dates back many years in England. 

The following excerpt has been 
taken from the 1792 English Game 
Laws: 
“Black Game and Grouse” 

“and for the further preservation 
of black game and grouse, it Is 
enacted by 4 and 5 Will and Mary, 
c. 29, s, 11. that no person shall 
between the second day of Febru- 
ary, and the twenty-fourth day of 
June, burn any grig, ling, heath, 
furze, goss, or°fern, on any moun- 
tains, hills, heaths, moors, forests, 
chaces, or other wastes, upon pain 
that the offender shall be commit- 
ted to the house of correction for 
any time not exceeding one month, 
nor less than ten days, there to be 
whipped, and kept to hard labour.” 

Such harsh treatment of an of- 
fender is not now considered ap- 
propriate. However, any one con- 
victed of setting out fire without 
authorization or one who permits a 
fire to get out of control is subject 
to fine or imprisonment or both. 
Civil Defense Planning: 

For the purpose of Civil Defense 
Planning, the Department is con- 
ducting a survey of the fire fight- 
ing equipment located in the towns 
throughout the fire district, Par- 
ticular information is required on 
the thread and size of outlets on 
pumps and Water Works Systems 
so that wherever necessary they can 
be adapted to fit 1 1-2 inch For- 
estry hose. 

Speckled Trout: 

The Codrington ‘ Fish "Hatchery, 
situated some fourteen miles south 
of the Town of Campbellford, 1s 
fhe only Trout Hatchery in the 
Trent District. A number of Speck- 
led and Brown trout eggs are re- 
ceived each year from larger 
hatcheries and are incubated, hat- 
ched and reared to yearling size 
under the supervision of Mr. J. V. 
Lueck, Manager, Codrington Pro- 
vincial Fish Hatchery. 

At the present tima Mr. Lueck 
has trout in three stages of de- 
velopment. Approximately 112,000 
Speckled Trout Yearlings, 4 to 8 
inches long, are available for re- 
stocking this c ming spring. In 
addition, some 75,000 Speckled 
Trout Fry and 20,000 Brown Trout 
eyed eggs will be held over and 
planted as yearlings in the spring 
of 1952, 

Mr, H. C. Jackson, Manager of our 
Decr Lake Hatchery, some twelve 
miles north of Havelock, has win- 
tered some 40,000 Speckled Trout 
in a large outdoor pond. These fish 
will be planted ‘as yearlings this 
coming spring. 

Biological Surveys? 

Preliminary surveys of numerous 
lakes in Haliburton, and northerly 
portions of Peterborough and Vic- 
toria counties are being planned for 
the summer of 1951. Some of these 
are required as the result of appli- 
cations for fish and others as part 
of a Department programme to 
work out the best possible manage- 
ment plan for each water area in 
the Trent District. This work will 
be carried out under the direction 
of Charlie Weir, District Biologist. 

Large scale maps of individual 
lakes are belng prepared and areas 
calculated {in acres. All relevant 
data such as depths, extent of deep 
and shallow water, type of bottom 
and shoreline, water temperatures, 
at various depths, weed beds, spawn- 
ing grounds, inlets and outlets, 
transparency of water, oxygen con- 
tent, shoals, source of water supply 
and fish populations will be tabu- 
lated on the maps or recordec in 
more detail in notebooks, Such in- 
formation is necessary to determine 
the species of fish most suitable 
to a lake, to aid in solying angling 
problems, and to govern fishing re-

Annual Report 


Write More, 
Greater Fire 
Losses Offset 


Fire losses were up $2,469,015 with 
the Farmers Union Mutual Fire 
Insurance Co., Lindsay, during the 
past year as compared with the 
year previous. This was disclosed 
today by Secretary-treasurer H. A. 
McFadden when he released the 
company’s annual statement cover- 
ing 1950 operations and the annual 
meeting. This detailed report ap- 
pears on page four of today's Post, 

Referring further to the results 
of the year’s operations, Mr. Mc- 
Fadden notes that operating profit 
amounted to $27,604.05 with net 
insurance amounting to $32,458,074 
in force. Fire losses on direct bust- 
ness totalled $54,366,62 and on re- 
insurance $28,580.76. Total losses be- 
ing $82,947.38. While fire losses 
were up, Mr. McFadden points out 
that new business written more 
than offset the increased losses. 


Strange os it may seem the 
greatest factor in causing the 1950 
fire losses is “unknown”. In other 
words, the secretary-treasurer ex- 
plains, the greatest losses were from 
fires In which the cause was never 
determined. Next in line were los~ 
ses sustained on buildings destroy- 
ed by lightning, livestock killed by 


lightning, stoves and furnaces, 
chimneys, and .exposure, in that 
order.

According to 
one firm, most companies are keep- 
ing their men on the payroll in hop- 
es that colder weather will return 
and the haul can be completed. This 
firm says that there Is a considerable 
quantity of logs still to be taken out.

Toronto—(BUP) The United 
Church of Canada today demanded

The Board 
called for an outright ban on dog 
racing and flood lighted harness 
racing.

Moderator Expresses 


Confidence That Life 


Hereafter Is Reality 


oO 
A stirring address was glyen by 


the Moderator of the United Church 
of Canada, Dr, Clarence M. Nichol- 
son, DD., to a large congregation 
gathered in the Cambridge Street 
United Church yesterday evening. 
Many guests from other communit- 
jes were present. 

Following a short service, addres- 
ses of welcome to the Moderator were 
given by Rev. Kenneth Jull, Chair- 
man of the Lindsay Presbytery, Rey. 
H, Hesketh, Chairman of the Min- 
isterial Association of Lindsay, and 
by Rev. Harold B. Neal, Minister of 
the Cambridge Street United 
Church. 

In opening his address, Dr. Nich- 
olson said, “May I be permitted to 
say how happy I am to be able to 
stand again in this hospitable church 
and how much I appreciate the kind 
words of welcome extended to me 
by the minister of the church, and 
by the representatives of the Min- 
isterial Association and the Presby- 
tery. I remember with great plea- 
sure a brief visit I made here two 
or three years ago. I really felt that 
I had made some friends here, and 
I have that same sense here tonight. 
I have a sense of the friendliness of 
the people here.” 

Dr. Nicholson went on to say how 
deep was his assurance of the 
strength of the church. The gospel 
was being examined and searched 
out in a way that would not have 
been deemed possible 20 or 30 years 
ago. “Men are beginning to find 
that there is only ong name by 
which men shall be saved, and there 
is a greater impression of the truth 
of God inthe world today than for 
a century,” he said, “I rejoice in 
my unique opportunity to visit the 
churches and to talk to the people 
and to look in their faces. we have 
& wonderful company of people in 
the church .. . in this nation there 
are multitudes of people who have 
not bowed down to the idols of the 
world, who are devoted to all high 
and holy things and because of the 
quality of the fellowship of the 
church, we know that the church 
has a mighty future.” 

“I wanted this eyening,” the Mod- 
erator continued, “that we might 
think about the meaning of our 
church fellowship as we conceive of 
it being set here in the midst of 
time, and the nature of our calling 
as members of the fellowship of the 
church, and to examine our respon- 
sibility within that fellowship. We 
are creatures of time, we are made 
of the dust of the earth, but it Is 
also true that we are made in the 
image of God.” As man grew, the 
Moderator continued, he became less 
and less a creature of dust and more 
and more one of the sons of God. 
Men were pilgrims of eternity, and 
by thelr working of God's purpose 
so would come in the fullness of 
time, the ingdom of Goa, 

In Moffat’s translation of the 
Epistle to the Phillipines St. Paul 
said, “we are a colony of heaven,” 
the speaker continued, “And within 
that symbol you have the Joining to- 
gether of both our present calling 
and our ultimate calling. We are 
creatures of time indeed, but pil- 
grims of eternity.” 

This symbol was one which would 
be significant to St. Paul's hearers, 
the moderator said, because they 
dwelt under an imperialist system 
and were anxious to be known as 
Roman citizens, Ip a like manner 

the symbol would be significant to 
those who dwelt within the British 
Commonwealth of nations, whose 
ties are based on certain high ideals 
within the sphere of political devel- 
opment. The fellowship of the 
church could perhaps be regarded in 
the same way, said Dr, Nicholson, we 
were residents of the life on earth, 
but because we regarded ourselves as 
a colony of heaven, so there fell 
upon us certain responsibilities. “Be- 
cause we are members of the 
church, it is our responsibility that 
wherevey we find ourselves, it 1s 
for us in a sense to set up an oul- 
post of the heavenly kingdom.” 

The British Empire had not been 
set up by an Act or law, nor had it 
been set up by such men as Rhodes 
and other so-called “empire build- 
ers,” the speaker said, “It is true 
that they were empire builders, but 
as regards ou; commowealth, how 
mighty has been the army which has

THE APPEAL IS MORE APT TO REPEL 
THAN TO COMPEL ATTENTION 

very morning for some weeks now listeners to 
Canada’s CBC broadcasts are treated to something 
bizarre in the way of appeals for recruits to join the 
R.C.A.F. 

First of all, listeners are treated to the banshee 
wail of a jet propelled aircraft (or reasonable facsimile 
thereof) taking off. No sooner has the jet craft's wail 
faded out than two more excited “wails” are heard, 
These “wails” are of human origin and they constitute 
almost hysterical appeals for recruits between specified 
ages to join the ground crew of the air force. 

Now, everyone realizes these are grave times, and 
that the need for adequate manpower to strengthen 
Canada's defenses is great, but it doesn’t seem consis- 
tent with the gravity of the situation to indulge in such 
“flighty” appeals for recruits. To the intelligent lis- 
tener they are more apt to repel than to compel) at- 
tention and interest. 

Defense preparations constitute serious business 
and the various appeals for manpower to bolster any 
of the three services would, it seems, be better received 
if presented in a calm, factual manner.

Alcoholism in Industry 

Some months ago, I predicted | 
that within five to 10 years, instead 
of the police looking after an in- 
toxicated individual, he would be 
gathered up by the hospital am- 
pulance, taken to the general hos- 
pital until attack was over, then 
placed in a special hospital or 
rest home. In less than a year we 
find plans already being prepared 
and wards or individual beds pro- 
vided at these general and special 
hospitals, i { 

Another great forward step in 
the treatment of alcoholism 1s 
reported by John J. Wittmer, M.D, 
in the Quarterly Journal of Studies 
én Alcohol, published by the Con- 
solidated Edison Company of New 
York. 

Late in 1947, the Consolidated 
Edison Company officially began to 
recognize chronic alcoholism as a 
legitimate basis for disability retire- 
ment, with the usual modified pay, 
among its 30,000 employees. The 
company, facing the facts, acknow- 
ledged the reality of alcoholism as 
a disease. The company’s pension 
roster contained the names of em- 
ployees disabled by cirrhosis of liver, 
high blood pressure, neuritis, water 
on the brain and other ailments, 
which in many cases were due to 
chronic alcoholism. 3 

The company states that it does 
not belong to that class of employer 
which insists that they have no 
alcohol problem, when they really 
mean that “When a man’s drink- | 
ing begins to interfere with his 
work, we fire him --no matter how 
long he has been with us.” 

“Too much valid testimony exists 
to prove than an uncontrolable 
appetite for liquor comes amazingly | 
often from a pathological (disease) | 
condition, rather than from moral 
weakness or human perversity. Re- 
search has demonstrated that a 
confirmed alcholic Is a sick man 
rather than a sinner,” writes Dr. | 
Wittmer, 

An individual employee is con- 
sledred to be an alcoholic when re- 
peated or long-continued overin- 
dulgence inter with efficient 
performance of his work. “If em- 
ployed for two years or less, he may 
be discharged for the first violation 
after he has been warned sympa- 
thetically, Offending employees with 
two to 15 years of service are plac- 
ed on probation while rehabilitat- 
jon procedures are started. In cases 
involving employees of service lon~ 
ger than 16 years, they are studies 
carefully and if found to be cases 
of chronic or psychopathic (men- 
tally and emotionally disturbed) 
alcoholism, are recommended for 
| the disability payroll, Like other 

employees who are disabled by {ll- 

ness, certain cases of chronic alco- 

holism are considered eligible for 
separation allowance or retirement 
| annulty,”

Open Season For Muskrats 

Under the authority of Ontarlo 
Regulation 234 of 1950, it will be 
lawful for trappers to take and kill 
Muskrats in the Trent District, as 
follows: 

In the counties of Durham, North- 
umberJand, Peterborough and Vic- 
toria, the Open Season for the ta- 
king of Muskrarts is from March 
20th to April 21st, 1951. 

In Haliburtron the season for 
Muskrats 1s from March 20th to 
May 5th, 1951. All dates are in- 
clusive. - 

A Resident Trappers License is 

necessary for the trapping or taking 
of Muskrats, except where a person 
is the holder of a Registered Trap- 
line License. 
Section 7, sub-section 2, provides 
that a farmer or his sons living on 
their lands may trap fur-bearing 
animals, except Beaver on their own 
lands without a Mcence, during the 
regular open ‘seasons. 

Each year two or three members 
of the District Staff are detailed 
to take in service training at the 
Forest Ranger School which is lo- 
cated in Haliburton County about 7 
miles south of Dorset. All three 
candidates who attended in 1950 
successfully completed the final 
| examinations, after the completion 
jof the 33 week course, Diplomas 
were presented to Harold Flood, of 
the Lindsay Office, Vic Harris, 
Conservation Officer, Gore's Land- 
ing, and Mike O'Neill, of the Chief 
Ranger’s Office at Minden, on Fri- 
day, February 23rd.

3. Green hay should be stored 
in an area away from that which 
is dry and should not be mixed 
with straw or grain. 

4. Adequate ventilation should 
be provided immediately after the 
hay is placed in storage, at the 
Same time avolding an increase 
of moisture from roof, windows 
or doors. 

5. Every mow should be exam- 
ined periodically for several weeks 
after storage. Temperature read_ 
ing should be taken if there is 
any indication of overheating. 
This can be done by putting a 
sharpened wooden plug in a piece 
of piping in which a series of holes 
have been drilled. It can be driv- 
en into the mow and a thermom- 
eter lowered to the suspected area. 
150 degrees F. is not dangerous 
and may be expected. It is gen- 
eraly agreed that temperatures in 
excess of 180 degrees FP. will re- 
quire emergency action since the 
situation rarely improves once the 
temperature of 180 degrees F. has 
been reached. The temperature 
of a mow of hay at 200 degrees F. 
may go to the point of ignition 
which is around 380 degrees F. in 
an hour oy two. When this stage 
is reached call the neighbours, get 
Some water and a fire engine, and 
move the hay outside. It has often 
been done before and the building 
saved.

The SIXTY-FIRST ANNUAL MBETING OF THD 
VICTORIA AND GRHY TRUST COMPANY was held in the 
Oouncil Chambers, Lindsay, Ontario, on February 21st, 1951 
at two o'clock, P.M. Mr. T. H. Stinson, K.C., acted as 
Ohairman. 

The minutes of the last Annual Meetings were 
read and confirmed. Mr. G. HE. Phelps was appointed 
secretary of the meeting. Mr. Phelps read the notice 
calling the meeting and the certificate of the Secretary of 
the Company proving mailing of notice to shareholders. 

The Chairman then called upon the secretary to 
read the Directors’ Report to the Shareholders; a copy of 
whioh Report is printed herein. 

The President, Mr. T. H. Stinson, -K.C., addressed 


the meeting. He expressed his pleasure at the large turn- 
out of shareholders and welcomed the many visitors from 
a distance and locally who attended the meeting and were 


friends of the Company. 
the meeting as follows,- 


MR. T. H. STINSON, K. C. 
Ladies and Gentleman: 

It is always a great satisfaction 
to the Board of Directors to know 
that not only are the Shareholders 
interested in the operation of the 
Company but others are interested 
in the success of the Company as 
well. It is exceediugly pleasing in 
a financial business to have the 
people of the community in which 
the operation 1s carried on con- 
cerned about the success and de- 
velopment of such a business in 
their community, so it is with e 
great deal of pleasure that I ex- 
tend to you the thanks of the Dir- 
ectors for your presence with us 
to-day. 

In the statement which you. have 
received for the year ending the 
81st day of December, 1950, it is 
stated that this is the 6lst year 
of operation of Grey and Bruce 
‘Trust and Savings Company and it 
is the the 55th yéar of operation of 
The Victoria Trust and Savings 
Company and it is also the first an- 
nual meeting of the amalgamated 
Companies known as Victoria and 
Grey Trust Company. 

A few months ago your Direc- 
tors unanimously recommended to 
the Shareholders of the Grey and 
Bruce Trust Company and The 
Victoria Trust and Savings Com- 
pany that the companies be amal- 
gamated under the name of Vic- 
toria and Grey Trust Company and 
the Shareholders of the two com- 
panies voted overwhelmingly in 
favour of such an amalgamation. 
We welcome here to-day our 
friends from Owen Sound. We, in 
Victoria County, are delighted to be 
associated with the good people 
of Grey and Bruce who have car- 
ried on a successful financial busi- 
ness in those Counties since the 
year 1889. The Owen Sound district 
is one of the real fine districts in 
the Province of Ontario and their 
people are imbued with enterprise 
ambition and the spirlt of fair 
dealing which are the greatest 
forces that lead to progress. The 
Grey and Bruce Trust Company has 
been well managed for many, many 
years and has enjoyed the confi- 
dence and loyalty of the people of 
that district in a large way; and if 
I were talking to a strictly Victoria 
audience, I think I could truth- 
fully say the same thing about The 
Victoria Trust and Savings Com- 
pany. 

The two companies were of si- 
milar size, conducted successfully 
the same type of business for many 
years in the Proyince of Ontario, 
and consequently an amalgamation 


seemed the right thing and it is- 


planned to provide the same facili- 

ties and services by the amalgama- 
ted company as each of the com- 
panies maintained in its respective 
offices prior to the amalgamation. 

The Board of Directors of the two 
Companies combined to form the 
first Board of Directors of the am- 
algamated companies and our re- 
lationship since amalgamation has 
been very happy and very harmon- 
ious. 

Mr. George D. Fleming who was 
the President of Grey and Bruce 
and who is the Chairman of the 
Board of the new company is un- 
able to be with us to-day owing to 
illness but he telephoned and asked 
me to say to this meeting, on his 
behalf, that he is very happy in 
connection with the amalgamation 
of the two companies and has every 
confidence that the amalgamated 
companies will succeed, develop ra- 
pidly and give the best of service 
to the people of the communities 
in which the Company is actively 
carrying on business. 

It is my firm bellfef that it was 
in the best interest of the Share- 
holders of the two. companies to 
amalgamate, They have much in 
common and a friendly feeling exist- 
ed between the companies for 
many years, Combining their assets,

operations and experience it should 


result in increased business and 
earnings, thus benefitting the 
Shareholders and others interested 
in the Company. The pooling of the 
assets will provide a wider diversi- 
fication of security for the share- 
holders and depositors, thus 
strengthening the position of all. 


The amalgamated company with 
assets of upwards of 38 millions of 
dollars and a long history of service 
in the Province of Ontario should 
enjoy a high standing among Can- 
adian Trust Companies. 

It is planned to list the shares of 
the amalgamated company on the 
Toronto stock exchange which 
should provide a wide and ready 
market for its shares at all times. 
The new share certificates are in 
the process of being printed and 
will be distributed as soon the 
same are received from the printers. 
T have pleasure in presenting to you, 
for your approval, statement of 
the amalgamated company’s affairs 
as of the 31st day of December, 1950 
and I believe you will find this 
statement most satisfactory. 

The combined earnings of the 
companies have increased; the com- 
bined assets of the companies have 
increased and the number of 
persons now holding shares in the 
Company is 957, The Company, in 
its five offices, serves over 37,000 
clients and customers, and with 
branches extending from Owen 
Sound south-east through Canning- 
ton, Lindsay, Peterborough and 
Belleville gives an excellent terri- 
tory for the development of a sub- 
stantial trust business, 

When Canadians compare their 
fortune in 1950 with the lot of 
citizens in most other countries 
they will agree that they have, 
throughout the year just ended, 
enjoyed a large measure of happi- 
ness and prosperity. There has been 
tragic instances in which much 
Property was destroyed, many lives 
lost, such as the Winnipeg flood, 
but comparatively, the fruits of 
the land and of the toll of the 
people have been plentiful, taxat- 
fon has been tolerable and life m 
general has been peaceable and 
amiable; but it is too much to hope 
that the same easy conditions will 
prevail in 1951, Canadians, in this 
year, may expect to be called upon 
to work harder and longer, to pro- 
duce more, to enjoy less, to pay 
higher taxes. The inescapable fact 
is that this country must make it- 
self ready to battle for its life and 
freedom, 

One of our Statesmen, in a re- 
cent public address, said “The cur- 
rent danger facing democracy {s not 
only Communism or subversive 
ideas but the apathy, indifference 
and complacency of good people. To- 
day, more than ever,” he said 
“with the world in turmoil, con- 
fusion and instability, it is up to 
every good citizen to try to find 
stability and solidity. We are suf- 
fering from apathy, indifference 
and lack of logic’. The Speaker fur- 
ther stated that there 1s too much 
talk of social security for people, 
forgetting that the money to sup- 
port so-called social security 
measures is what they pay in 
taxes, The more you apply so-called 
social security, the more money it 
takes and that must of necessity 
come from the citizens of Canada 
as Governments can distribute na 
benefits that individuals, through 
their labours, do not provide, Life 
being as it is some one has to 
plough and reap, plant and build, to 
exercise qualities of initiative, fore- 
sight and daring; only this totality 
of productive effort can provide a 
real and enduring basis for mut- 
erlal welfare. Abraham Lincoln 
once said “you cannot help men 
permanently by doing for them 
what they could and should do 
for themselves.” 

World conditions are so very 
serfous and the general public is 


doing so little thinking about the 
whole situation that I do think 
that a meeting of this kind snould 
not pass by without bringing home 
to the people to some extent the 
seriousness of the present day con- 
ditions as we can only get out of 
our troubles and difficulties through 
the loyalty, toll, labour, honesty and 
thrift of our citizens as a whole, 
Canadians must work harder than 
before, pay more taxes and live 
Jess well if they want to lick inflat- 
jon. The problem of inflation is 
the problem of controlling spend- 
ing and if we spend more and pro- 
duce less, the country can be ruin- 
ed by inflation created in that way 
as completely as by war. The safe- 
guard against inflation is more 
production. 

To put the matter simply, if we, 
as a nation, insist on doing less 
and less for a dollar we can hardly 
complain if the dollar does less and 
less for us and I think it is the 
duty of every one of us to try 
and bring that home to our people 
at every opportunity. 

I think it should be clear to all of 
us that we have to do a great deal 
more ‘every day’ work in Canada 
if we are going to maintain the 
Standard of living we have reached. 
This obligation rests on us individ- 


ually and severally. We should not ~ 


have to wait for the Government. 
to provide the leadership or to im- 
pose regulations forcing us to realize 
our obligations. Personal responsi- 
bility is a plain implication of the 
conditions of survival in freedom 
and security. 

This year 1951 is an ominous 
and its course depends upon our 
loyalty, wisdom, realism, energy and 
faith. We shall receive what we de- 
serve of good or ill. To spread the 
spirit of honest responsibility and 
to apply it daily is the main task of 
citizenship in this new age. It 
is the duty of every good citizen 
to do his or her share to help create 
an era of universal peace, free- 
dom and prosperity. An era in 
which the soul of man, released 
from fear and tyranny, can attain 
in this life, full measure of the 
spiritual fulfilment which is con- 
templated ‘n the Great Design for 
man - let us go forward in Faith 
and without fear. One sometimes 
wonders if the administration of 
human affairs has not become too 
great a task for human wisdom 
and that our guidance and help 
must be sought from Almighty God. 

A Trust Company is purely a 
service organization. Its progress 
will depend upon the quality of 
its service and the successful per- 
formance of the tasks entrusted to 
it, The essential ingredient in 
Successful performance is an effici- 
ent and courteous staff which pos- 
Sesses not only technical skill but 
what is equally important because 
of the nature and scope of the trust 
company business, a well developed 
understanding of human relution- 
ships. We are fortunate indeed in 
the calibre of the men and women 
who make up our organization. It is 
through their efforts that we have 
been able to make such excel'ent 
Progress this past year and it is 
on them that our future progress 
depends, On behalf of the manuge- 
ment of the Company I would like 
to say how much their efforts have 
been appreciated, 

The all round increase in the 
company’s business which has taken 
place is indicative of the team Play 
which exists in all the offices of 
the Company. The growth as shown 
by the balance sheet is not some- 
thing which just happens, It repre- 
sents hard work and the progress 
made during the Past year is at- 
tributable to the loyalty, vigilance 
and Interest of the staff and the 


good-will of the public that we 
serve. 


Tam now going to call upon my 
good friend John Fraser, of Owen 
Sound, one of the Vice Presidents 
of the Company, to move the adop- 
tion of the annual report and the 
motion for adoption will be second- 
ed by Mr. H. J. McLaughlin, also 
a Vice President of the Company, 


The Ohairman then called upon 
Mr. John G, Fraser of Owen Sound, 
and Mr. H. J. McLaughlin, K.C., of 
Toronto, Vice-Presidents of the 
Company to move and second the 
adoption of the Report. In moving 
the adoption of the Report Mr. 
Fraser spoke as follows — 


MR, JOHN G. FRASER 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle- 
men:— 

I am very pleased to be present 
at the first Annual Meeting of the 
new Victoria and Grey Trust Comp- 
any and may I add my appreciation 
to the confidence reposed in our 
new organization by the yery healthy 
return of proxies from our share- 
holders. 

I regret the absence, through ill- 
ness, of our Chairman of the Board, 
Mr. G. D. Fleming, as it was largely 
due to his efforts, together with Mr, 
Stinson and Mr. McLaughlin that 
the merger has been brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion 
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The amalgamation of the two 
Companies with greater financial 
strength and the pooling of assets 
will provide wider diversification of 
security behind the shares thus 
strengthening their position. Both 
Companies have carried on in much 
the same way and with equal success 
over a period of years, May I men- 
tion here that the Grey and Bruce 
‘Trust and Savings Campany was six 
years older than the Victoria Trust 
Company having been established 
in 1889. 

Our field, the Province of Ontario, 
is open to us, and {t is up to us to 
go forward with confidence, balanced 
with security. It is truly a land of 
milk and honey, with its mines, 
forests, paper mills, manufacturing 
plants and agriculture. Where 
could anyone find greater possibil- 
ities or opportunities. 

We are looking forward to great 
things from our new Company and 
I know this can only be brought 
about by the co-operation of our 
shareholders, directors and staff. 

The gratifying figures we have 
before us to-day are due in a large 
degree to the efficiency and aggres_ 
siveness of the members of our staff 
and it is fitting that I should say 
“Thanks” to them for a job well 
done. - 

And now, Mr. President, I have 
much pleasure in moving the adop- 
tion of the 61st Annua) Statement of 
the Victoria and Grey Trust Comp- 
any for the year 1950. zy 


In seconding the adoption of the 
Report, Mr. H, J. McLaughlin, K.C., 
spoke as follows — 


MR. H. J. McLAUGHLIN, K.C. 
Mr. President, Ladies 

and Gentlemen; 

It is an honour to have the privi- 
lege of seconding the motion for 
the adoption of the annual report 
for the Victoria and Grey Trust 
Company at this first annual meet- 
ing following the amalgamation. ~ 

I regret that Mr. George Fleming, 
the Chairman of our Board, could 
not be here to-day and take an 
active part in this meeting. We 
old Victoria directors looked for- 
ward to having the old Victoria 
shareholders meet the former Presi- 
dent of the Grey and Bruce Trust 
Company, who has given such out- 
standing leadership in bringing 
about the union and in working 
out the problems of the continuing 
Company since the union became 
effective. He has been a great ad- 
vocate of the benefits of amal- 
gamation to both old companies 
and has given many hours of 
many days and weeks to these 
problems. He has, with your Presi- 
dent, given a leadership that has 
been most helpful and which has 
been much valued by the old Vic- 
toria Directors. I do hope that the 
time is not far off when you will 
meet the Chairman of your Board. 

Looking at the first statement 
of Victoria and Grey Trust Com- 
pany, an old Victoria shareholder 
must be impressed with its simi- 
Jarity to statements of Victoria in 
past years. One does see: 

(1) That the gross assets of the 
new Company are approximately 
twice those of Victoria alone of a 
year ago, 

(2) That the Estates Department 
is twice that of Victoria a year ago 
plus a million dollars. 

(3) That the gross assets of the 
Company are about two millions tp 
over the gross assets of the two 
companies at the end of 1949, 

(4) That the earnings of the 
Company aré a little over the total 
earnings of the two components of 
the preceding year. 

It is all very satisfactory,-a good 
record that presents the problem 
to the Board and management as 
to how to keep up with the records 
of growth on all sides of the Com- 
pany in the year 1950 and pre- 
ceding years. However, that is not 
a new problem; it is just the same 
challenge that the directors and 
management of both old companies 
have faced at the beginning of each 
new year for several years back, a 
challenge that they now face to- 
gether and that I am confident 
will be met and beaten again in 
the year 1951. 

In that connection we are very 
happy with the way the personnel 
of both old companies are working 
together under the general man- 
agership of Mr. George Weeks, ably 
assisted by Mr. R, G. Thomas. They 
are moulding the new company into 
a single progressive enterprise with 
the objects of increased and better 
service to our customers and a 
little better return to our share- 
holders on their investment and 
backing. 


I am glad to see the dividend 
rate at 8% - exactly where the 
Victoria rate was in 1932 when I 


first came on this Board. That ts 
a reasonable return on the share- 
holders’ moneys in the Company, 
including the reserves, and is a 
rate that the directors hope to 
maintain, We-must be fair to our 
shareholders at the same time as 
we devote our principal efforts to 
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building up the Trust Company and 
keeping it strong, - making It al- 
ways stronger. It is a better Com- 
pany now than any of its com- 
ponent parts ever were and I am 
confident that it will continue to 
increase in strength and in the 
confidence of its widening public. 

May I repeat what I have said 
before at shareholders meetings as 
to my own confidence in the fu- 
ture of Canada and with it the 
prosperity of its citizens and of 
this Company. ‘The past year has 
served to emphasize the wealth 
that is being added to the people 
of Canada in the expandng re- 
serves of oil and iron, of titanium 
and uranium and of other metals. 
Hydro power is continually being 
developed in Eastern Canada, very 
much so in our own province of 
Ontario, and cheap power now 
seems to promise to our west coast 
a repetition of the aluminum devel- 
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citizens of that City and the sur- 
rounding community. After _five 
years the office in Peterborough 
gives every indication that they are 
on the way to equal and perhaps 
surpass the parent company. One 
year ago The Victoria Trust and 
Sayings Company opened an office 
in the City of Belleville and received 
from the citizens there a genuine 
welcome and while it is a little early 
for promises there is every reason 
to believe that with the larger field 
in which to operate the Belleville 
office can expect at some time in the 
future to also equal or surpass the 
parent company . 

The amalgamation has welded to- 
gether two great companies who 
have extended the maximum service 
and received the maximum support 
from their own communities. The 
amalgamated company has now a 
larger field in the Cities of Belle- 
ville and Peterborough in which to 
expand their business and to look 
forward to an unlimited growth for 
many years in the future. 

The amalgamation while present- 
ing technical problems has been 
carried out with an understanding 
and co-operation that I feel must 
have even surprised the Directors 
of both companies. No problems 
presented themselves that were not 
readily solved by the joint Board of 
the Company. The greatness of 
each company has been preserved. 
The Victoria and Grey ‘Trust 
Company is not a glorified Victoria 
Trust Company nor is it a swollen 
and expanded Grey and Bruce Trust 
Company but it is a single united 
company able and determined to 
take its place in the ranks of the 
Jeaders in the Trust Company field. 
Nothing can prevent its march of 
progress. Its field of operation is 
now the Province of Ontario and it 
recognizes no county boundaries. 

Let us now turn to the Balance 
Sheet, 

On the Assets side, the value of 
Offtce Premises and safe deposit 
vaults is shown at $238,685. and rep- 
resents the book value of the Comp_ 
any’s offices which are owned by 
the Company at Owen Sound, Lind- 
say, Cannington and Peterborough 
and includes equipment in the Belle- 
ville office. These figures have 
been arrived at following years of 
consistent write-off at each office 
and represent only a small part of 
the actual physical value of the 
Properties. All offices have been 
well maintained and are a credit 
to thely communities, 

Mortgages and Agreements for Sale 

The total mortgages amount to 
fifteen and a half millions of dollars 
as against a total last year of approx_ 
imately fourteen million dollars, be_ 
ing an increase of one and a half 
million dollars. During the year 
there has been collected in Inter- 
est $765,000, a full 5 per cent on 
Mortgage Principal and these cash 
collections are equal to the interest 
earnings which indicates that the 
mortgage interest is being fully col- 
lected. 

Mortgages represent better than 
half of the total investments of the 
Company exclusive of estate and 
trust funds and are the most sat- 
isfactory source of earnings of the 
Company's diversified investments. 
Principal collections amounted to 
$3,500,000, or better than 20 per cent, 
This indicates the mortgage invest- 
ment is in excellent condition and I 
would suggest to you that these 
mortgages are premium mortgages. 
The mortgages have been inspected 
and the work of entering them on 
Our books has all been done and the 
Great majority of them are mort- 
Sages that are substantially reduced 
in principal. 

BONDS 

Bonds amount to $11,740,000. which 
is an increase of $300,000 over the 
combined totals of one year ago. 
Of this total $7,700,000. are Govern- 
ment bonds; $2,400,000. are Munici- 
pal bonds and the balance amont- 
ing to $1,600,000. represent the bonds 
and debentures of the leading indus- 
trial corporations of the Province of 
Ontario. The market value of the 
bonds which the Company holds is 
Sreater than the amount shown on 
the Balance Sheet. among beneficiaries.

The Chairman then called upon 
Mr. G. A. Weeks, the General Man- 
ager, to discuss the Balance Sheet 
in detail.

The short 
term of the investment which is 
five years offers the safest and 
most convenient form of short term 
investment that is ayailable to the 
public. 

Trust Deposits amount to $10,559,- 
000. which is an increase of $200,000. 
over a year ago. This class of money 
costs less to the Company in actual 
interest paid but its earning power 
is not as great as the Guaranteed 
Investment Certificate funds, The 
two companies have always main- 
tained a high liquid position with 
Dominion, Provincial and Munici- 
pal bonds and our present liquidity 
is over 100 per cent. 

The profits for the year before 
taxes amounted to a little over 
$414,000. which compares favorably 
with the combined profits of the 
companies in 1949 of $366,000. 

Regular dividends have been paid 
at the rate of 7 per cent. Deprecia_ 
tion written off buildings $22,497. 
and $63,791. was transferred to Gen- 
eral Reserve. Out of the Balance 
carried forward from last year a 
divident of $7.50 was paid in accor- 
dance with the agreement to the 
Victoria Trust and Savings Comp- 
any shareholders’ and the balance 
is shown in Profit and Loss of 
$27,842, 

Our Estates Department now 
shows {total assets of $7,022,000. 
which is an increase over the cor- 
responding figure of a year ago of 
around $600,000. Growth in estates 
business, however, cannot be meas- 
ured in net increases. It is quite 
possible for a trust company to 
have a very active and satisfactory 
year in its Estates Department and 
still show a net loss in total assets, 
for it frequently happens that in 
some years the distribution of assets 
exceeds the amount of new business. 
During the year 1950 the total 
amount of new business amounts 
to $1,700,000. and during the year

Vital Defense Measure 
By Garden Clubs’ Head 


An appeal for home vegetable 
gardens to be planted by all who 
have an opportunity has been issued 
by Dr. Albert J. Irving, President of 
the Men's Garden Clubs of America, 
1 E. 57th St,, New York City. 

Pointing out the need for food pro- 
duction near large population cen- 
ters to replace shiprnents from dis 
tant points which may be inter- 
rupted by war, Dr. Irving called at- 
tention to the fact that planting must 
be done this spring to provide pro- 
duction for the coming twelve 
months. To wait until the actual out- 
break of war might be too late for 
any practical benefit to be achieved. 

Dr. Irving js the newly elected 
president of the national organiza- 
tion of 110 Men's Garden Clubs 
which are scattered throughout the 
United States. 

“In the two world wars," said Dr. 
Irving, “' pe vegetable gardens 
cultivated /by the amateur garden- 
ers of this country provided vege- 
tables for millions of our people and 
others, releasing commercial pro- 
duction and transportation for our 
war effort. 

“Should we enter a third world 
war, home gardens will becorne 
even more necessary than in the

|Electric Heated Hotbed is 
Next Best to Greenhouse 


Either Heating Cable or Electric Lamps Will Heat 2 Hotbed. . 


Many of the advantages of a small 
greenhouse may be enjoyed by the 
amateur gardener who equips his 
cold frame with an electric heating 
cable. Cables and thermostats are 
now obtainable at less than the cost 
to a townsman of suitable manure, 
wene he able to find it. _ 

Current used for heating depends 
upon the insulation of the frame, 
and how early in the spring heat 
is turned on, but it seldom adds 
an important amount to the light 
bill. Advantages are many. There 
is a much more even heat, which is 
beneficial to all plants and vital to 
those that chill easily. It gives a 
longer growing period, since the 
heat does not become exhausted, 
as does heat from manure, which 
sometimes fails before the outside 
temperature is safe. 

A frame is constructed in the usual 
pattern as used for both hotbeds 
and cold frames, but there is no need 
to prepare a deep pit such as is nec- 
essary when,manure is used to sup- 
ly heat. 

‘The frame is sunk in the ground 
about six inches. Soil is removed

within it to an equal depth, and the 


cable is arranged on the bottom in 
loops, so that heat will be evenly dis- 
tributed. The supply wire and cable 
are both connected to a thermostat, 
which can be set at the desired 
minimum temperature, so that as 
soon as the thermometer falls to 
that point heat is turned on 

When temperature rises a few de- 
grees above the minimum, heat is 
shut off, and the variation between 
maximum and minimum tempera- 
tures is much less than with the old 
fashioned hotbed. 

‘The heating cable is usually cov- 
ered with three to four inches of soil. 
Tt is a good idea to place a sheet of 
fine meshed poultry wire an inch 
above the cable, with soil between. 
Another method is to grow plants in 
flats, which are placed on a grating 
just above the heating cable, which 
is not buried in soil, and thus is al- 
‘ways open to inspection. To improve 
insulation and reduce current con- 
sumption, the frame should be 
banked with cinders, which are coy-

Yuzwa Appeal 
is Dismissed 


Toronto, Feb, 27 (BUP) — ‘The 
appeal against “the manslaughter 
conviction of William Yuzwa of 
Hamilton in the knife slaying of 
William Loucks on Lindsay’s main 
street on November 19th, 1949 has 
been dismissed. 5 

Yuzwa was first charged with 
murder, but at his first trial in Feb- 
ruary, 1949, he was ordered a new 
trial when the jury failed to agree. 

Last November, he was found 
“not guilty” of murder, but guilty of 
manslaughter and sentenced to six 
years in prison. 

His counsel—B. J. Spencer Pitt— 
contended yesterday as the appeal 
opened that the conviction should 
be quashed because of serious dis- 
crepancies in evidence of crown wit- 
nesses and because the trial judge 
has withdrawn certain parts of evi- 
dence from the jury in his charge. 


Employment Off 
But Still Above

‘ Unemployment figures jumped by 
18-thousand during the last two 
weeks of January ... but the De- 
partment of Labor says the picture is 
still better than it was last year. 

The corresponding figure for 1950 
showed 30-thousand more job hunt- 
ers, 

Labor officials say the number of 
persons jobless across Canada dur- 
ing January thus stood at three 
hundred thousand. i 

‘They blame the boosted naam 
ment figures on seasonal conditions. 

British Columbia recorded the 
greatest increase in job applications, 
The figures rose to a month end 
total of 50-thousand persons with- 
out Jobs. 

Quebec numbered its unemployed 
at more than 89-thousand, while 
Ontario counted more than 68-thou- 
sand job applicants. The figures 
showed a considerable drop from 
last year’s rates. 

The prairie regions remained al- 
most at par with last year’s unem- 
ployment registrations with some 
51 thousand job hunters. (BUP).

Lindsay’s 1951 Road Bill $38,920 
Doesn't Include ‘‘Connecting Links’’ 


Expenditures by the town of Lind- 
say Op roads and bridges this year 
may run to $38,920 if approved by 
the Department of Highways.

New Truck 


* The Town of Lindsay has purch- 
ased a new truck. It's a product of 
the Ford Motor Car Company and 
was purchased from Lindsay dealer, 
Norman McIntosh. It is to be used 
by the Board of Works Dept. and it 
will cost the town $3973.81. ‘The 
purchase order was authorized by 
Town Council meeting in special 
sesion Monday night. 

Tenders had been studied at an 
earlie, meeting and the town en- 
gineer, Robert Mitchell, and the 
chairman of the Board of Works, 
Reeve Butler, were appointed as a 
committee to meet with Mayor Lamb 
to draw up the prices haying con- 
siderations for all specifications. 

Mr. Mitchell presented the list he 
had made up and specified five ten- 
ders that ranged from $3973 to $4102. 
One dealer had further advised some 
members of council that he would 
supply parts for his line of trucks at 
a discount of 25 per cent, as, if coun- 
cil purchased his vehicle, the town 
would own five trucks manufactured 
by the same corporation and would 
therefore be eligible as a fleet own- 
ey to such a discount. Council mem- 
bers could not decide whether this 
discount in parts prices would be 
allowed at all garages or just at this 
dealer's garage. A salesman of that 
firm was called to the meeting and 
pointed out that other garages would 
not be able to allow the same dis- 
count but that only parts bought 
by the town from his garage would 
receive the discount. 

Reeve Butler said that he had no 

choice in trucks but he noted that 
other dealers had mentioned that 
they should also be considered. Ald. 
Cote observed that if it were a priv- 
ate business it would be wise to take 
another truck from this dealer who 
offered the fleet discount. But, 
he added, that would hardly be fair 
to other dealers who had never had 
any town business. His Worship add- 
ed that these other dealers were 
big taxpayers too and should be 
considered. There followed some 
discussion as to how the truck 
Should be paid for but no decision 
Was reached. 
Ald. Baker made a motion that the 
town purchase the Mercury truck, 
the lowest price submitted. Ald. 
Speer moved an amendment that 
the town purchase the Fargo truck 
to take advantage of the fleet dis- 
count. Council voted to buy the 
Mercury truck and Reeve Butler 
and Ald.

Frost's _ rplus this year probably 
will be smaller than in recent years. 
In 1948 it was more than 20-million 
dollars. Last year it was just over 
one million.

There'll be n-o boost in Hydro- 
electric rates in Ontario this year- 
Hydro Commission Chairman Rob-" 
ert Saunders made that very clear, 
when he announced that the Com- 
mission will rebate some three mil- 
lion, 342-thousand, 903-dollars to 
municipalities this year. 

The money, he said, was the re- 
sult of increased and unexpected 
revenue during the past fiscal year. 

A five percent. boost in Hydro rat- 
es had been scheduled to take effect 
in Ontario on January first of this 
year but had been postponed. 

Saunders said that no boost 
would be necessary now. 

The Hydro chairman made the 
statements in Toronto before the 
Annual Convention of the Ontario 
Municipal Electric Associations. 

The kickbacks will be distributed 
this way: Toronto, 743-thousand; 
Hamilton, 228-thousand; Windsor, 
124-Thousand; London, 109-Thous- 
and; Peterborough, 55-thousand and 
Fort William, 32-thousand. 5 

Although increased demands for 
more power have created tremend- 
ous difficulties, Saunders said, they 
hhaye also brought many dollars of 
unexpected revenue to the provin- 
ce’s municipalities and Ge Commis- 
sion. 

Commenting on the announce- 
ment, the manager of the Lindsay 
System, Mr. J. Lightbody, said the 
proposed Lindsay rate increase 
would definitely be affected as a 
result. He was not prepared to 
make a definite statement as to the 
extent it would influence the local 
situation until he had more details.

Newman Cites 
Agro School 
Benefits Here 


The possibilities of an agricult- 
ural school in the Lindsay district 
Were brought to the attention of 
the members of the Rotary onib 
at Monday’s luncheon. Guest speak- 
er for the occasion was William 
Newman, of Lorneville, who spoke 
on “Trends in Education". 

Mr. Newman, eloquent in his 
praises of the benefits derived from 
a junior agricultural school, dwelt 
mostly on that subject. He pointed 
out what had been* accomplished 
at Kemptville and related how 
several men and women had achiev- 
ed success because that school was 
available. His plan for a school in 
this district was that it should be 
built on a tract of about 500 acres, 
not necessarily at the outskirts of 
Lindsay, but close enough to make 
it accessible tc students from Lind- 
say. He suggested that such a school 
could serve an area at least within 
100 miles of the school. He stated 
that students would be able to 
reside right on the premises as they 
do in Kemptville at a cost of about 
$6.50 per week. He claimed that one 
of the advantages of this school 
would be to train junior farmers to 
farm their lands properly and be 
able to make such a profit that 
they would be enticed to stay on the 
farms.

TOO MUCH POWER VESTED IN ONE 
INDIVIDUAL OR GROUP CAN BE DANGEROUS 

A lesson which is being learned in a rather pain- 
ful manner by a lot of people at home and abroad 
these days, consists of finding out it is not wise to 
yest too much power in one individual or group. How- 
ever popular the individual or group is with the people 
at the time they are currying public favor, a change 
usually occurs when they are given too much sup- 
port. Having been placed in positions of authority, 
the idolized ones have a tendency to become imbued 
with their own sense of power to the detriment of 
public interests. The attitudes of these individuals 
or groups towards those who place them in positions 
of trust undergo a remarkable transition. Their avowed 
aspirations to be the servants of their supporters is 
soon forgotten and instead they presume to be their 
followers’ masters. Humble servitude gives way to 
tyrannical aggressiveness which regards kindly sug- 
gestion as an affront to their omnipotence. ‘ 

When such a state of affairs exists the well-being 
of the people who placed these individuals or groups 
in high office is in danger. Their democratic rights 
are jeopardized and they must take steps to ensure 
that the reign of the oppressive ones is as short as 
possible. 

There are signs in governmental circles at home 
and abroad that power has gone to the heads of those 
in high office. The people are “sitting up and taking 
notice” and there is a growing awareness that it is 
a mistake to vest too much power in one individual 
or group of individuals. It makes them “heady” and 
they lose sight of their obligations. The people how- 
ever, will not be likely to lose sight of their actions 
and it is safe to assume that their memory will be 
particularly good when there is an opportunity to set 
their house in order. 


IT MAY BE FUN TO DRIVE 
FAST THROUGH PUDDLES BUT — — — 

Now that there are huge puddles of water to be 
found lying on practically every street in town, motor- 
ists are inclined to feel smugly comfortable as they 
drive through them, secure in the knowledge that 
they are riding high and dry. Some motorists even 
seem to get a secret thrill out of watching the water 
splash out on either side as they whiz along oblivious 
of all around them—pedestrians and other motorists 
alike. These drivers are getting a “kick” out of 
sloshing through the water—to them it’s fun but— 

It mightn’t be so funny if they were on the 
sidewalk in the role of a pedestrian having their clothes 
ruined by slush and water sprayed on them by a pass- 
ing car—or if it were their new car that someone else 
was dousihg with slush—or if they stopped to realize 
that a good share of the water they were sloshing 
through was landing on vital parts of their own car, 
doing untold damage to working parts. 

Care, courtesy and common sense, time-worn as 
the phrase may sound, is still a good rule to exercise 
when driving over sodden roadways. It is just as 
much fun to drive carefully through deep, water-filled 
ruts and there is likely to be lasting satisfaction in 
knowing that you have respected the rights of others, 
at the same time safeguarding your own interests. 
At the same time you will be spared the misery of 
burning ears. : 


$100,000,000 IS A LOT OF MONEY 

One hundred million dollars is a lot of money 
whether you write the amount in words or numerals. 
That is the amount of“money which the federal treas- 
ury charges smokers for the privilege of smoking 
“tailor-made” cigarettes, according to figures brought 
out in the House of Commons this week. 

It must have occurred to a lot of people as being 
rather unusual that parliament could not see its way 
clear to spend a small portion of this money to study 
the effects of cigarette smoking on the health of the 
people who participate or, if you prefer, indulge. It 
would be interesting to know why those who voted 
against the proposal took the stand they did. Was 
it because they were afraid of what it might 
reveal? Were they cigarette smokers themselves who 
feared the findings of such a study might force them 
to give up the habit? Or did they vote “no” because 
they felt no good purpose would be served? 

On the whole the request for a study of the 
effects of cigarette smoking on the health of the ad- 
dicts would seem like a reasonable one. The findings 
would not necessarily be sufficiently alarming to 
spoil any pleasure now being derived from the habit 
and they might prove invaluable as a guide for future 
generations. The facts would be established as nearly 
as would be humanly possible to do so and the people 
could still do as they pleased about smoking, 

As it stands now the issue is frought with con- 
fusion. One faction argues cigarettes are harmful, 
another that they are not. One person will say smok- 
ing soothes their nerves, another that it makes them 
jittery. Some individuals say a cigarette after meals 


helps their digestion, some say they get indigestion if _ 


they indulge. There are “before breakfast smokers” 
and those “who never smoke until after the evening 
meal.” And so on, ad infinitum. 

Wouldn’t it be nice to have something of a gen- 
ulnely authoritative nature on record regarding the 
benefits or evils to be derived from cigarette smoking? 
Up until now a lot of people have been smoking in 
the dark—why not a little light on the subject- After 
all it is a very expensive pastime. And it does seem 
a shame to pursue it without knowing whether it is 
a benefit or a detriment, 


CONSERVATION BEGINS AT HOME 

In these days when the government is calling 
upon everyone to conserve it seems the time has come 
for the government to practice what it preaches. 

There is, at the present time, an acute shortage 
of newsprint and other types of paper in Canada, but 
insofar as the federal government is concerned one 
would never guess it. The government and its agencies

have become very publicity-conscious and in con- 
sequence are using up vast quantities of paper telling 
the people what they are doing—a work which could 
be done just as efficiently through the nation’s press 
and at no cost to the taxpayer. Besides publishing 
several periodicals, the government is maintaining a 
steady flow of printed propaganda which uses up con- 
siderable quantities of hard-to-come-by paper. 

In doing this the government is serving no use= 


ful purpose since most of this publicity is overlapping ~ 


in nature. Most of it is an echo of what is already 
known, having appeared days or eyen weeks before 
in the press. As if this were not condemnation 
enough, these pieces of publicity are non-revenue pro- 
ducing—they are given away free—at the expense of 
the taxpayer. 

Elimination of this needless waste would do two 
things: (a) it would cut government expenses by 
thousands upon thousands of dollars and (b) free the 
men and materials so employed for more necessary 
tasks. 

Drastic conservation along these and other lines 
within government agencies should be effected before 
the Canadian taxpayer is asked to contribute one tax 
dollar more to the federal treasury. These are times 
which call for ecnomy and conservation and if the 
government doesn’t practise it, the people are not 
likely to be encouraged to do so. 

Will this riding’s member challenge the govern- 
ment on the need for conservation within its ranks? 


POLICE RADIO AND LINDSAY... 

Some interesting experiments have been in pro- 
gress in Lindsay during the past few days. They have 
been concerned with demonstrating the advantages of 
two-way radio communication to the police depart- 


, ment of the town. 


Police radio, as you are aware, is not a new dis- 
covery but it is becoming increasingly useful equipment 
and its adoption by more and more centres.is ap- 
parent. Ontario, for example, enjoys one of the finest 
police radio hookups on the contment in connection 
with its provincial police department. The same prin- 
ciples as employed by the far-flung Ontario Provin- 
cial Police network are being used on a scaled-down 
basis in sizeable municipalittes. 

The tests which were carried out in Lindsay were 
designed to familiarize citizens with the work which 
police radio is capable of doing. For instance, those 
who witnessed the very practical demonstration, saw 
at first hand how effective it was in maintaining of- 
ficer to office and office to officer contact. The 
advantages of such inter-communication between per- 
sonnel] of small and large police departments can read- 
ily be recognized. With a two-way radio -hookup it 
is possible for patrolmen, cruiser operators and head- 
quarters to keep in almost continuous contact. In the 
case of cruiser and headquarters contact, this is 
constant; but, since the patrolman’s receiver-trans- 
mitter Is battery-controlled, the onus for contacting 
headquarters is largely his, He can, demonstrators 
Say, contact headquarters at very frequent intervals 
without depleting his battery reserve too quickly. 

One of the advantages of such an inter-communi- 
cation system would be that it would permit almost 
constant cruiser service without placing the cruiser 
out of bounds for prompt action in an emergency, Ag 
soon as the need for the cruiser was felt in a specific 
area it could be dispatched without loss of time. Under 
the present arrangement the cruiser may take several 
minutes to reach when it is on patrol. These minutes 
may he precious if life or property is at stake. 

Lindsay’s Council will be shortly asked to consider 
the purchase of a limited amount of this radio equip- 
ment at a nominal cost and its advantages are evi- 
dent, It would seem like good economy to step up 
the potential services of the present force through 
the use of radio communication. 

Council’s main task would seem to be not so much 
a matter of deciding whether or not police radio is an 
advantage but what type and quantity of equipment 
is necessary to render the Lindsay department more 
effective.

RAILWAY SAFETY i 

It is a common observation in matters of railroad 
safety that wrecks and disasters have been found more 
often attributable to human lapses or errors of judg- 
ment than to mechanical failures. 

This, of course, is often used as an argument for 
mechanical safeguards. The rebuttal also is made that 
too much reliance on automatic safety devices tends 
to relax that vigilance which is the railroader’s cen- 
tral code. 

Investigation in New Jersey of the disaster which fol- 
lowed when a passenger train struck at too high speed 
the turn-off switch for a temporary trestle again in- 
troduces the element of human fallibility. Here, as 
in a recent collision on Long Island, however, the 
failure may have been no more blameworthy at the 
operating level than at the supervisory and planning 
levels. 

Some of the apparently crucial evidence is to the 
effect that although the engineer had verbal notice 
of a slowdown there was no trackside signal to in- 
dicate where the train was approaching the trestle. 

In the earlier case there was question whether 
even public regulatory authorities should have per- 
mitted double track operations to be narrowed to a 
single trackage over «4 temporary “gantlet.”’ 

Now occurs an incident in which one of the once- 
debated safety devices, the so-called “dead man’s 
button,” brought an eight-car commuter train safely 
to a stop in Jersey City when the engineer was fatally 
stricken while at the throttle. 

Certainly reliance on automatic controls should 
not be allowed to induce a false sense of security, 
but in general the traveling public is inclined to feel 
that even a possible surplus of safeguards is preferable 
to too few.—Christian Science Monitor 
FREE TO PEEP BUT NOT TO TRESPASS 

A recent test case brought out the curious in- 
formation that there is no law in Canada which for- 
bids window-peeping. You may stare into any window 
which interests you; you may even press your nose 
against the glass—proyided you are not standing on 
private property belonging to the owner of the win- 
dow. 

There may be an outtry for a law to make window- 
peeping illegal. We hope not, for we should regard 
such a law as a sign of weakness in our national fibre. 
It is a puny society where every trifling offense has 
to be met by the machinery of the law. . 

As there is no law against window peeping, there 
is no law against throwing slops out of your window 
on your property. Douse the peeper with slops, and 
he will have no recourse; he should not have been 
standing where he was. If you have no slops, you 
may have a handy kettle of hot water; or a pail of 
cold water. If the spirit moves you to throw any of 
these out of your window, and a peeper is in the line 
of dejection, he has not a leg to stand on. 

The offensiveness of window-peeping varies. If 
a peeper climbs a rainspout, and clings to the window- 
sill while peeping under a drawn blind while you are 
undressing, he is a low scoundrel and deserves the 
slops treatment. But if you have a large picture win- 
dow in front of your house, and sit there at night 
with the curtains open, you must not complain if pas- 
sers-by show a reasonable interest in what you are 
doing. 

With many picture windows we are unable to 
decide which is the picture—the view from the house 
or the interior, complete with figures.

FIRE PREVENTION CAMPAIGN— 

A realization that renewable natural resources 
are expendable is gradually being accepted by many 
people. It is finding expression in the many Conser- 
vation Associations, River Valley Authorities, Fish and 
Game Clubs, County and Municipal Councils, etc. In 
line with this trend, the Department of Lands and 
Forests/is continuing its educational effort with in- 
creasing emphasis, commencing now and being espe- 
cially directed to a Forest Fire Prevention Campaign. 

Mr. T. E. Mackey, the Department's Forest Pro- 
tection Chief, recently emphasized “Prevention is the 
most economical and sensible form of fire protection 
and if the necessary effort is put forth the results 
should be reflected in fewer fires, less damage, and 
lower costs.” 

There were 62 fires in the Trent District last 
summer; of these two were caused by lightning, while 
60 were attributable to Careless Smokers, Campers, 
Settlers, Construction employees, Railways, and other 
human agencies. 

The Fire Prevention campaign will be well under 
way by the time the Fire Season commences on April 
Ist. It will reach into all lumber camps, municipali- 
ties In the Fire District, tourist camps, ete., and will 
include demonstration by moving pictures and a short 
talk by the Protection Supervisor, Zone Foresters, 
Chief Ranger, etc., as circumstances dictate.

AGE LOOKS AT YOUTH 

The sprightly lady in London, England, who is 
now into the seventh year of her second century, had 
a gala time of it when she celebrated her 106th birth- 
day. She is evidently a hardy one, this mellow lass, 
sound in tooth and limb, with a spirited heart. 

She ate three appetizing meals, smoked a cigar- 
ette, had a glass of whiskey and did the Lambeth Walk. 
That is an impressive performance for any one, either 
in 1861 or 1951.

If this venerable old lady had only let it go at 
that, there would not likely have been any repercus- 
sions.

\ Men’s Clothes 

To clean men’s clothes use a soft 
cloth, dip in alcohol and press light- 
ly over a cake of pure soap; then 
apply briskly to the article to be 
cleaned.

Tf you want a more substantial 
filling, sausage meat or minced 
beef combined with seasoning “is 
also good. Left-over corn combined 
with a raw egg and seasonings 
makes another tasty filling. 

To prepare baked stuffed ontors, 
partially cook, that 1s, ‘boil large 
onions about twenty minutes. Then 
scoop out the centres, which may be 
chopped and added to the stuffing, 
if you wish. 

Then fill the onion cases with the 
stuffing and bake in a moderat- 
ely hot oven (375 degrees F) for 
thirty minutes. For a little added 
color and flavor they may be ser- 
yed with a tomato or parsley sauce.

Rapid Heart Beat Often Duc To 
Nervousness 

A patient undergoing 8 heart test 
was very nervous, as he suspected 
that he had heart disease. As he 
was about to undergo examination 
for a life insurance policy to protect. 
his family, he was more than us- 
ually neryous. In addition to rapid 
heart beat, there was slight tremb- 
ling of his hands, and he was un- 
derweight. His physician had him 
undergo a metabolism test which 
showed 110 instead of the normal 
100. The rapid heart beat, the 
trembling, and the plus metabolism 
all pointed to goiter but his phys!- 
cian, knowing the patient, suspect- 
ed that his nervousness was to 
blame. 

As the man’s wife was a trained 
nurse, the physician asked the wife 
to take her husband's pulse occa- 
sionally, in a casual way any mor- 
ning, afternoon or evening, and 
also at any time when he was 
resting or asleep. She found his 
puse rate before breakfast to be 72. 
at 4.00 pm. it was 70, and in the 
evening 90. Resting at 4.00 p.m. it 
was 76, and when asleep, 70. She 
telephoned these figures to the phy- 
sician. The physician then explain- 
ed to the patient that it was his 
neryous make-up which caused the 
symptoms pointing to goiter and 
that if he would get his metabolism 
test early in the morning, resting 
for fifteen minutes after reaching 
the insurance examiner's office, he 
would be accepted as far as his 
heart was concerned, as his pulse 
rate was not always fast. Whether 
he was asleep or awake, with goi- 
ter present the heart rate would 
vary but it would always be faster 
than normal. 

In the Proceedings, Royal Society 
of Medicine, England, Dr. William 
Everist states: “The serious form 
of goiter (thyrotoxicosis) should not 
be diagnosed unless rapid heart 
beat, auricular fibrillation (irregular 
or worm-like action of a portion of 
the heart) or other fault of the pulse 
or heart is found. Thus one will 
avert the tragedy of removing the 
thyroid gland in a neurotic or ner- 
vous patients.’ The heart rate dur- 
ing sleep is often slower than the 
usual or habitual rate but the dif- 
ference between the heart rate 
sleeping and the heart rate waking 
is greater in the neurotic or nervous 
individual. 

It is known that quieting drugs 
have more effect in slowing the 
pulse in nervous individuals than 
with goiter patients. 

Don't worry if your heart beat 
i: very rapid at times ff it is at 
normal rate in the morning or af- 
ter a good rest. 


More About Pain In Neck and 
Shoulder 

Some months ago'I wrote about 
the various conditions that cause 
pain in the neck and shoulder: a 
draft from an open window, in- 
fection, pressure of an extra rib, a 
crushed vertebra pressing on the 
nerves supplying back of neck 
and shoulder. I quoted Dr. A. F. 
Jonas in Pennsylvania Medical 
Journal as stating that pain in the 
shoulder and upper arm frequently 
is dismissed os neuritis, or treated 
by heat or salicylates with poor re- 
sults, whereas the pain often is 
caused by a condition that can be 
removed by surgery. 

There are so many cases fo pain 
in the neck, shoulder and arm, most, 
of which can be corrected by re- 
moval of infection or by surgery, 
that further {nformation on this 
condition is worth our considerat- 
jon. 

In the Boston issue, Medical 
Clinics of North America, Dr. Ed- 
win F, Caye, Associate in Orthope- 
dic Surgery, Harvard Medical 
School, states that pain about the 
neck and shoulder is a common 
complaint, The causes are many 
and varied, but in general the pain 
arises from the spine bones at back 
of neck and its supporting struc- 
tures (muscles and ligaments) and 
extends from the spinal column 
over the shoulder and sometimes 
down the arm, or it may come dir- 
ectly from shoulder girdle (the 
arch formed by the joint connect- 
ing the shoulder), In the shoulder 
region, there may be fluid or cal- 
cium in the little bursa or bag of 
water protecting the shoulder joint 
where upper arm bone meets shoul- 
der blade and collar bone. Infect- 
fon of any kind can occur (as in 
other joints) in the neck part of 
the spinal colunm (arthritis of the 
spine). 

Where pressure on nerves of neck 
part of spine is present, any ex- 
tension or lifting of head off the 
neck, stretching upwards of the 
neck, such as wearing a specially 
high collar, plaster of paris collar, 
hanging by the neck, or lying with 
arms stretched out in line with or 
slightly above the shoulders, gives 
relief, When this pressure is caus- 


ed by a ruptured disc, operation 
is the usual treatment, 

For all pain about neck and the 
shoulder, temporary relief is ob- 
tained by hot applications and 
acetylsalicylate (aspirin), two 6- 
grain tablets every four hours. 

Don't suffer with painful neck 
‘and shoulder, Consult your family 
doctor and dentist first, and if 
necessary, you will be referred to an 
orthopedic specialist.

There never was a time when 
there's as much interest in mental 
and emotional disturbances as at 
present.

It is not 
strange, then, that we are learning 
new words and expressions, parti- 
cularly those that have to do with 
nervous and emotional conditions 
Because of this increasing interest 
in the effects of the mind and 
emotions upon the body, the mean- 
ing of a few names or terms should 
be of interest and help. 

In his book, “Fundamentals of 
Psychiatry,” Dr. Edward A. Streck- 
er, professor of psychiatry, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, gives us the 
meaning of the commoner terms 
used in psychiatry. 

Amnesia: a memory gap, usually 
of limited span. The remembrance 
of happening during a certain time 
are blotted from memory because 
they cannot face in memory with- 
out too great <istress and anxiety. 

Complex: a thought or fixed idea 
in the individual's mind of which 
he is not conscious, but nevertheless 
this complex or idea drives him in 
the direction of certain behavior. 

Delusion: a false belief, concern- 
ing which the individual holding 
{t is unable to accept such proof 
as would be commonly accepted by 
the rest of us. 

Hallucination: the sensation of an 
object being present that really 
does not exist. 

Extrovert: an individual who is 
“outgrowing,” social, active, ener- 
getic, a doer more than a thinker. 

Introvert: an individual who is 
“ingrowing,” looking inwards; less 
energetic and active than the extro- 
yert; not very social; a thinker and 
a planner, but hesitates or delays 
putting these thoughts into action. 

Obsession: the mind being dom- 
inated by thoughts which the pa- 
tient cannot put out of his mind or 
consciousness. He must do that 
useless or unnecessary act. 

Phantasy: continuous or deep 
day-dreaming in which the indivi- 
dual lives the life he thinks best 
although it {s in direct opposition 
to normal living. 

Phobla (fear): patient not usually 
aware of where this fear comes from 
and cannot face it although his 
common sense tells him there is no 
need for him to be afraid to meet 
and overcome it. 


Psychosomatic: the close relation- 
ship of the mind and emotions with 
the body itself. 

Schizophrenia: double personall- 
ty. 


Taking Care of the Elderly at Home 

At school, when we wished to de- 
scribe a boy too lazy to work or to 
play, we said he was afflicted with 
“masterful inactivity.” For all we 
knew, the boy may have good rea- 
sons for not wanting to play or 
work (physician’s or mother’s in- 
structions, for instance,) but young- 
sters are thoughtless and sometimes 
heartless, 

I came across this same expres- 
sion, “masterful inactivity,” recen- 
tly in Dr. Edward A, Strecker’s 
book, “Fundamentals of Psychia- 
try,” in his description of the psy- 
choses of old age in which there 
is a downward trend, mentally and 
physically. There are various types 
of “strange behavior” in the aged: 
(a) very nervous, (b) depressed, 
(c) confused, (d) suspicious. 

There may be a long time, many 
months, in which the “beginning” 
signs of old age appear, one of the 
first of which is loss of memory of 
recent occurrences. There 1s less 
consideration of others, peevishness, 
temper tantrums and other changes 
in disposition besides beginning 
physical weaknesses. 

These elderly patients need and 
are entitled to careful attention 
and nursing. Dr. Strecker advises 
that the first thought in the treat- 
ment of these elderly patients with 
odd behavior is to realize the im- 
portance of “creature comforts.” 
Proper, easily digested food at fre- 
quent intervals and not in too large 
quantities, clothing to protect a- 
gainst cold, even in summer, as old 
people chill easily, a comfortable 
bed, enough sunshine and fresh air 
and personal cleanliness, 

Medical care should be directed 


toward “masterly Inactivity,” which 


is the right treatment for the elder- 
ly though we thougnt it wrong for 
the youthful), This means keeping 
bowel regular but not using too 
much laxative or purgative medi- 
cines, and small doses of sedative 
or quieting drugs when necessary. 
“There are a thousand and one 
medical chores such as relieving 
skin irritations (senile pruritis), or 
hemorrhoids (piles) or bladder 
irritations, toothache, improving 
the general bodily strength and 
tone by suitable vitamin treatment. 
The doctor who considers himself 
superior to these considerations 
should never have studied medi- 
cine,” writes Dr. Strecker. 

The helpless, deteriorated per- 
son, old or young, rich or poor, in 
Dr. Strecker’ opinion, is entitled 
to protection for himself and others. 
With this we will all agree.

Growing-est 
City Fears 
A “Bust” 


Edmonton, Alta—(BUP) — The 
growing-est city in Canada looked for 
help today to pay the “shot.” 

Fear that Edmonton’s boom may 
turn into a bust was denied by vet- 
eran city financier John Hodgson. 

However, he said mounting de- 
mands for new facilities were creat- 
ing the biggest financial headache 
in Edmonton’s history. 

“We don't know where We are g0- 
Ing to get the money needed to 
keep pace with the progress,” he 
said. 

Seriousness of the situation was 

reflected by an increasing general 
debt. 
Already conferences were underway 
with the Alberta Government for as- 
sistance from the government's mul- 
ti-million dollar oil revenue. What 
was wanted was low-interest loans. 

Edmonton’s population at the last 
census in May 1950, was 160,000, 
nearly 12,000 more than the previous 
year. Hodgson said the rate of in- 
crease of 1,000 a month was continu- 
ing and the population was expected 
to be up another 12,000 when the next 
census is taken in May, 

He said this was the fastest rate 
of growth of any city in Canada and 
probably the United States. 

Commissioner D, B. Menzies re- 
ported on the money trouble as seen 
in the rising debt, He said Edmon- 
ton’s general debt in 1945 was $12,- 
600,000 but since then it has gradu- 
ally risen until by the end of this 
year it is expected to be $21,800,000. 

The rise came with the period fol- 
lowing discovery of the Leduc Oil 
Field to the southwest and the gig- 
antic oil development that followed 
in the general area. 

Menzies warned that the bonding 
companies watched the per capita 
debt and invested in cities with the 
lower ones. Edmonton’s per capita 
debt has risen from $110 in 1946 to 
$135, 

Before looking for help the city 
announced that its 1951 capital con- 
struction program, amounting to a 
record $16,000,000 would be devoted 
to essentials only. 

However when the financiers 
looked over the situation, they found 
little that could not be termed es- 
sential. They saw the need for more 
phones, more sewage, more water 
mains, more electricity and more of 
about everything needed in the new- 
ly settled districts of the city. 

About all that could be safely el- 
iminated was a swimming pool, 
meaning the city’s pools will again 
be overloaded this summer. 

Hodgson called it a “gigantic con- 
undrum with an ever-increasing de- 
mand for new services and an ever- 
increasing demand for more money 
to pay the shot.”

Suggestions for Producing 
Good Hatchery Eggs— 

Ottawa, February 21, 1951 — For 
the poultryman with & high quality 
flock the production of eggs for the 
use of hatcheries offers decidedly 
lucrative possibilities as an outlet 
for the egg crop, says B. F. Tinney 
of the Federal Experimental Sta- 
tion at Charlottetown, P. E. I. 

To the flock owner who already 
is taking the precautions necessary 
to market high quality eggs for table 
use the additional care in the pro- 
duction of hatchery eggs should not 
offer any great difficulty. 

Many provinces now have breeder 
and (or) hatchery flock policies and 
the individual hatcheryman, as well, 
may have his own ideas concerning 
the type of flock from which he pur- 
chases his supply of eggs. Contact 
the hatcheryman and other auth- 
orities necessary to assure that all 
regulations with respect to type of 
flock, culling, males, environmental 
(and particwarly sanitary) condi- 
tions, blood testing, disease control, 
etc, are met. Ye 

Start feeding a good quality breed- 
er or hatching mash three to six 
weeks prior to the sale of hatching 
eggs. Breeder rations are slightly 
higher in protein than standard lay- 
ing mashes and contain higher per- 
centages of othe; ingredients such 
as wheat germ, milk products, rib- 
oflavin, etc., tending to ensure a 
higher per cent hatch of stronger 
and more vigorous chicks.

The earth is being bombarded by 
an enormous quantity of electrons 
from the sun. 

Japanese astronomers in Tokyo 
have spotted a series of solor explos- 
fons which have been going on for 
nearly 24 hours.

Ottawa—(BUP)— Canada’s new 
penal philosophy to rebuild the shat 
tered lives of crimials has been 
handicapped by the stepped up de- 
fense program, and would be halted 
in the event of war, 

Commissioner of Penitentiaries R. 
B, Gibson sald today his department. 
was experiencing difficulty in ob- 
taining steel for its expanded build= 
ing program, He sald the peniten- 
tiaries “are not having any more 
difficulty than is generally the case, 
but a new war will probably out off 
Many supplies and largely halt 
building,” 

The building program forms an 
important part of the new federal 
penal policy of gradually implement. 
ing positive and constructive activ- 
ity in Canadian penitentiaries, The 
policy is based on the recommen- 
dations of the famed Archambault 
report which placed major emphas- 
is on rehabilitation. 

Gibson's annual report, tabled in 
Parliament, outlined progress made 
last year in putting the new policy 
in effect, He sald that if work was 
nol handicapped during the next few 
years the “enlightened vision of 
the Archambault report” would be 
more than fulfilled, 

The report said that the history 
of prison policy showed that the 
safe custody of inmates had seemed 
of greater importance than their 
reformation 

“The obvious reason for this em- 
phasis was the protection of society 
by segregating persons convicted for 
| criminal acts and deemed a menace 
to the organized life of the commun- 
ity," Gibson said. “It seemed to be 
largely overlooked that such pro- 
tection could at best be only a tem- 
porary affair as practically all per-

Improved and extended nursing, 
and preparedness in the event of an 
émergency, were points stressed by 
the regional advisor of the Regis- 
tered Nurses Association of Ontar- 
jo at a meeting in Lindsay Thursday 
The well-attended meeting was held 
in the Ross Memorial Hospital and} 
was addréssed by Regional Advisor 
Madaline M. Baker, of London, On- 
tario.

“We need continuous study and 
action thet will result in formulat- 
ing f@ comprehensive plan to give the 
people what they need now and to 
be prepared in the event of a na- 
tional emergency,” declared Miss 
Baker, who went on to say “Nurses 
cannot complete this task alone— 
we need and we want to work with 
our citizens toward fulfilment of 
a clearly defined objective. Plans 
should embrace obligations both to 
the people we serve, and to the 
nurse. We must be careful to set 
sound, realistic and obtainable goals 
and let us remember that the great 
and worthwhile things in this world 
have not come about by accident 
There is first the vision. Then the 
planning and finally the toil.” 

“Nurses are one of the key groups 
in any national] defense plan,” con- 
tinued Miss Baker, “Nurses, single 
or married, with or without children, 
would be needed to meet a crisis, 
should it occur.” 

In preparation the speaker urged: 

(1) Those who have not been 
actively engaged in nursing for 
some time to prepare themselves 
by taking a planned period in hos- 
pital staff duty to bring them up to 
date in therapudic advances and 
intricate procedures 

(2) Continuing education includ- 
ing first aid for all nurses in the 
community

When we are talking about Korea 
we are not talking about the hous- 
ing situation—starvation, old age 
pensions, extravagant Government 
and the high cost of living and 
DP.'s in Canada.We are not talking 
about necessary changes in prices 
for products that would eliminate 
all measured profits and interest, 
‘that could not be accounted for as 
labor value given to the consumer. 
We are not talking about the income 
tax exemption, that is fixed at $1000 
for single people, which under its de_ 
pleted dollar value, does not allow 
a single man to help out at home. We 
use the tax on Canadians, to bring 
out immigrants from Europe to 
compete as equal citizens eh? Well, 
Tl say who authorized our Goy- 
ernments to displace our native- 
born by their taxation—and then 
bring in displaced person from 
Burope? 

If we would pay more attention 
to our travelling Cabinet Members 
at Ottawa, who cost not $2,000, but 
$12,000 each last year, we would 
know our incomes are kept low 
to help pay for it. Income tax ex- 
emptions are based upon a higher 
dollar value than we have today, 
so the loss is ours. It looks as if 
high finance is taking us All for a 
toboggan ride—Homes, Business and 
Governments, and unless the people 
wake up and demand a complete 
turnover, we will be the slaves to 
produce more and more to get a 
smaller dollar, fewer homes and 
bigger governments. And what} 
about that $1,000,000 gift to a} 
church, by an anonymous giver— 
Supposed to be a grain merchant! 
Who made the big profits on our 
grain that we farmers grew? That's 
the answer. 

So what is the answer to all this? 
‘The people must cast off all political 
fog and create for themselves the 
world they want to live in and enjoy 
the fruits of their own labor, which 
is now taxed out of our control. 
The controls we need are control of 
Government by the people, and not 
control of the people by the Gov- 
ernment, We can re-finance on a’ 
true value cost, and make one hour's! 
labor the basis for all prices. The 
cost of grain would then be the 
hours of labor involved, for invest- 
ment, in the price of seed grain, the 
hours of laboy involved in sowing 
and in harvesting. The gain mer- 
chant would receive the price paid 
by him for grain, plus his storage 
and investment and delivery costs, 
and his personal hours of labor at 
fixed value. There would be no 
million dollars accumulated by any- 
body unde, this system—paid by 
consumers. Government taxation 
would be controlled, by the people 
themselves allowing one tenth of all 
justly earned income, for public 
welfare. Family security would be 
financed out of nine-tenths of in- 
come being LEFT IN THE HOME! 
We must save ourselves from crook- 
ed paths and finance.

Lindsay public school teachers 
and caretakers of the public schools 
are to receive an all round increase 
of $300 per annum. This, however, 
will not mean, they are to receive 
any more money than they are at 
present recelving. The reason for 
this is that since last Septem- 
ber all public school teachers and 
caretakers have received a bonus 
of $30 per month in addition to 
their salaries. Now this $30 per 
month {s to be incorporated into the 
salary schedule, which will raise 
both the minimum and maximnm 
salaries by $300. 


This was the decision of the 
Board of Education meeting at 
its meeting in the Central Schoo) 
Wednesday evening. In addition to 
this increase, the principals of the 
Alexandra and Victoria public 
schools are to receiye a further 
increase of $10 per annum. : 


Although the meeting was small, 
only four members being present, 
Messrs, W. Peel, (who took the 
chair in the absence of the chait- 
man, Dr. Parker,) Vickery anid D. 
McQuarrie, and Mrs. Wansborough, 
there was considerable discussion 
on the proposed increases. 


Mr. McQuarrie spoke at length 
and made an interesting counter- 
proposal. His suggestion was that 
the public school teachers be giv- 
en an increase of $200 at the end 
of one year’s service provided that 
during that time they had passed 
the first year’s work for a BA de- 
gree. At the end of each succeeding 
year they would receive a like in- 
crease, provided they had con- 
tinued their studies towards that 
degree. This would mean that at the 
end of the five years mecessary 
to obtain the BA degree, and when 
they had obtained that degree, they 
would be getting $1000 more per 
year than at present. 

On the subject of the proposed 
increases, Mr. McQuarrie said, “You 


chers in the same category as 
young high schoo) specialists in our 
collegiate, and 20 of our teachers 
will be earning $100 more per year 
than specialists in our high schools. 


On the ‘subject of the proposed 
increase of $300 per annum for the 
caretakers, Mr. McQuarrie said, “I 
am going to propose to this board 
that we giye our caretakers an in- 
crease in thelr salary of $200 per 
year. This will bring them up into 
@ category where they receive more 
money than they can earn in 
Lindsay for manual labour. Is tt 
fair that this board should pick out 
three labouring men from the town 
of Lindsay and pay them more than 
the town itself pays for its manual 
labourers?” 

Mrs, Wasnborough replied to Mr. 
McQuarrie’s proposal. She stated 
that public school teachers had to 
take various courses in order to 
qualify for their first class certifi- 
cates, and their salaries were ba- 
sed on whether they had, or had not 
first Class certificates. She agreed 
with Mr, McQuarrie that the pub- 
lic schoo] teachers should continue 
to improve themselves as fer as 
they were able, and that they should 
take regular refresher courses — 

Mr, Vickery lamented in quite 
strong terms the fact that only 
four members of the board were 
present to make the final decision | 
on this very important matter 
Regarding the proposed increases, 
he said, “I feel that if it was neces- 
sary last year, then it is as neces- 
Sary this year.” To Mr. McQuarrie’s 
proposal, he replied, I cannot see 
that the public schools are going 
to benefit by the teachers going 
ahead and taking BA degrees.” He 
felt that a first class certificate 
qualified a teacher to give the pu- 
pils the education stipulated by the 
Board of Education. 

The acting chairman, in sum- 
ming up, said that he thought there. 


are suggesting an across-the-board 
increase of $300 for all our teachers 
in Lindsay.

| Sunderland (PNS) --The magnifi- 


cent pine woods so picturesquely 
surrounding “The Pines” service 
Station, just south of Sunderland 
on Highway 7, is the rendevous of 
many beautiful species of feathered 
friends this winter. 

Mr. McDonald, proprietor of the 
Service station, says he has been 
Particularly thrilled by the visit- 
ation of many Pine Grosbeaks, 
which seem to favour the area as 
Satisfactory winter quarters. These 
birds being frequenters of conifer- 
ous trees, seem to be much at home 
here and are feasting on the wild 
and waste fruit left hanging on 
adjacent mountain ash and su- 
machs. 

When identifying these birds, Mr.

“This large flock, accompanied 
by some ten rosy red individuals 
makes a very intriguing sight among 
the evergreen trees” states Mr, Mc-

These requests ranged from sug- 
gestions that council make some 
adjustment to a request for $400, 
The list seemed so lengthly that | 
for some time the council was 
undecided how to begin. Mayor 
Lamb suggested that the police 
and fire departments be handled 
first as their representatives were 
present. Ald. Burrows said that 
such a large number of applicat- 
jong may require the council to sel 
a pattern and go through the whole 
list. Reeve Butler objected when 
Mayor Lamb suggested a percent- 
age increase and said that every 
case should be settled on ita merits, 
The first application heard was 
from the Police Department which 
was represented by Constable Gor- 
don Eberts. He pointed out that 
the men were quite pleased with the 
salary schedule in effect and pleas- 
ed with the maximum salary, He 
sald that the men who were new 
on the force and were not high on 
the schedule were finding it hard 
to keep golng on their pay and the 
policemen would like a cost of 
living bonus of $180 per year. He 
cited the salaries pald to other po- 
lice departments, Oshawa, he said 
was paying $110 less than ‘Lindsay 
maximum of $2500 for officers join- 
ing the force. Peterborough officers 
he pointed out started on the force 
at Lindsay's maximum, Port Col- 
borne starts officers at $2300 and 
Fort Erle, with a population of 7600 
and ten officers, starts her men 


at $2400. 

Ald, Speer and Mayor Lamb cited 
Waterloo which starts officers at 
$2000 and has a maximum of $2400, 
Mr, Allely sald that the survey of 
other police departments had been 
made last fall. Constable Eberts al- 
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so quoted the rate of pay of the 
O.P.P. and stated that thelr men 
were petting a cost of ving bonus 
of $240 per year. He concluded by 
saying that In three or four years, 
the constables would be getting a 
suitable wage but for the present 
would need $180, 


Ald. Peirce entered the discus- 
sion for the first time when 

One member of council made it 
known that according to the agree- 
ment made with the police last year, 
all constables received a raise of 
$100 this year in accordance with 
their scale. The sergeant recely- 
ed only $50. Mr, Peirce questioned 
the cost of living need. He sald 
“How can you pay a cost of living 
bonus when 1t is not the custom of 
the country? During the war there 
was such a set-up but not now.’ 
(Just for the record: the provinctal 
government 1s paying a cost of lly- 
ing bonus to the O.P-P.) 

Deputy Reeve Greaves sald that 
the cost of living bonus is being 
paid to which Ald.

| "Not with me. You could call this 
increase straight salary maybe.”

The Chief Constable's salary was 
increased $300 annually later in the 
meeting. 

Ald. Cote suggested that some 
consideration be given the cadets 
who are receiving $25 weekly. Chief 
Webster told council that these two 
men were on telephone duty from 
4 p.m. to © am. and were able to 
permit a constable to get out on 
the beat, If an emergency arose, he 
sald, they could contact an off- 
duty constable or the O.P-P, to serve 
until the constable came in off the 
beat. 

Mayor Lamb suggested $100 year- 
ly. Chairman of town property, Ald. 
Baker suggested $250 per week

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Liquor Blamed 
For Troubles 
Of Driver 


Liquor was held responsible by 
Magistrate Gee for two charges 
being laid against a Sunderland 
man in Lindsay Police Court. The 
accused man was charged with 
careless driving and being intoxica~ 
ted in a public place. He pleaded 
guilty to both charges. 

Constable Welde, of the OPP., 
took the stand for the prosecution 
and stated that he had received a 
complaint from the driver of a 
Department of Highways truck, 
that a car going towards Lindsay 
from the west had scraped the isde 
of his truck while passing. The 
driver had not stopped, Constable 


Welde stated that he found the 
looked-for car in the parking lot 
of a dance pavilion on the outskirts 
of Lindsay. He said that he also 
found the accused driver in an in- 
toxicated condition and had consid- 
erable difficulty in placing the ac- 
cused in the cruiser He noted that 
there were two strips of chrome 
missing from the side of the ac- 
cused’s vehicle and found that two 
strips picked up at the scene of 
the accident seemec. to fit exactly. 
Also admitted ag an exhibit was 
4 full bottle of beer found in the 
car, Another bottle which was 
found under the car was not pro- 
duced, 


Constable Welde told His Wor- 
ship, that it was noted on the fol- 
lowing morning that the left front 
door window was cracked and the 
outside rear view mirror was brok- 
en. The accused said that he could 
hardly be held responsible for this 
damage as he hadn’t been see doing 
the damage and he observed that 
there was a considerable crowd 
around the car who could have done 
this damage. 


The constable further testified 
that he returned to the scene after 
taking accused to the county fail 
and found another man asleep in 
the rear seat. 

Magistrate Gee observed that the 
accused “would soon have to start 
drinking “Coke or something else” 
or he would get in serious trouble, 
Crown Attorney Jordan advised the

Victoria and Haliburton’s mem- 
ber of the House of Commons has 
addressed the House for the first 
time in its current session on the 
subject of education. The debate 
was begun by a motion made by 
R. R, Knight, of Saskatoon,” that 
the government should take into 
consideration means of expanding 
and equalizing educational opportu- 
nity across Canada, by the grant- 
ing of financial assistance to the 
various provinces for that purpose.” 

C. W. Hodgson, member for Vic~ 
toria and Haliburton, spoke as fol- 
lows: “Mr. Speaker, having been 
interested in the question of edu-~ 
cation all my life I should like to 
say afew words on the motion be- 
fore the house. There are three 
reasons why I am interested. First 
I had a tough time getting an 
education myself. I had to work at 
times between school periods, I had 
to stay out of school some years 
to work. Second, I have six child- 


are yet to be educated. Third, I 
sincerely believe that every child 
in the Dominion of Canada hag a 
right to the opportunity of edu- 
cation irrespective of race, creed 
or colour, where they live or what 
vocation in life their parents may 


follow. If we, as parliamentarians, 
fail in our duty to make education 


available to the children coming af- 


ter us, we are not doing our duty 
as members of parliament. 


“We all know that up to the pre~ 
sent time education has been car- 
ried on in Canada by the provinces 
and municipalities. I happen to 
have a little experience along this 
line. I was chairman of the first 
township school area to come into 
being in Ontario at the time when 
the Hon. Howard Ferguson was the 
Minister of Education. That move 
was a great boon to education in 
the rural section of the province. 
I believe it is probably one of the 
reasons why the province of On- | 
tario has the best educational sys- 
tem in the dominion.”

Mr. Hodgson continued: “On- 
tario’s educational system was first

The Trade Minister told the busi- 
nessmen that Canada’s anti-infla- 
tion policies so far have worked bet_ 
ter than the price and wage freezes 
in the United States, 

He declared: “We are following 
fundamental anti-inflationary pol- 
icles—that is, taxation and credit 
curbs—which, I suggest, are more 
successful than those of the U. S.”

Magistrate Gee learned that the 
accused was employed at Oshawa 
and had apparently never had very 
much trouble with his liquor before.

Near Leaskdale 


Most Beautiful In The Nation 


Sunderland (PNS) The hamlet of 
Leaskdale is widely renowned, due 
to the fact that just south of it and 
on the 7th of Scott the Thomas 
Foster Memorial Temple stands, as 
one of the most unique and magni- 
ficent landmarks of Canada. 

Residents are justly proud, that 
‘Thomas Foster, ex-mayor of the 
city of Toronto, erected this temple 
to enshine the memory of his fam- 
fly and to provide a mortuary cha- 
pel for the community, in which he 
spent his boyhood. 

The $250 from the sale of the 
butcher shop and business which 
Thomas Foster carried on as & 
young man, in the now General 
Store and Post Office of Leaskdale 
was the financial start of the sta- 
tus of millionaire, which he was 
to establish as a self-made man. 

His financial ventures were s0 
amazingly successful that some four 
years ago he died at the age of over 
90, leaving a vast estate in trust 
to many worthwhile charities. 
Leaskdale Sunday School was left 
thusly $2000., the interest of which 
provides prizes, etc, for the pupils 
of the Sunday Schoo) of the Leask- 
dale Presbyterian Church. And 
very fittingly a portion of this mo- 
ney was spent last year in purcha- 
sing some volumes of the excellent 
works of L.M. Montgomery, who 
also brought renown to Leaskdale. 

Visitors to Leaskdale and vicinity 
at first glance are awed by the 
Foster Memorial Temple, An in- 
terpretation of its outstanding 
architecture and materials, costing 
in the neighbourhood of some mil- 
lion dollars when erected still fur- 
ther intrigues. 

Sumptuously Byzantine in form 
but chastely modern in detail, the 
structure built of enduring materi- 
als, ig an expression of the beauty 
and permanence of the Christian 
faith. The inspiration came to the 
donor when viewing the beautiful 
Taj Hahal at Agra, India, but the 
architecture of India, as foreign to 
Canadian soil as are the religions of 
India to our people, was not to be 
considered, nor were the forms of 
architecture associated with the 
temples to the pagan gods of Greece 
and Rome. However the earllest 
forms of Christian architecture, 
those of the Eastern Roman Empire 
Byzantium, proved adaptable and 
were the inspiration for a new and 
entirely original design. 

The exterior of the structure sur- 
passes in chaste beauty and spiritu- 
al uplifting many of the earliest 
temples of Byzantium, wher-zr the 
exterlors were considered of sec- 
ondary importance. However the 
Interlor of this temple has in no 
measure been sacrificed to the ex- 
terior, but has been enriched to 
a degree; unsurpassed in many of 
the early Ohristlan Churches. 

The floors are of riched coloured 
terrazzo and marble mosaics 


| with gold mosaic surrounds the 


wrought in symbolic designs. On

entering one crosses the River 
Styx on which floats water lilies 
and lily pads. The motive that un- 
derlies the work of the creator 
fs suggested in the general design 
of the floor beneath the great dome. 
Chis motive typifying fe radiates 
from the Greek letters “Alpha and 
Omega’ which in turn flank the 
Christian symbol -denoting Christ. 
The laurel wreath of victory over 
death, encircles the central motive 

Under each of the four reat 
arches a marble screen with balas- 
trade separates the crossing from 
transepts, apse and nave, Sixteen 
marble columns, four to each screen, 
supporting three arches with pler- 
ced marble typanum above, are 
features of the interlor. The columns 
are in vari-coloured Italian marb- 
les, with carved Devon Stone ca- 
pilats and desserts. Each capital 
differs from’ {ts neighbours and 1s 
carved in the heraldic symbol of one | 
of the saints or apostles. The 
marble altar in the east 1s ap- 
proached by the raised apse by three 
travertine steps. 

The high marble reredos em- 
blazoned with gold cross and “I. 
#8,” {s a departure from the cano- 
pied altar of the early church, but 
more in keeping with the scale of 
the structure and the present day 
form of Christian service. The pul- 
pit is of Rocherons --marble, with 
an incised carved frieze and inlay 
of gold mosaic. 

The southern transept contains 3 
crypts. One holds the remains of 
Elizabeth McCauley Foster, and one 
the remains of Ruby Foster, be- 
loved wife and child respectively of 
the donor, who predeceased him, and 
third is the last resting place of 
Thomas Foster. 

Above each of the crypts of the 
ccparted is a beautiful memorial 
window bearing a modest memoria] 
shield. Six basement crypts are | 
available for winter burials, and | 
removable floor slabs provide for 
lowering baskets to the level below.

The pendentiyes under the dome, 
the soffits and returns to the great | 
arches are in glass mosaics in con- 
ventional floral and geometric de- | 
signs in harmonious and brilliant 
colours.

Although heated discussions fol- 
lowed announcement of applications 
for salary considerations in other 
departments, little debate was giv- 
en to the considerations of salaries 
of the administration deaprtment 
of the town. There was of course 
some discussion as each name came 
up but the only person whose de- 
ynands met any great opposition was 
the town assessor, Alex. ilner, 

The matter of adjustments for 
maimbers of the town olerk's staff 
was broached by Ald. Williamson 
who said that he would like to deal 
with these persons although no ap- 
Dlication had been received from 
them. Mr. Allely advised Mr, Will- 
jamson that it was their understand- 
gg that council was going to deal 
with all its employees at this spec- 
ial meeting and hence some had 
made no application for considera- 
tion. 

Mayor Lamb said that it was quite 
right that all members of the town's 
payroll be considered. He mentioned 
in particular the town clerk, Mr. 
Allely. He said that it was his opin- 
fon that there was not any other 
town clerk and treasurer getting as 
Jow a salary. He pointed out that 
the county clerk, who only had to 
handle about four sessions of coun- 
cil annually, was getting more mon- 
ey. He said that he would like 
council to consider giving Mr. Allely 
a substantial raise. He said also that 
Miss Pillsworth was getting a ridicu- 
lously low salary. 

It was at this point that Ald. Speer 
Suggested that the Mayor's honor- 
arium be increased to $300. Some 
furor followed and this matter was 
shelved. 

Ald. Peirce suggested that a per- 
centage be worked out for the town 
clerk’s office. Ald. Burrows said 
that this would not help persons at 
a low salary but would benefit great- 
ly the persons at the top. Ald. Will- 
jamson added that a man getting 
$3500 was not in as great need as 
one getting $1900. He suggested that 
if a percentage system were adopted 
the persons with the smaller in- 
come receive less than those with a 
larger salary. 


Ald. Burrows saidthat first a list 
should be made of those in the ad- 
ministration, He said that he didn’t 
think the council would look for any 
more money. Mayor Lamb quipped: 
“It doesn’t look good for the Mayor.” 

When the subject was re-opened, 
the tax collector was first consider- 
ed. He had made application for 
consideration and Mr. Allely said 
that he had spent a gret deal of time 
as welfare commissioner for which 
he was paid $210 besides his salary 
of $2000 as tax collector, 

Reeve Butler moved that he re- 
ceive an increase of $150, Ald, Will- 
jamson seconded this motion which 
carried. 

Miss Pillsworth, of the town office 
‘was next considered. Mr. Allely poin- 
ted out that she had made no ap- 
plication for more money. He said 
that a survey had showed that wo- 
men who were doing the same type 
of accounting she was doing were 
receiving $10 more weekly. 

Ald. Williamson sald that he had 
taken the matter up with a bank 
manager in Lindsay and had been 
told tht she would be worth more 
than $2000 to him on his staff. 


Mayor Lamb said that he could 
only back up what had been said and 
he would make a motion that Miss 
Pillsworth receive an increase of 
$250. Ald. Burrows thought that this 
was a little out of line with other] 
increases being granted. Reeve 
Butler seconded the motion which 
carried, 

Mayor Lamb moved that Mr. Bud 
Bates, Mr. Allely’s assistant be grant_ 
ed an increase of $150. Ald. William_ 
SOn said “We have been talking sal- 
ary schedule, why not one in the 
town office. His Worship said that 
a salary schedule couldn't be set 
when one member of the staff had 
been working there for 25 years. Mr. 
Allely said that Mr. Bates had been 
doing very good work. 

Art Bates, caretaker at the town 
hall, was also granted an increase 
of $150 following a motion by Ald. 
Baker. 

Gordon Stinson, recently appoint- 
ed scale man at $22 per month was 
also granted an increase. Mr. Stin- 
son, besides looking after the scales, 
receives $2 weekly for setting up the 
market tables, making a total of 
$30 monthly income. He receives all 
scale fees. His Worship made a mo- 
tion that his salary be increased to 
$50 per month. The motion carried, 

R. H. Lawler, parking meter in- 
spector, was next considered. His 
application for consideration had 
carried no set amount but he had 
asked to be raised to a level similar 
to other municipalities. Mayor Lamb 
said that Mr, Lawler should be con- 
sidered. He said that he is respon- 
sible for bringing in $13,000 of the 
town’s money, 


Mr. Allely, following a question by 
one of the councillors, reported that 
the revenue from parking meters 
was dropping off. He said that 
the town had only taken in $12,546 
last year which was below what oth_ 
er municipalities were taking in. 


Reeve Butler said that last year 
there were more tourists than ever. 
He seconded a motion by Ald. Will- 
iamson that Mr, Lawler be raised by 
$150 and added that there should be 
some way of increasing the parking 
meter revenue. Deputy - Reeve 
Greaves added that several meters! 
had been frozen up during the cold! 
snap. Mayor Lamb said “Mr. Law- 
ler is going a great job. Nine corner 
meters have been taken out. These 
were probably the most valuable.” 


(Removal of the meters was auth- 
orized by the council in office at the 
time.) 

There were three motions voted on 
by council before the matter of the 
assessor's salary was settled. Mr. 
Kilner had written to council to ask 
that his salary be increased from 
$2400 to $2800, He pointed out that 
he had no increase since coming to 
Lindsay. 

Ald. Williamson observed that 
Kilner received $540 additionally as 
sanitary inspector. Mayor Lamb 
rose and recalled that a few years 
ago the town had a sanitary and 
building inspector under the one 
head, He suggested that the two be 
combined again and one man pald 
$700 or $800. 

Mr, Kilner, who was present, said 
that in that case re would change 
his demands from $400 to $600. 

Reeve Butler disagreed with the 
Mayor. He recalled that in the era

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Salary Offered For New Chief 


Second Lowest 


In Fire Dept. 


But There Are Some Extras 


Three Firemen Are Awarded $250 
“Increase This Year. 

According to the salary sched- 
ule and raises adopted by Lindsay's 
ouncil last week to apply to the 
fire department, the new chief, if 
he hires at the salary mentioned In 
the ad, $2000, will be the lowest paid 
man in the department except the 
cadet. Three of the four permanent. 
firemen were raised to $2050. annu- 
ally and one fireman to $2150. How- 
ever while the salary offer for 
a new chief is lower in dollars and 
cents he is also being offered a free 
apartment, light, heat and water. 
Mayor Lamb hinted that there 
might have to be some adjustment 
made for the new chief. 

Tom Madill, appearing for the 
Lindsay permanent fire fighters, 
said that the men did not consider 
$1800 per year enough now. He sald 
that the men worked 72 hours per 
week, no holidays off. This he said 
meant that they were working for 
about 48c per hour. He suggested 
that a salary schedule, beginning at 
$1900 and stopping at $2500, be ad- 
opted. He said that three of the men, 
who had been on the force for years, 
would be willing to work as second 
year firemen and one member of the 
department, who had been with the 
department for six years, would be 
willing to go on as a fourth year 
man on the new schedule. Madill’s 
survey showed that Lindsay was the 
second lowest paid fire department 
of a similar size in the province of 
Ontario. Trenton is lowest. Ac- 
cording to the plan offered by Ma- 
dill, second year firemen would re- 
celve $2100 or $300 more than third 
year firemen are now receiving. 

Ald. Burrows “I have talked to 
aldermen in several municipalities 
and they are all of the opinion that 
the fire departments should not 
be as highly paid as the police de- 
partments.” 

Firemen Madill: “Quite right. uBt 
don’t forget that they work a 56- 
hour week and we work 72 hours.” 

Ald. Baker, chairman of Town 
Property, was asked his opinion. 
He said that Mr. Madill had stated 
the case well and there was little 
he could add except that their 
present salary was too low and 
the men were entitled to their de- 
mands. He said “I am right behind 
them”. 

This subject was also dropped at 
this point to be revived later in 
the meeting by Ald. Williamson who 
said “I think that the firemen 
should be treated as the police de- 
partment. I move that they get 
$250 increase.” 

Reeve Butler said “I would like 
to second your motion but it does 
not set a scale and comes short of 
their demands of $300 and $459", 

Ald. Williamson, “Let’s put them 
on a scale”. 

Ald. Cote “The police were on a 
scale and you took them off”. 

Ald. Baker, “A scale was sug- 
gested in their application” 

Mayor Lamb “That would raise 
them higher than police”. 

Fireman Madill “We would like 
a schedule with starting salary at 
$1900. Mr. Burrows says there 
should be some difference. This 
will make $150 difference”. 

Ald. Burrows “Why are you 
worrying about the starting rate?” 

Madill “We have to start some- 
where. We can’t start in the middle’, 

Ald. Williamson then suggested 
that someone move that a scale be 
adopted. Ald. Burrows said that 
he had prepared a plan starting at 
$1800 instead of $1900 as proposed 
by the firemen. The maximum on his 
plan was $2500. He continued that 
his plan would give all members 
of the fire department $250 this 
year. 

Mr. Madill, in answering Mayor 
Lamb, who had asked if the scale 
proposed by Ald. Burrows was sat- 
isfactory, said that it was agreeable 
if the three firemen were made third 
year men, He continued that during 


the year, the cost of living had ris-' 


en $206 and that a raise of only $200 
would still leave the men in the red. 

Ald. Speer “I move a $200 raise 
across the board.” 

Ald. Williamson “We need a salary 
schedule.” 

Ald, Cote “When are we going to 
classify the men?” 

Ald. Baker “There is only $50 dif- 
ference in the motion that was made 
by Ald. Williamson. I move that they 
get $300.” 

Ald. Burrows “No, No.” 

Ald. Cote, “You will never hire a 
first year fireman for $1800.” 

Following further discussion, Ald. 
Williamson moved that the firemen 
be placed on the same scale as the 
policemen, from $1900 to $2500. Fol- 
lowing a suggestion by Mr, Burrows 
that the three firemen who had ask- 
ed for $300, be raised to $2050. from 
$1800, a motion was made to this 
effect by Ald. Speer. The motion 
carried, One senior member of the 
department will now get $2150, 

At the close of the discussion, 
Deputy Reeve Greaves asked “Where 
are we going to get a new fire chief 
for $2000?” 

Mayor Lamb sald “We'll have to

Frost Declares 
Pension Boost 
Ottawa’s Job 


‘Toronto—(BUP)— Premier Leslie 
Frost said yesterday bonuses to old- 
age pensioners only delay broader 
legislation needed for this nation’s 
aged. 

He sald migre progress had been 
made during the past four months 
by Ontario staying out of the bonus 
field than goyernments had accom- 
plished during the past 15 years. 

“The present policy of Ottawa 
paying 75 per cent of pensions and 
Ontario paying 25 per cent,” said 
Frost, “shifts the emphasis on Ot- 
tawa — where it belongs.” 

Ontario, he said, was not going 
to be “bedevilled’ out of this policy 

The Premier outlined the goven- 
ment’s stand in reply to J. B. Sals- 
berg, Communist member for St. 
Andrew's. Salsberg urged the goy- 
ernment to pay a 10-dollar bonus to 
Ontario's 27-thousand old-age pen- 
sioners to offset the 14-point rise in 
the cost-of-living index since the 
pension was increased from 30 to 40- 
dollars monthly in 1949. 

Salsberg says British Columbia, 
and Saskatchewan were paying its 
pensioners such supplements, and 
he demanded to know why Ontario, 
“The Richest Province of the Land,” 
wasn’t doing likewise. 

Frost said the bonus only tends to 
shift the responsibility for pensions 
away from the Federal Government. 
He said supplements “are a mis- 
take.”
